The directors, while gratefully recogniz- 
ing tho continued generosity which lias 
enabled them to feed, clothe and care 
for these twenty little ones, wish to em- 
phasize the importance of this work. It 
is shown in their last, a sixteenth annual 
report, that the same spirit of economy 
and sensible care of the little ones, acxu, 
ates the present management that was 
seen under those remarkable women who 
inaugurated its affairs during the first 
ten years of its life, Rebecca Pomroy, 
Mary Shannon and Mrs. Daniel L. Fur- 
ber, all of whom have passed on to their 
reward, leaving the sweet influence of 
their lives and labors witli us:— a grand 
trio illustrating in their saintly lives the 
comparative insignificance of theologi- 
cal differences in one’s mental views, 
whether Baptist, free religionist, or or- 
thordox Congregationalist. 

The subscriptions to this charity the 
bust year were smaller than pet haps in 
any preceding year since its organization. 
But for the generous gifts and bequests 
of the past and previous years, a defleet 
would have been seen in our treasurer’s 
report. 

Wo feel sure that every lady of our 
city would cheerfully contribute some- 
thing to the Home’s support if site 
should visit and see the little ones at 
their work. It is a real bee hive of in- 
dustry, each one has iter special work, 
doing the same with cheerful alacrity 
and all witli a kjrnlly interest in each 
other thus making it a real home. Most 
mothers can here receive a valuable ob- 
ject lesson in family management. 

It was my privilege last Saturday eve- 
ning to meet some twenty of its former 
inmates at the Home, who are now at 
service in families of Newton and other 
places. It is the pleasant custom of the 
graduates to make an annual visit to 
their Home for they know no other, to 
commemorate tho birthday of our super- 
intendent. It was both inspiring and 
affecting to see these young women, 
healthful, intelligent, in neat attire and 
bo happy tints to gather at the old home 
of their childhood. 

Few who knew these when they came 
to the home years ago and Contrast their 
condition at that time with their present 
could see them without emotion and a 
renewed spirit of determination to con- 
tinue in all of this good work. We trust 
that every church organization of our 
city will demonstrate that their religion 
is something more than theoretical by a 
kindly contribution however small to 
the Rebecca Pomroy Newton Home for 
orphan girls.

The Prohibitory Amendment. 

A meeting in the interests of the pro- 
posed constitutional prohibitory amend 
ment was heW in Eliot Hall, Wednesday 
evening. The attendance was rather 
limited. It is intended to make an ef- 
fort to aivouse the interests of citizens 
in thin matter, and to secure, if possible, 
an expression of opinion from them con- 
cerning the subject. Col. E. H. Haskell 
of Newton Centre, president of the Mas 
sactiusetts No-License League, was 
chosen chairman, and Rev. Di. J. B. 
GouW c f Newton, secretary. The chair- 
man gave a short address explaining the 
nature of the movement, and alluded to 
the fact that several state temperance 
organizations liad joined forces with the 
league and would work earnestly for the 
proposed amendment during the cam- 
paign. Further remarks upon tlie sub- 
ject were mode by Hr. tSould, Rev. II. J. 
Patrick ami ivtlvors. It was voted to 
hold a meeting in Eliot Hall next Mon- 
day evening, f«r the purpose of perfect- 
ing an organization in tit is eity. A ward 
and city committee will l*o appointed, 
and several public meetings will he held.

Mr. Hornbrooke for the committee on 
salaries, to whom was referred the hill of 
the superintendent of $125. for actual ex- 
penses incurred during the year, report- 
ed that while the committee recognized 
the justice of the claim that they were of 
the opinion that it was not well to pay 
special amounts for special purposes, as 
it was better to include such items in the 
salaries, and recommended defeiriug the 
matter, therefore, until the reorganiza- 
tion of salaries during the year. The re- 
port was accepted.

Mr. E. C. Dudley of Newton Centro 
sent in a communication, stating that ho 
bad seen in tbe papers notice of a 
petition for the removal of the alms- 
house from its present location, and he 
gave notice that he had a lot of land on 
Chestnut street. Upper Falls, adjoining 
the estate of Willard Maroy, of about 7 
acres, high and dry, and containing some 
fruit trees. The letter was referred to 
the special committee on the removal of 
the almshouse. 

Councilman Hamblen presented a 
petition for a fire alarm signal box on 
the corner of Centre and Bennington 
streets. 

Councilman Hydo presented an order 
for the laying of a water main on Walnut 
street, from in front of Mr. Crane’s prop- 
erty to Lombard streot, without the 
usual guarantee, at an expense of not to 
exceed $1,000, and asked that it bo re- 
ferred to the water board. 

He said that at present Newton High- 
lands was supplied with wator direct 
from i he main pipe from the water works 
and was left for part of each day without 
water. The proposed main mould con- 
nect two dead ends and this would give 
an abuudant supply at all times. The 
matter had been before tbe council sev- 
eral times but so far nothing had beeu 
done. 

Councilman Luke asked if it was cus- 
tomary to lay a main without a guaran- 
tee. 

Councilman Hyde said that it had 
been done at several times, but the laud 
by which the main passed was valuable 
and would probably soon be built upon, 
so that the city would have a revenue 
from it. Referred to the water board.

An interesting meeting of the West 
Newton Lyceum was held in Nickerson’s 
Hall, Monday eyening. The attendance 
was the largest of the season and the 
music was an undoubted attraction that 
brought many to the meeting. Several 
selections were given by the Alpha Banjo 
Club and the players were enthusiastical- 
ly received, being called upon iu response 
to encores several times. A guitar and 
banjo duet was a pleasing number and 
the numbers rendered by ihe club were 
exceptionally fine. The lecture was de- 
livered by Mr. E. B. Drew who spoke 
upon “Chinese Etiquette.” Good man- 
ners, said the lecturer, form a part of 
the education of the Chinese, and po- 
liteness in society is observed with much 
formality. Women, of course, do not 
enter Chinese society. My own position 
is that of a mandarin, simply an official 
of the government. It is my duty to 
make calls of an official character and 
also receive calls. In my position, I am 
not obliged to wear any uniform or in 
j any respect become the Chinaman aside 
from speaking their language and ex- 
1 changing the usual formalities of so- 
' ciety. In China, New Year’s day is ob- 
; served and it is the custom to make calls, 

| even your servants coming to wish you a 
) happy new year. They also wish you 
i future success, may you get rich, be pro- 
i moted ami blessed with childreu.

At tho conclusion of tho lecture selec- 
tions were finely rendered by tho banjo 
club, after which Mr. E. P. Soaver,super- 
intendent of the Boston schools, opened 
in the affirmative tho discussion of tho 
question “Resolved, That manual train- 
ing or instruction in tho uso of tools 
should bo included in tho system of 
public education.” He said that he had 
advocated instruction in the use of tools 
iu one department of the public schools, 
at least, for several years. It is a de- 
sirable improvement in the system of 
public education, if we can enlarge the 
opportunities for boys 14 years of age and 
upward. Wo need a new kind of high 
school, a school that will particularly 
teach the mechanic arts. This want of 
boys has not been met under the present 
high school system, and such training is 
of great advantage to boys preparing for 
active life. If our boys desire to become 
Tawyers, physicians, ministers, or to enter 
the learned professions, the high school 
helps them toward the chosen profession. 
The high school also helps tho boys who 
intend to cuter into commmeroial life. 
There is a third class of boys who do not 
care to enter the karnod professions 
or commercial life. They will follow an 
occupation in which a knowledge of the 
mechanic arts will l>o of high service, iu 
fact, indispensable. It is a method of 
teaching that has been clearly demon- 
strated a success, and instruction in the 
use of tools ought to be given to all 
boys of the high school age. Statistics 
show that the number of boys who would 
flud such a school useful would be great- 
er than the ordinary high school. A 
chief reason that may be urged is that 
such teaching is in accordance with the 
philosophy of education. Tho manual 
training school is in reality a kindergar- 
ten school for boys of tho high school 
age and the advantages derived from tho 
kindergarten system of teaching aro 
very great. The kindergarten in 
Boston was dripped after a trial 
and pronounced a failure, but through 
the efforts of Mis. Shaw, who increased 
the kindergarten schools in Boston from 
1 to 17, keeping them for 10 years in suc- 
cessful operation at her own expense, re- 
ceiving only rent free from tho city, it 
was proved to a clear demonstration that 
the schools wero a success and there was 
very little difficulty last year iu obtain- 
ing funds to maintain the system 
of kindergarten teaching in connec- 
tion with tiie schools of Boston. 
Mechanic art schools are equally success- 
ful, and the time is coming when it will 
be proper to urge the authorities to es- 
tablish such schools iu connection with 
the development of the system of public 
lie education. 

lion. .1. W. Dickinson, secretary of the 
State boaid of education, opened the ar- 
gument in the negative. lie said that 
Mr. Seavoi did not advocate instruction 
iu the use of tools in the elementary 
training, but advocated it for boys of the 
high school age. With that, said the 
speaker, l can fully agree. Our public 
common school work is likely to bo con- 
fused because we do not keep in mind 
tiie end for which the public schools aro 
maintained. Tho ends are first, to teaeli 
a little clear, distinct and real knowledge; 
second, to inculcate a right method of 
pursuing studies after leaving school; 
third, to bring about a right mental de- 
velopment that has trained tho observa- 
tion. In order for a pupil to know a 
thing, that thing must be brought into 
his presence. He can attain ideas from 
natural objects, discovering their charac- 
ter by his own observation. Instead of 
studying rules of language, the language 
itself should be put into the hands of the 
pupils to analyze, study and eventually 
master. The minds are trained to activi- 
ty in this way— taking hold of things, de- 
veloping the powers of observation. Tho 
speaker then told of a boy who was edu- 
cated in this manner, who went through 
Harvard and stood very high iu history, 
chemistry and tiie languages. After 
graduating lie went to work iu a mill, 
commencing iu a menial occupation but 
rising rapidly until ho became head over- 
seer and iinallv superintendent. He 
learned more iu three days than others 
in the mil i in three weeks He 
had been trained to observe, and that iu 
the most practical thing iu public educa- 
tion, to train the mind so that when a 
thing is put before a pupil his .mental 
powers will at once grasp its character.

A GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF THIS MBLKC- 
TABLE I. AN I). 

(Written for the ORAPlllo,) 

Wo all rcinombcr tho proposition inatlo 
last fall to use tho troublesome surplus 
to pay tho Mills bill. Porhaps tho author 
of tho suggestion has pictured to him- 
self Oklahoma Bill as a stalwart savage 
in feathers and war-paint carrying confu- 
sion with him, wherever ho goes. He cer- 
tainly has created strifo in Congress dur- 
ing tho last dozen yoars, and tho end is 
not yot. 

But what is Oklahoma? Open the At- 
las to tho map of tho United States ami 
note the position of Indian Territory, 
just south of tho geographical centre of 
our country. Hero is a region moro ex- 
tensive than Illinois, nine times as groat 
as our own commonwealth. The land 
has a genial climato and a fertilo soil wa- 
torod by innumerable streams. Valua- 
ble timber lands are found, and rich min- 
oral deposits await only hands to remove 
thorn and convert them into wealth. 
The wholo north-western corner is a line 
grazing region. This site for an empire 
is to-day peopled by some 70,000 Indians; 
in how few yoars may there not be a 
million whites gathered in thriving 
towns, or covering tho whole laud with 
fields of waving grain? These 70,000 
Indians form seventy or more distinct 
tribes, but five-sixths of them or moro 
belong to what aro called the live civil- 
ized tribes. These Indians are farmors 
and cultivate thousands of acres of corn, 
wheat, oats, potatoes, etc., in the east- 
ern part of the territory. But though 
they actually occupy only a third of the 
territory, they own tho whole of it ac- 
cording to treaties made in 1830 and later. 
In 1800 and at different times since, they 
have granted to the United Statos the 
right to sottlo friendly tribes upon their 
lands, but they did not thereby give up 
their ownership to the lands so occupied. 
Some of this land given iuto tho care 
of the United States has never received 
new comers. Just in the heart of the 
territory lies such an unpeopled region, 
in area greater than Rhode Island. Bet- 
tor timbered and watered than tho sur- 
rounding region, it long ago received 
from the Indians the name of Beautiful 
Land— Oklahoma. Naturally enough 
the people of Kansas, Missouri, and Ar- 
kansas have long looked upon these fer- 
tilo and untonantod acres with covetous 
eyes. It is said that live thousand peo- 
ple aro living in tents and wagons just 
over the border waiting pormssion to 
people the wilderness. Our army has 
boon obliged to use tho strong arm to 
to keep out tho settler from what seemed 
liis rightful home. It is safe to say at a 
guess that in every Congress since 1870, 
or earlier, at least ono bill has been pro- 
posed to open these lands to white settle 
mont. 

As early as 1877 it was proposed to 
make tho wholo region into a regular or- 
ganized territory. The bill offered, pro- 
vided also for tho rapid conversion of 
all, the Indians trom alien wards into le- 
gal’ citizens. As late as 188b the proposi- 
tion is made, simply to appoint a Com- 
mission who shall treat with the Indians 
and arrange that they shall all, civilized 
and uncivilized, make their homes in the 
eastern two-thirds of the territory, leav- 
ing the western third only for Congress 
to make into an organized Territory. 
And on the 0th of tho present month 
Senator Blair suggested that it might be 
well to reserve the region called Indian 
Territory for tho negroes, and to form a 
great negro commonwealth in the West. 

Before speaking of the provisions of 
tho Act, which has just been passed by 
the House of Representatives and may 
come up at any time for consideration in 
tho Senate, let us look a moment at the 
accompanying diagram. 

MAP OP INDIAN TERRITORY. 


for the creation of a regularly organized 
territory, to bo called Oklahoma, out of 
all the lands marked 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5. 
No-Man’s- Land Is already open to set- 
tlors. The Cherokee Outlet, Oklahoma 
proper (1 )and tho land south and west 
of Oklahoma proper, arc to be purchased 
by settlers from tho Indians who own 
them; this implies settlers desirous to 
purchase and Indians willing to soil. 
Settlors will ho forthcoming — fifty thou- 
sand, they tell us, aro watching the 
chance. Aro the Indians willing to sell? 
During this very month the Creeks have 
offered to transfer to tho government, for 
* lie regulation price, ($1.25 an acre) over 
four thousand square miles, including 
almost all of the “Beautiful Laud” and 
much territory beside. This offer, if 
aceopted by the Government, will not In 
any way affect the rights of tho Creeks 
in their present homes in 3. It is the 
design of the bill that arrangements of a 
similar nature shall bo made with al. 
Indians residing uuon or having claims 
upon any part of the regions numbered 
1, 4 and 5. If any of these Indians choose 
to receivo their individual share of the 
tribal lands and become citizens of the 
new commonwealth they are permitted 
todoso. If any tribe prefers to hold its 
land as at present and will not consent 
to division of land, sale of land nor re- 
moval to some otlior region, the land 
held by those Indians becomes a reserva- 
tion in the territory — differing not at all 
from reservations at present existing in 
all the territories. 

In a word, if the bill should becomo a 
a law, and its provisions should be grad- 
ually carried out, it will not be many 
years before there will be added to the 
Union a groat agricultural slate — Okla- 
homa,— the “Beautiful Land,”— with an 
area as great as Ohio. East of this 
state would lie the Indian Republics 
working out in their own way the prob- 
lems ot civilization. 

Having followed tho dobatc in Con- 
gress very carofully and thoroughly ex- 
amined tho provisions of tho bill, one 
must conclude, I think, that the measure 
is as wise and as safe a measure as can at 
present bo obtained. Great railroad 
companies, cattlo syndicates and land 
speculators will not bo able to defraud 
the government, the Indians or the set- 
tlers; nor will tho settlers themselves 
find it possible to find homesteads except 
by fair remuneration to the owners — 
tho Indians. Tho power of the govern- 
ment under this bill, especially of the 
President, will bo very great. He can, 
and we believe lie will, see that justice is 
done to the Indians, in the opening to 
settlement of this new country. It is 
scarcely possible that a better bill can lie 
framed and passed soon, if this should be 
rejected by the Senate; and to delay the 
work is to increase the difficulty of ac- 
complishing it well. Eight of Massachu- 
setts’ representatives voted for the 
measure, among them, Mr. Burnett; 
three voted against it; ono was absent. 
We shall await with great interest the 
views of that staunch friend of the In- 
dians, Henry L. Dawes.

The region marked 1 is the Oklahoma 
country. Almost all the different hills 
presented to Congress have provided for 
extending this euphonious and siguiti- 
eant name to the whole of now territory 
to he organized large or small. 

The little piece numbered 2 is called 
No-Man’s-Land. It is not a part of the 
Indian lauds but is simply a piece of 
territory somewhat larger than Connecti- 
cut eeded to the United States by Texas 
in 1880 . it is to form pari <d the new 
Oklahoma, and to-day contains a white 
population of thirty or forty thousand. 

The portion to tho right, number 3, is 
occupied, as has been already indicated, 
by tho live civilized tribes, and several 
other very small Indian nations whom 
they have permitted to settle among 
them. This region will not he included in 
Oklahoma; the Indians will he left to 
manage their own affairs with only such 
supervision as is necessary bo prevent 
civil discord, or disturbances on the bor- 
der. The area of the region is about 
equal to the area of Lite New England 
States without Maine. The only railroad 
in Indian Territory passes through this 
section from north to south. 

What is called the ('horokee outlet is 
shown at 4. This is a good grazing 
country, and is leased to certain cattle 
men by the Uherokeo nation. It was 
originally granted to that tribe simply 
for the purpose of affording them an op- 
portunity to visit the great hunting 
grounds of the west. It is scarcely neces- 
sary to say that these lands are never 
used for that purpose now. It is con- 
tended with some show of reason, that 
the Cherokee* have no right to lease 
this laud; and the present hill declares 
all bill’ll leases void. This clause in the 
hill is said to he the cause of 111 ill’ll of 
the opposition to the hill: the grout 
cattle men desiring to continue so protit- 
ablo a contract as the lease of t liese tl.ffOU,- 
nuu acres for a mure song, less than three 
cents an aero per year. 

The southwestern coiner, 5, is sparsely 
inhabited by various tribes, some farm- 
ers, some Ituiilcrs, but all having more 
or less claim to the land.

Thirty-Four Truants in Newton. 

The committee on education gave an- 
other hearing on so much of the Govern- 
or’s message as relates to truaut schools 
on Tuesday. Those most interested 
against the present law requiring county 
truaut schools were represented by Maj. 
Raymond of Salem. City Solicitor Ber- 
ry of Lynn spoke against any change in 
the present law. 

Secretary Dickinson of the State board 
of education spoke at length against any 
change of the law. A truant, he said, is 
a child wandering about the streets 
growing up in ignorance, and not sub- 
ject to parental control. As a fact there 
are more or less truants in every town. 
It was supposed there were none in New- 
ton, hut 34 wore found there. For these 
children no adequate school facilities are 
yet provided, although for many years 
attempts have been made in tiiis direc- 
tion. In 1850 ail act was passed under 
which towns were required to provide 
places of restraint for such children. In 
1S(I2 the ago of truants was made from 7 
to sixteen and a line of $20 was i in- 
posed, or ho could he sent to some 
place of restraint. In 1873 the age was 
made 7 to 15, as it now stands. It was 
also provided that three or more towns 
might require the county commissioners 
to establish a county truant school. In 
1881 union truant schools were author- 
ized. In 18811 Agent Walton of the 
board found there had been 250 truants 
con tilled in 20 towns. The mi in her of 
truants reported is as follows: Berkshire 
county, 17: Franklin, 0; Hampshire, 12: 
Hampden, 2t»: Worcester, 57; Middlesex, 
80: Essex, 81: Suffolk, 07: Norfolk. 24: 
Bristol, 35; Plymouth. Iff; Barnstable, 7; 
Dukes and Nantucket, 1 each. Mr. 
Dickinson then spoke of the good results 
that would come from such schools; and 
urged that education was much cheaper 
than crime, even from the liiiancial stand- 
point. Salem and Lawrence have truant 
schools of their own, but should not he 
released from helping one for the county. 
Truancy is increasing and the counties 
must provide suitable Helioois. 

Grade Crossings. 

To i hr. Editor of the GitAlUlUj — 

“All tilings tend to extremes, - ” says the 
philosopher. 

At Newton, Newtonville and West 
Newton are three crossings of the Alba- 
uy road at grade and two others between 
them. At these live crossings, much of 
the time with no care at all, no serious 
accident lias occurred sinee (he road was 
opuucd that would not have been pro- 
vented by a man each side of the rails; 
and with the automatic notice of the ap- 
proach of trains, the gates, and a mail at 
each side, no further protection is need- 
ed to-day or in the future. Vet we see 
by your last paper that the railroad com- 
missioners recommended the immediate 
abolition of these crossings by sinking 
tho roads an average of 12 feet and vary- 
1 iug the grade of the streets an average of 
7 feet, ami at an estimated cost of thir- 
teen hundred thousand dollars. This 
amount at interest, the annual interest of 
which at 5 per cent would he sixty-live 
| thousand dollars, all for nothing, or ;ti least 
. for no sufficient reason. 

The chief loss of life or property from 
tlie railroad comes of collisions, dentil- 
ings, etc., not from the crossings. The 
ride from Boston to Newton beside the 
beautiful Charles is pleasant ami cheer- 
ful beyond any other from Boston to an- 
ticipate or experience. To go up ami 
down to a half tunnel all weathers would 
prove a very different thing. Tho diug- 1 
omil crossing at Allstou ami a crossing at 
Roxhury are worse than either of the 
Newton crossings. The state is full of j 
grade crossings, and they will yearly he 
more uiul more. Is it wise to think of 
nieusuii s so radical and costly before 
trying those more natural?

MANUAL TRAINING. 


The West Nowton Lyceum had a red- 
letter night at this weok’s meeting, and 
certainly furnished a valid excuse for its 
existence by the attractions it offered. 
Mr. E. B. Drew’s lecture on Chinese eti- 
quette was a very valuable and interest- 
ing paper, and the discussion between 
two such prominent educators as Mr. E. 
P. Seaver, superintendent of the Boston 
schools, and Mr. J. W. Dickinson, Secre- 
tary of the State Board of Education, 
was a notable one. Tho subject of man- 
ual training is one of tho most important 
educational questions uow before the 
public, and the leading educators feel 
that some change should be made in our 
public school system, which will tend 
to give results more satisfactory to the 
great majority of scholars and parents. 

In the debate, Mr. Seaver represented 
the progressive sentiment of the day, 
with which he is fully in sympathy, and 
his experience at the head of the Boston 
school system enables him to speak with 
a certain amount of authority. He set 
forth the needs of that great majority of 
boys who intend neither to enter college, 
nor to go into the learued professions, 
and who get little substantial benefit 
from the present system of High School 
training. It is the greatest good of the 
greatest number that should be consid- 
ered in our public school system, and 
the collegq preparatory sohools are so 
excellent and so numerous that it is 
hardly worth while to give so much of 
the High School course to preparatory 
work. 

The introduction of manual training 
would teach the pupils to think for 
themselves, while the great fault of the 
present system is that it resembles the 
mode of fitting fowls for market. The 
latter are crammod with food to the 
point of suffocation, just as the pu- 
pils are crammed with facts, and al- 
though the memory is overburdened, 
the other powers of the mind are but sel- 
dom called into use. The examination 
of anv high school curriculum will show 
plainly enough tho truth of this state- 
ment. 

Mr. Dickinson appeared for the con- 
servative educators, and he has had ko 
much to do with the establishment of the 
present system that it is only natural he 
should have a favorable opinion of it and 
be disinclined to any change. It has no 
doubt worked excellently in special 
eases, any system would have worked 
well in special cases, hut it is not the ex- 
ceptionally bright pupils who should he 
considered, but the average pupil, who 
needs all the advantages that can he giv- 
en him. 

Manual training is sure to come, ns 
well as other improvements in our pub- 
lic scho d system. In every other de- 
partment of life vast o'lauges for the bet- 
ter are being made and old fashioned 
methods are no longer suitable for our 

HCjUools. 

One cannot help thiuking what an 
ideal condition of things would be i 
reached if some wealthy city, such as i 
Newton, should persuade such a leading ; 
educator as Mr. Seaver to take entire 
charge of its school system: elect a ' 
school committee of progressive men to 
support his efforts, and let him make J 
over the system into what it should be. 
It would prove a paying experiment, as 
every parent with children to educate 
woqid want to live there, and the fame 
of its schools would extend through the 
nation. The great trouble with the 1 
schools in most tow ns, is that the time of , 
the management is so taken lip with 
potty and unimportant details, that the 
higher interests of the schools are not, 
considered. This is a ease where the old 
adage about taking care of the pence and 
the pounds will take care of themselves 
does not apply. Minds that have been 
trained by years of practice to see only , 
the penny side, heeoinefunahle to take 
any larger view, and the pound side ap- 
peal* to them only as ft blank wall. In 
our schools, ot all places, huge minded 
ami generous men are an indispensable 
necessity, if wo aim after the highest 
success. 

Skv aious Ilo.vit and Dawes have re* 
ouived several hundred letters i onion 
titrating against the increase of duty on 
tin-plate^, and asking that they be put * n 
the free list.

Treasury, or to private parties to induce 
them to undertake the manufacture, and 
if they think unemployed Americans 
would be hired to mako them or the well- 
fitted Welshmen who now almost monop- 
olize the industry, in spite of efforts to 
start it in other parts of England and on 
the continen*. Tho Senators are asked 
to answer through tho press. 

As there is no probability of the Senate 
bill over becoming a law, there is no im- 
mediate danger |of an increase in the 
price of tin-plate, but tho interests of 
the great majority of people who aro 
consumers should he considered before 
that of the problematical few who might 
ho benefit ted by the starting of such an 
industry here. The greatest good to the 
greatest number is what should guide 
legislators, and the appeal shows the 
danger of thoughtless meddling with 
established conditions in obedience to a 
theory. The canning establishments of 
this country alone employ more labor 
and have more capital at stake then any 
tin plate manufacturers could havo in 
many years, and it is only fair to consider 
the interests of thoso already in the 
field. 

The Boston Journal afforded a fine 
example of previousness tho past week, 
in its editorial onslaught on Civil Service 
Commissioner Thompson, for alleged 
participation in election outrages in tho 
South. It was a very vigorous editorial 
but, unfortunately, it was not based on 
the facts. Stories of Southern election 
outrages are a good dnal like other sen- 
sational stories, when investigated, and 
sensible people are rather tired of the 
cheap political talk in regard to them. 
It never results in action and is not in- 
tended to. Every one who has spent 
any time in the Southern states realizes 
that the white people of the South have 
a very serious problem on their hands, 
and that large numbers of voters 
there are not fit to be trusted with the 
ballot. We have had enough Riddle- 
hergers in Congress, and rather than sub- 
mit to such an infliction again, most 
people would decide that tissue ballots 
were justifiable. It is a favorite subject 
with politicians, for it can be discussed 
without previous study, unlike the tariff; 
it does not cut off the spoils of office, like 
civil service reform, and it is always safe 
to denounce any abuse that is practiced 
some thousands of miles away, although 
there may be much greater ones nearer 
home. If the politicians had any practi- 
cal remedy to suggest, all these denunci- 
ations might be of some use, but denun- 
ciation is their only stock in trade. 


The Constitutional Prohibition 
Amendment is receiving some vigorous 
discussion, and so far there are few pa- 
pers that openly advocate it. The Con- 
gregationalist, with the experience of 
Rhode Island before it, with. every desire 
to banish the saloons from our streets, is 
“not able to share that confidence which 
so many, whose public spirit and enlight- 
ened philanthropy we profundly respect, 
feel in the salutary results of the adop- 
tion of such an addition to our Constitu- 
tion.” The Lowell Courier thinks tho 
law could hardly he expected to be more 
effectual in Massachusetts than Rhode 
Island, and that in the large cities it 
would mean free rum. It also says that 
“in the smaller cities and towns there is 
prohibition now, and always can be, 
much better under the laws of to-duy 
than is likely to be under the constitu- 
tion.” Templeton, the Boston corres- 
pondent of the Hartford Cournut, finds 
that the radical Prohibitionists “have no 
faith that the amendment is to he adopt- 
ed. In this class are the Rev. Dr. Miner, 
Judge Pitman and some others. They 
are the ablest men, and the best orators, 
but they have long been inimical to the 
Republicans, and are reluctaut to engage 
in any work under their lead.”

The House has taken back water and 
acceded to the request of Mr. Abuer C. 
Goodell, commissioner of province laws, 
asking for an investigation of sensation- 
al stories against him. This is rather of 
a defeat tar Speaker Barrett, as his 
papers have been almost the only ones to 
publish the ridiculous trash, and there is 
no doubt but that Mr. Goodell, who has 
done such admirable work iu publishing 
the province laws will be completely ex- 
onerated. It is rather beneath the digtii. 
tv of the great and General Court to ! 
notice charges brought on such irrespon- 
sible authority. 


Old Medford has triumphed again, 
and will not be divided thin year. The 
name of the town has more historic and 
other associations than our neighbor 
which controls Morse field, and the legis- 
lators naturally shrink from doing any- 
thing t hat will interfere with its reputa- 
tion. 

Mr. Dickinson showed the necessity 
for county truant schools in an effective 
manner, before the legislative committee 
on Tuesday. The figures lie quoted are 
g veil elsewhere and prove that some 
hueh schools are a necessity.

THE OLD MERCHANTS' EXCHANGE. 

It Is just fifty years since the rterclmnts 
of Boston decided to build an cxc.iangc for 
the accommodation of inerohnntsnml busi- 
ness men which should he super.or in all 
its appointments to any other sinilar build- 
ing In the United Stab's. 

The generation which knew Topliff’s 
reading room in the basement tf the Old 
State House and the post-office liiove has 
not entirely passed away. For lie times 
those accommodations were nnnle. But 
none so well knew that Boston vas grow- 
ing as did the merchants of that day. At 
one time the race between Boston and New 
York for the right to he regarded as the 
first commercial city was not ai unequal 
one and in fact was largely in favir of Bos- 
ton as the winning city. A year liter when 
It was known that the Canard Company, 
who started the first regular line of ocean 
steamers, has decided to make Biston the 
western terminus, nearly settled ihe ques- 
tion, and If Boston had followed tp Its ad- 
vantage then, with the same spirit ami de- 
termination that later gave to New York 
the right to control our domestic manufac- 
tures and spread Boston capital by hun- 
dreds of millions throughout the west, Bos- 
ton would to-day have ranked IfewYork, 
with all its boasted facilities as a commer- 
cial city. 

The advent of the Canard line hastened 
the building of the “new exchange." Robert 
G. Shaw then a leading merchant, was pres- 
ident of the new company, and had lis di- 
rectors the most noted merchants, bankers 
and business men of the day. 

The corner store was laid in August, 1842, 
with great pomp and ceremony, by Thojnns 
Handyside Perkins, the famous East India & 
China merchant. A little more than a year 
afterward the noble mercantile temple was 
opened. In alt its appointments it more 
than realized the ideas and expectations of 
its founders. For one decade at least, and 
perhaps two, it maintained Its glory. It 
was the pride of Boston nml it never failed 
to receive the most flattering notices from 
distinguished foreigners. Its rending-room 
was a marvel of architecture and conven- 
ience. The other surroundings were in 
proportion ami for years it was a source of 
large income to the stockholders. I think 
E. P. Whipple, the critic and essayist, was 
the first agent of the news room, and Bob 
Hudson and John Smith run the news and 
marine department. The annual subscrip- 
tion was S 10 . 

And now it lias passed into the hands of 
a syndicate who are to build upon its site 
another magnificent structure. It has been 
suggested by some parties that the entire 
front, including the magnificent pillars, 
should be taken down intact and set up in 
some vacant space, to be kept as a memori- 
al of the past commercial grandeur of Bos- 
ton. The idea is a good one and I trust it 
will be carried out. The Inst surviving 
member of the original hoard of. directors 
is Piiilo S. Shelton, now over four score 
years of age, hut who hardly* looks over 
fifty* The box imbedded in the y plinth.. of 
the north-east corner, placed there at the 
laying of the corner stone- thirty-seven 
years ago and containing a list of the orig- 
inal directors and stockholders 'with other 
interesting documents, will doubtless he 
secured by the Bostonian Society and form 
one of its most valuable collections. - 

THE BOSTON AND ALBANY RAILROAD. 

As 1 am historically inclined, let me say 
that the year 1889 practically represents the 
legal majority of the Boston «& Albany rail- 
road. By the courtesy of an old olHcial of 
the Boston •& Worcester Railroad, 1 have 
the farewell report to the stockholders of 
that corporation^issueil in 18d8. Tile offi- 
cers then were Ginery Twiehell.DanielDew- 
ey, Nathaniel Hammond, Benjamin. F. 
White, Peter T Homer, Emery Washburn, 
I). Waldo Lincoln, William Claflin, George 
P. Upham, directors. 

Ginery Twlchell, president; D. Wajdo 
Lincoln, vice president; Abraham Frith, 
superintendent ; Horace Williams, treasur- 
er; George S. Hale, clerk anil solicitor ; . Eds 
ward Wilder, auditor and paymaster/ Of 
the above I think there are living only Wil- 
liam Chitlin of the directors and George S 
Hale the clerk. 

The act which consolidated the Boston & 
Worcester and the Western railroad was 
approved May 24, I8t»7, and hereby hangs a 
tale. It was known tar years that there 
was a disagreement between the Boston & 
Worcester and the Western railroad corpo- 
rations as to terminal facilities. At inter- 
vals, the directors of Imth corporations de- 
sired a close connection or a union. This 
was put off from time to time till the West- 
ern, the larger corporation of the two, 
sought legislative action, and this came in 
the shape of a pennlssory hill for the un- 
, ion of the two corporations. Failing an 
agreement, thu Western was not only al- 
lowed, lint ordered within a certain date to 
make the consolidation or enter Boston 
from Worcester over independent trucks or 
unite with any other line, l lie alternative 
i ottered was the Fitchburg railroad to cou- 
i ncct witli this road at Weston, llad the 
Fitchburg railroad, under the presidency of 
John J. Swift, met the Western railroad 
i on equal terms, the present history of the 
Boston A: Albany railroad might have been 
different. 

J The real cause for the consolidation was 
the purchase of the franchise of the Grand 
1 .1 unction railroads by the Boston A Worc.es- 
J ter This franchise was offered to the Fitch- 
burg railroad and refused. Hon. Emery 
Wushlmnt of the B. A W. R. It., saw what 
was in the future, and purchased the fran- 
chise fortlie company. 

Thechurterof the Boston Worcester 
liuilroud was approved June 22 , that. The 
corporation was organized July 25, ih.ii us 
follows: Nathan llale, Daniel llenshuw, 
George Bond. Thomas Motley, Daniel Dew- 
ey, Joshua Clapp and Henry Williams, di- 
rectors: Nathan Hale, President; George 
Morey, clerk and treasurer ; John M Fes- 
senden, engineer. 

Construction was < nniuteiiccd July, 1882; 
opened for travel to Newton, April in. I8a»: 
to Needham, July a; to Hepkiiitou mow 
j Ashland), Sept, jo; Weston. Nov. I/., and to 
Worcester, J uly a, ih;f<. The charter of 
the Western Railroad Corporation was 
I granted March 15, isaa, to the individuals 
I then composing the hoard of directors of 
I the Boston A Worcester it. It. Corporation. 
1 The corporation wa-> organized January 4, 


18.40: road opened from Worcester to 
.Springfield Oct 1, 18.49, and to Albany, Dee. 
21 , 1841. William Jackson of Newton was 
probably the most efficient man on the early 
hoard of directors ami had the most influ- 
cnce in determining the route ami In set- 
tling the land damages. Later on Israel 
Lombard, Esq., of Newton, was one of the 
hoard of directors of the Boston it Worces- 
ter, and to Ids energy and foresight was 
due the straightening of the line between 
Newton and Brighton, wnleh ultimately 
led to all the improvements made between 
Boston & Woreester by the existing corpo- 
ration. 

THE (1DER CLAUSE. 

One must have a large degree of charity 
if he supposes that the attempts before the 
liquor committee of the legislature to “ex- 
empt elder,” meant anything. The effect 
was weak in Its inciplency because no one 
believed it to lie honest. If it was intended 
as a catch for the voters in the farming re- 
gions of the State, It was decidedly a fail- 
ure. 

Tho most sensible way for the Republi- 
can party of the State to get out of this 
“fix” is to candidly acknowledge that it 
meant nothing from the start. Prohibition 
from the start lias been found to be inoper- 
ative. Tlie local option law has been the 
best ever passed for the suppression of 
drunkenness in localities. Take for in- 
stance the City of Newton. Newton lias 
always thrown a strong “no license” vote. 
But when it comes to the question of the 
constitutional prohibitory amendment, the 
city of Newton will doubtless go nguiiist, 
and for the best of reasons that localities 
should lie the best judges, and that the con- 
trol should he witli communities ami not 
undent law which at any time can be dis- 
puted before a court of justice. 

I have the word of one of the most ardent 
temperance men in the State senate, in 
which he says, “I hope the people- will not 
accept the constitutional amendment, for it 
will lead to the basest hypocrisy, and the 
violation of a law of the State that cannot 
he reached except through the tedious , 
courses of the law. It may be unjust, but 
I believe that a majority of the leading 
lawyers of the State are praying that the 
people will accept the amendment. It will 
give them ample scope for the toughest 
kind of litigation. In fact 1 think I can 
name some half score of eminent lawyers 
who are itching to have the amendment 
passed, in order to increase their already 
bloated practice. When will such humbugs 
cease ? 

LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEES. 

Some one the other day asked me in all 
good faith, if I could define the use or need 
of legislative committees. After an expe- 
rience of nearly fifty years I was compelled 
to reply that 1 could not give the definition 
legally ; but as a “looker on” I thought I 
could. With few exceptions there has not 
been an honest legislative committee during 
the past twenty years. By honest I mean 
rendering an opinion from self-conviction. 
Nearly, or quite all of these committees arc 
arranged for before the legislature meets. 
The choice of president and speaker de- 
pends largely upon the distribution of com- 
mittee assignment. No one supposes tar 
an instant that any member,, with the ex- 
ception of the Senate or House chairman, 
covets the right to sit during the tedious 
hearings for the “honor” of the office. No! 
he is placed there because tlfe party fuglors 
have ordered him there to take charge of 
certain interests. 

One half of the business of the present 
legislature could have been disposed of a 
week ago had it not been for the log rolling 
between the committees—' “you vote for 
this and I will vote for that"- that is the 
question, and yet we think we have a high- 
toned, disinterested legislature, whose only 
voice is that of their constituents! “Mis- 
taken souls.” 

Wednesday closed the second month of 
the legislature of 1889. The record shows 
that on Wednesday the Senate was thirty- 
nine numbers short in its calendar over 
the calendar of the corresponding date of 
1888 and that the House is twenty numbers 
ahead. 

I think the chances now are that the 
committee on towns will go it strong for 
the division of Beverly, uml the creating 
of the town of Beverly Farms. The whole 
thing is in a nutshell. The chairman told 
me “we arc satisfied." "We have gone 
over the ground, and if there was ever a 
sure case for petitioners, the Beverly 
Farms people have that case. The com- 
mittee has no sympathies beyond the rights 
of the people and in this case the sympa- 
thies of the committee and the right of the 
people unite on the affirmative of dividing 
Beverly.” “So mought It lie."

* CONCERNING WOMEN. 

Wlui! They nre lining for C’lly (ihlldrrn. 

That the elevation of the moral and in- 
tellectual status of society must, he in- 
iliieitcod to a great degroo by ofToits 
among tho children is practically illus- 
trated from time to time. Tho “Women’s 
conference’’ of tho city of Now York hold 
a mooting a fow days since to discuss tho 
subject of a “Tenement house children’s 
Sunday.” Tho idea is to provide soino 
place where the children who do not go 
to Sunday-school or to places of amuse- 
ment may bo entertained and instructed 
for a few hours every Sunday. To ac- 
complish this it is proposed to make use 
of the public school-houses in the vicini- 
ty for several hours each Sunday. The 
teachers will he volunteers from the con- 
ference and everything will ho conduct- 
ed on a non-sectarian basis. This con- 
ference of women have boon associated 
together for four years, and with t lie ex- 
perience gained during that time will 
without doubt carry through the scheme 
they propose. 

Another hit of practical work was re- 
cently taken up in Chicago. Tho women 
of All Soul’s church have arranged a se- 
ries of lectures for school children, to ho 
given every Friday afternoon, and an in- 
vitation is- extended to all. These lec- 
tures are historical, and it is intended 
that they shall cither directly or indi- 
rectly have a bearing on studies pursued 
in school. Two lectures have been giv- 
en; the first on “The great men of Illi- 
nois” and the second on “Slavery in the 
Northwest, the underground railroad and 
fugitive slave laws.” The noxt will bo 
about the Black Ilawk war. A Chicago 
paper in its report of Hie second lecture 
says; “About 4 o’clock the lads and lass- 
es with eyes sparkling and cheeks radi- 
ant with a bloom that a society belle 
would give tho world to possess, caine 
bounding into the hall, and soon there 
was not a vacant seat left.” The young 
audience paid strict attention as the 
speaker graphically outlived the aues 
tion of slavery; its spread in early days; 
its great importance in tho ’50’s; the fu- 
gitive slavelaws; and other points in- 
volved in the great issue. Children have 
a natural taste for history and we de- 
fraud them of an important means for 
development while we do not give them 
opportunity for improving and expand- 
ing this desires. 

A Fnshion. 

It was noticed in this year’s Salon that 
nearly all the French painters— and they 
are said to exorcise a very pronounced 
influence upon the fashions of Paris — rev- 
eled in red-haired women. We are now 
informed that red-haired women will bo 
tho fashion, and, as “Once a Week” puts 
it, “Exactly how far women will push 
the craze, only the wisest prophets can 
foresee; hut it is significant that the 
French and English papers are teeming 
with advertisements of patent lotions 
which are guaranteed to turn the hair a 
beautiful red.” 

Good ITIanuem, 

If a mother does not lay aside her 
courtesy with her company d^ess, if a fa- 
ther is as refined in speech when the 
door closes after the guest as ho was 
when they conversed together, the child 
will learn to be habitually polite and 
modest. For good manners are better 
taught by example than by precept. — 
[Western Society. 

Fine manners no codo can teach. If 
they are conscious they become artificial, 
and are fine no longer. A man indeed 
may be taught to avoid grossness and im- 
prudence, and not mistake them for 
ease. The youth who puffs a cicraret 
when he is walking with a lady, who is 
free and easy instead of scrupulously 
courteous in his address and tone, may 
be told that lie is merely ungentlcmanly 
and vulgar; and if ho choose ho may cor- 
rect his behavior; certainly he would 
correct it if tho lady showed him that 
she required the correction. The impu- 
dence of young men generally reflects 
the weakness of young women. — [Geo. 
William Curtis. 

Defect in manners is usually the defect 
of lino perceptions, and these wo culti- 
vate in the home circle. Rudeness to 
those with whom we associate daily 
blunts the sensibilities, until, when we 
decide that it will “pay” to be agreeable, 
wo have lost tho power to perceive line 
and dolicate shades of feeling that would 
enable us to avoid offense and prompt us 
to give pleasure. — | Western Society.

I have spoken to 
tin* school authorities and begged them not 
to otdige us to use these hooks, and have 
told them what results would surely follow, 
hut they have only laughed at my fears and 
have insisted on the use of the books. My 
pupils all entered school for the first time 
in September, and my prediction seems 
verified. It Is now just the proper time, 
after exposure hy contact, for measles to 
appear. Yesterday, I hail twelve children 
down with them, two now eases are report- 
ed to-day, making a total of fourteen, and 
where it will end 1 can’t say. What con- 
firms my view is the fact that the children 
ill have not been otherwise exposed, and in 
the next grade where the children are who 
had tlu* disease last year, there are also a 
few eases, but only so many as can he ac- 
counted for by new comers in the district, 
or here and there a child who escaped last 
year." No word of mine is needed to carry 
conviction to the heart of any parent I am 
sure. 

Last week's Graphic says, “There have 
been only two eases of diphtheria among 
tile (500 pupils in the Bigelow' and Under- 
wood schools,” both I am told were pupils 
of the former. In this school I know for a 
fact that books are given out to lie used at 
home.

I am obliged for the in- 
formation as to Newton teachers: even 
from my “station at a distance,” I have 
met some of them, and l am still of the 
opinion that iu tile main, they are a very 
worthy set of people, and in their interest 
as well as in that of parents and children, 

I spoke. 

Still, we all can’t be Newton teachers, 
and. judging from a few points in the letter 
we are considering, I feel quite sure S. P. 
K. lias the company of “Two Stars” as 
consolation under this atllietion! If, as is 
claimed, the city is “saving in the purchase 
of books and supplies more every year 
than the salary of the superintendent 
by his extensive experience iu this 
department.” This is rather an ambiguous 
statement as arranged and punctuated, hut 
I presume some Newton teacher may he 
able to understand it! Would it not he a 
good plan for the money thus saved to he 
used to increase the stipends of the female 
teachers? For, only this fall, the local 
papers announced the fact that a promis- 
ing teacher had been offered a position in 
Newton, but that the school committee of 
Watertown, where she was employed, had 
promptly raised Iter salary to $000. Imag- 
ine the unparalled audacity of Watertown 
in. holding a teacher who was wanted in 
Newton! In all seriousness, 1 am not 
alone in the opinion that there are many 
things in our schools, excellent as they are 
in many respects, which need improving, 
and despite “two Stars” assertion, I am 
convinced that if the state of our school 
property, the apparatus and books provid- 
ed, etc., were honestly compared with those 
of some neighboring cities, we should find 
our boasted pre-eminence somewhat of a 
chimera. Perhaps this may arise from a 
false cry of economy, by which school ofti- 
eials are hampered ; of that I’ve no means 
of judging, hut let us interest ourselves, 
and see if what needs remedying cannot be 
bettered. One step towards this I’ve al- 
ready suggested— visit the schools, and see 
what you can do to help oil the cause. 
Visitors, I know from experience, are al- 
ways courteously welcomed. Then show 
your colors, you who agree with me, and 
whoso sentiments I do but voice. I have

Cooperative Hank Meeting, at City 
Hall, Tuesday Evening, March 12th. 

Recognition Services. 

The new pastor of the Newton Baptist 
church was “recognized” by appropriate 
services on Tuesday evening. The storm 
interfered somewhat with the attendance, 
but a large number were present. The 
pulpit platform was very handsomely 
^ecorated wirli flowering and foliage 
plants from Mr. Johnson’s conservatory, 
aud the pastor, Rev. J. P. McCullough 
occupied a scat on tlie platform, together 
with Rev. Dr. Calkins of the Eliot 
church. Rev. Fayette Nichols of the 
Methodist church, Rev. L. C. Barnes of 
the Baptist church at Newton Centre and 
Rev. II. F. Titus, while Rev. Dr. A. J. 
Gordon, Prof. J. M. English and Prof. 
J. B, Thomas occupied seats in front. 
The invocation washy Rev. H. F. Titus, 
followed by the hymn, “Ye Servants of 
God, your Master proclaim;” Rev. Fay- 
ette Nichols read tlie Scripture lesson, 
Rev. L. C* Barnes offered tlie prayer of 
recognition, a selected quartet rendered 
the anthem, “How’ beautiful upon the 
mountain,” and Rev. Wolcott Calkins 
gave the welcome from tlie ministry of 
Newton, in which he referred to the fact 
of Eliot church being such a close neigh- 
bor of tlie Baptist church, that very cor- 
dial relations should exist between them. 
Eliot church, as the first church in this 
section, felt a motherly interest in all tlie 
others and lie was very glad to welcome 
another pastor to Newton, and to the 
great field of work that was open here. 
Dr. Calkins’ address was a very cordial 
one, and in it lie alluded to the fact that 
about ten years ago lie extended a simi- 
lar welcome to Rev. Mr. Titus. 

Prof. J. M. English welcomed Mr. Mc- 
Cullough in behalf of tlie denomination 
in Newton and in this section, after 
which a hymn of welcome was sung and 
Rev. A. J. Gordon delivered an address 
upon the value of personal work at all 
times, “in season and out of season,” 
which he interpreted to mean that all 
times were fitted for work. In his ad- 
dress he alluded to tho death of his 
mother, from whose funeral lie had just 
come, and said that as a mother found 
her parish in her family, so a minister 
should find his family iu tlie church. 

The charge to tlie people was given hv 
Prof. J. B. Thomas, who said that hav- 
ing preached in tlie church many times 
and attended many of their meetings, lie 
knew how admirably they fulfilled their 
duties, and urged them to persevere and 
to assure tlieir pastor of their interest in 
him, and help him to carry tho news of 
tlie good tidiugs he hud for all men. 
The exercises closed with the following 
hymn: 

O Lord, our Shepherd and our Guide 
We bless Thee for Tliv watchful care; 

That when to Thee 1 hy people cried. 

Thy love was quick to answer prayer. 

How often iu this hallowed place. 

Thy flock bereaved, with Theedid’st plead 
That hitherward might turn the face 
of him who should Thy people lead. 

With care we sought, witli prayer we planned, 
And often thought we saw some sign 
Of Thine appointing, then Thy hand 
Was hidden by Thy wise design.

Rev. Mr. McCullough dismissed the 
audieuce with tlie benediction. 


Annexation Refused. 

The House refused to set off Morse 
field to Newton hy a vote of 51 to So at 
Thursday's session. When the adverse 
report was reached, Mr. Greenwood of 
Ashland moved to substitute a bill. He 
said tiiat for a time a majority of the 
committee were in favor of the sepa- 
ration, hut eventually a majority report- 
ed against it. Mr. Smith of Leicester, of 
the majority of tlie committee, said that 
tlie portion of Watertown in question 
contains one-ninth of tlie valuation of 
the town; that o tie-half of tlie people ou 
tlie territory objected to tho change, and 
that, if it was made, the taxes in the re- 
mainder of Watertown would he raised 
from 75 cents to $1 on $1,000. Mr. Gil- 
man of Newton made tlie chief speech 
for tlie hill, speaking readily at length iu 
behalf of the people of Watertown aud 
Newton who desire the change. He 
turned a point neatly on Mr. Smith l>\ 
recalling the latter’s speech against di- 
viding Mcdtord.sayiug that a river would 
lie a good dividing line, hut houses 
should not be in two towns, as that ar- 
gument would count for division. He 
said that the interests of t lie people iu 
tiic Dart in question are wholly with 
New ton, and justice demands a change. 

“What a large and handsome Vice- 
President you have. Mr. llurrisoti,” said 
a lady, as Sir. Morton passed hy. 

“Yes.” replied Mr. II., with a modest 
smile; ”1 have no small vi 
iugton Post. 
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8 K ETCH OF A FAITHFUL MKMIIRR OF THE 

XKWTO.N POLICE DEPAKTMENT. 

George E. F. Baker died at his late j 
residence, Waban Htrect, Newton. Mon- ! 
day evening. Tlie deceased was born in 
Lowell and was aged 45 years, 8 mo*., 3 j 
days., and had been a member of tlie 
police force since 1878, having been ap- 
pointed in January of that year. In 
July following his appointment he was ’ 
shot while making an arrest, and lost tlie j 
use of bis left eye. His health for the 
past few years had been failing, and he 
had been a sufferer from a complication 
of diseases, resulting in Bright's disease. 
He was a faithful officer, and a man re- 
spected and esteemed. He was a member 
of Newton lodge, 02, I. O. O. F., and 
Watertown lodge, Legion of Honor. 

A widow and two children survive him. 
Mr. Baker's death recalls the sad acci- 
dent which he met with 10 years ago. 

The deceased was standing on Water- 
town street with Capt. C. E. Davis, near 
the Adams schoolhouse.when they heard 
a heavy team approaching, coming in the 
direction of Watertown. The occupants 
of tlie team were singing and making 
considerable noise, and Officer Baker 
started down tlie street to intercept 
them. When lie reached the team he 
stepped up to the horse's head and re- 
quested the occupants of the wagon to 
stop. No attention was paid to his de- 
mand, and not a word was spoken hy the 
men in the wagon, but hardly had the of- 
ficer got the words out of his mouth 
when one of tlie occupants drew a revol- 
ver and fired once, the shot taking effect 
in tlie corner of Baker’s left eye. When 
the shot struck him he threw up his 
hand and tell in the middle of the street. 
The men then started the horse into a 
run toward West Newton, officer Davis, 
who was about ten rods from where the 
shot was fired, started immediately when 
lie heard the shot and tried to stop the 
team, which was rapidly approaching 
when the men in the wagon fired a shot 
at Davis. The hall passed through the 
officer’s right sleeve, just grazing the 
arm. The team was going so fast that 
lie could not stop it, and tlie occupants 
paid- no attention to his requests but 
drove toward West Newton. Davis then 
shouted to Baker, and asked if he was 
shot. He replied that lie was, and when 
Davis readied him lie found him stagger- 
ing and bleeding profusely from the 
wound. 

Tlie assailants were Herbert S. Davis, 
son of Samuel Davis, and John Cornell of 
Brig) ton. After tlie shooting and when 
they arrived at West Newton they 
stopped and seeing Officer Ryan, young 
Davis told him that they had been 
stopped below Newtonville by what they 
supposed to be highwaymen, who tried 
to grab his horse by the head, aud that 
lie had fired at one of them aud supposed 
lie lied killed him as lie saw him throw 
up his hands and fall. The officer asked 
them to put up their team at a stable 
and accompanied by young Davis, lie 
went hack to tlie scene of tlie shooting, 
where they discovered that tlie man shot 
was Officer Baker. Davis said that lie 
had not the least idea that -the man he 
shot was an officer and that lie supposed 
he was a robber, aud lie therefore fired 
at him. lie could not see the brass but- 
tons or distinguish tlie uniform. He 
said that they were singing as they 
drove along hut did not intend to cause 
a disturbance. 

As a result of the shooting, Officer Ba- 
ker lost his left eye hut tlie physicians 
failed to find the bullet and it is the gen- 
eral opinion of many people that the 
leadeu missile was the primary cause 
which uudemiued his health and carried 
him away from 1* is family and loved ones 
in the prime of manhood! For those who 
survive, tho most tender sympathy is felt 
and some appropriate recognition of Of- 
ficer Baker’s courageous aud faithful 
services should he made for the benefit 
of his widow and children. 

The funeral took place from the North 
Evangelical church, Nonaiituni. yester- 
day afternoon. There was a large atten- 
dance at tlie services. Rev. W. A. Lamb 
officiated, aud alluded to tlie long, faithful 
services of tlie deceased as a member of 
tlie Newton police department, aud his 
excellent character and reputation as a 
citizen. The tioral tributes were very 
beautiful. Newton lodge t»2. I. O. < >. F.. 
sent an elegant design, a pillow on which 
were the words “Newton Lodge 112, I. O. 
O. F.,” aud the police department sent a 
large floral policeman’s badge. it was 
composed of white pinks, with a hand ot 
yellow roses, and tlie words “City of 
Newton” and “Police department” were 
executed iu immortelles. In tiie centre 
was tin- figure “3.” the number of the 
deceased in tlie department.

Newton Natural History Society. 

Tho meeting on last Wednesday even- 
ing deserves to go on record as tlie mem- 
orable double meeting of March 0, 1880. 

Prof. J. K. Richardson of Wellesley 
Hills first gave the completion of his ad- 
mirable paper on Asia, one of a series on 
man s life as influenced by his physical 
surroundings. Northern Asia, forming 
what is now known as Siberia, was de- 
scribed as cut off hy the Altai mountains 
from warm southerly winds, but as fully 
exposed to the fiercest Arctic gales. It 
is thus — as George Kennan’s articles in 
the “Century” also testify — a vast region 
of the most violent contrasts between 
heat, rising to 100 degrees in the shade 
in summer, and cold which freezes its 
treeless northern barrens to the depth of 
100 feet. In such a region, a highly or- 
ganized and stable civilization is natural- 
ly impossible. Only wandering tribes 
of pastoral people could inhabit it, until 
the triumphs of man over nature, through 
the applications of steam and elcctricitv, 
made rapid communication and trans- 
portation possible. 

Western Asia is comparatively small 
and is marked by the fertile central val- 
ley of the Euphrates and Tigris, from 
which the Persian and Arabian plains, 
and tlie mountains of Asia Minor could 
be readied. It is accordingly found that 
permanent civil government with a pro- 
gressive civilization, first appeared iu 
this region, as seen in the long-enduring 
Babylonian and Assyrian empires. 

Spiritually, tlie region was marked hy 
tlie rise of monotheism, in opposition to 
the ancestor worship of China, and the 
gods many and lords many of India. 
Ancestor worship was described as prac- 
tically tiie worship of au existing unalter- 
able state of things: hence, tlie unpro- 
gressive Cliiuese character. Tlie natural 
monotheism of Persia, in which light 
was worshipped, recognized, though iu a 
blind way. tlie existence of a power out- 
side of and above us. and impartial to 
all. But it was reserved to Abraham, 
the Friend of God, for his child-like 
faith and capacity for divine ideas — mar- 
vellously above the life of his time, how- 
ever below the best standard of to-day — 
to know the only true and living God. 

Finally, western and northwestern Asia, 
being central to Africa and Europe, there 
thence flowed westward two civilizing 
streams: that to southern Europe, con- 
taining centralizing elements ending in 
the civil imperialism of Rome, and the 
spiritual imperialism of papal supremacy 
and infallibility in modem Rome; and 
that to northern Europe containing ele- 
ments of individualism ending in English 
and American civil liberty aud the pro- 
testant reformation. 

The second paper by Mr. Otis Pettee 
on the “Manufacture of Iron,” though 
widely different from tlie former, was 01 
•great interest. Various ores were ex- 
hibited and described, as well as the 
qualities of pig-iron made from them. 
No metal is so valuable as iron or capable 
of so great increase of value as tlie result 
of labor. One pound of pig-iron is worth 
one cent. One pound of watch hair 
springs is worth $230,000. Iron was 
exhibited so hard, that glass was cut and 
broken on a line as by a diamond: so 
brittle that a stick of it broke like a pipe 
stem: so flexible that hard knots could 
he tied in it: so fine that perfect screws 
were exhibited, almost microscopic in 
size, and requiring 40,000 to make a 
pound. A full and vivid description was 
given of the ponderous structure and 
mighty activities of a blast furnace: and 
of the grand operation of casting a great 
1 gun. requiring 40 tons of liquid iron 
I for its manufacture, and three weeks to 
cool before the removal from the mould, 
and weighing 25 tons when finished. 

It is both mournful and mortifying that 
Newton has heart to send only about 
• twenty-five, instead of two-hundred and 
| fifty, at least, to such an entertainment 
as this, which we have here striven to 
feebly describe. W

The hoard of aldermen met Monday 
evening, all the members being present. 
The minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved. Business from the 
common council was disposod of in con- 
currence. 


PETITIONS. 

Alderman Childs presented the peti- 
tion of adjoining property owners for a 
tire alarm box and the necessary hydrants* 
on Crafts street, near tuc Electric Light 
Station. 

John Stearns and others asked for a 
gravel sidowalk on Clark street, W ard 
Six, about 400 feet long. 

The Newton Street Railway asked to 
amend their permission, so as to be al- 
lowed to use the Thomson-IIoustou or 
any other overhead system. 

J. W. Condrin askod for license to 
build addition 12 by 14 on Rowers street: 
Geo. Roffo gave notico ot intention to 
build house 24 by 30 on Jackson street, 
Ward Six; Joseph Zellar. to build addi- 
tion to his building on Washington 
street, Ward Three: Thomas O’Leary to 
build house 20 by 28 on Iioylston street: 
W. II. Mague to build wagon shed, 12 by 
32 on River street; Frank Lucas, to build 
barn, 25 by 65 on Lucas street; D. 
Wentworth to build house on Foster 
Place, Ward Two: The Newton Coal Co., 
to build sand shed 20 by 30 on Church 
street. 

Residents on Fairmont avenue asked 
for a street lamp at the corner of Centre 
street and Fairmont avenue. 


NEW VOTING PRECINCTS. 


Alderman Petteo presented the report 
of the committee on that portion of the 
mayor’s address in regard to the increase 
of voting precincts in several of the 
wards. The committee were satisfied 
that the adoption of the Australian bal- 
lot system would require an increase in 
the number of voting places, in order to 
give all a chance to vote, and all of the 
wards but Ward Seven had over 500 
voters and so could be legally divided. 
They recommended that the legislatures 
be asked to amend the laws, so that 
wards in cities having loss than 500 and 
over 400 voters might lie legally divided. 
They also reported the lines ot division 
which would he most convenient for the 
voters and also most equally divide the 
vote. Tiie votes cast at the last election 
were as follows:

There were convenient halls in all the 

divided districts but Ward Two, ami the 
committee recommended that early at- 
tention should be given to the law. so as 
to familiarize the voters with its pro- 
visions. 

In Ward One the division is from line 
of Ward Two on Washington street to 
Thornton street, to Watertown line, leav- 
ing on north and west of the line 263 
voters, on south and east 244 voters. 

In Ward Two the division is on the 
lino of Washington street to Lowell 
street, to Walnut and Watertown street, 
to Ward Three, leaviug north aud west 
of the liuc 357 voters, and east and south 


352. 


In Ward Three divide by Watertown 
street, Washington street to railroad, leav- 
ing 288 on the north side aud 21k) on 
the south side. 

In Ward Four divide by Washington 
street to the Circuit road, aud railroad to 
Riverside, leaving 41'.* on the north and 
east side and 143 on the south and west. 

In Ward Five divide by Woodward 
street, Lincoln street to Eliot station, 
Meredith avenue and Circuit avenue to 
Eliot street, aud Circuit avenue extended 
to Charles River, leaving 225 voters on 
north side and 271* on south side. 

Ward Six is divided by Deacon street 
so evenly that there are 285 voters on 
north side and 286 on south side. 

Ward Seven is divided by Tremont 
street, Park and Elmwood, to Centre 
street, leaving 227 on north side ami 227 
on south side. 


LAYING OUT STUB RTS. 

Alderman llarbach from the highway 
committee reported ill favor of laying 
out. grading and acceptance of Prince 
street, from iierkeleyto Chestnut, ami of 
Hancock avenue to Deacon street, ami 
orders were passed to that effect. Hear- 
ings were appointed for property owners 
interested on Monday evening. April l, at 
8 o'clock, before the hoard of aldermen, 
and Monday evening, April sth, at the 
same hour, octoru the common council. 

TIIE NEW BRIDGES. 

Alderman Tolinau from the finance 
committee, reported on that part of the 
Mayoi's address relating to the two new 
bridge*, and recommended that so much 
of the oidci adopted June 26. 1888, and 
of the o|)U adopted August 20, i 8SS . as 
related to the ruauiier of payment by 
notes for the bridges, lie rescinded, aud 
that die cost, $10,000, be paid out .>1 accu 
mutations in the* t reasut \ not otherwise 
appropriated, and that the expeuditiirn 
be added to the gene: .1 appronrialioo 
for Highways for 1881*. The order was 
passed.

FIHE A LA It M STATIONS 

Alderman Pettee from the lire com- 
mittee reported hi favor of granting the 
petition for lire alarm signal stations on 
Jlomei street, oppcaite Cedar ; corner of 
Jewett and Boyd streets: at the new 
rubber shop on Dovlstoii street, near El- 
iot si reel : mi Wood ward avenue, aud mi 
Norwood street near Centre. Ail order 
was passed, appropriating $625 to pay for 
the -aim , ami Alderman Retree said that 
these were all .the new stations that 
could lie added this year. It had been 
the practice hitherto to wait until the 
Iasi of the year before grunting any of 
the petitions, but the committee had de- 
cided tins year to put in the live new 
boxes allowed by the appropriation at 


once, nnd that would close the matter 
for the year. 

CHANGE OK TIME. 

An order was passed changing the hour 
j of mooting from 6.45 to 7.15, on recom- 
mendation of Alderman Tolmnn. who 
saiil that the earlier hour was very in- 
convenient to him, as it w as to most of 
Hie members who did business in Bos- 
i ton. 

Alderman Chadwick endorsed the 
change, and said that it was almost im- 
possible for him to get to the City Hall 
| at the earlier hour. 

Alderman Pot too, on whose motion the 
early hour was adopted, said good-na- 
turedly that he did not know as it mat- 
tered greatly, as ho should have to he 
somewhere, as long as lie wore this 1 
mortal coil. which remark caused consul- j 
erablo laughter. 

THE POLICE FOItCE. 

Alderman Tolman reported an order 
i recommending that the committee on po- 
lice consider the expediency of increasing 
the number of patrolmen, of inauguditiiig 
a system of three daily reliefs, so that men 
might be on duty all night, instead of be- 
ing off at 3 o’clock in the morning: of 
furnishing the night patrolmen with 
horses, and also of having ono official de- 
tective on the force. 

Aldcrmon Tolman said that the neces- 
sity for increasing the efficiency of the 
police force was apparent. He had no 
fault to Hud with the present forco, but 
the number of police was too small to 
give the necessary protection; the recent 
burglaries in the city had all occurred 
after 3 o’clock, when the patrolmen had 
to ired, although the hour of retiring 
h ul recently been changed to 4 o’clock. 
Something should be done in the way of 
increasing the force, so that there should 
be men on duty all the time. There 
ought to be also some special officer 
who could bo detailed for detective work, 
in citizen’s clothes; there were now sev- 
eral suspicious characters in the city, one 
he was sorry to say, in his own ward, 
who needed watching, ami it was useless ( 
to appoint a man in uniform to look J 
; after them, as that would warn them that 
they were watched. The present beats ! 
I wore so long, that a man could only pa- i 
trol them once or twice during the night, 

| and if the men were furnished with 
i horses they could go over the ground 
, many times. 

Alderman Kennedy said that at a re- 
cent meeting of the police committee, 
tli is matter had been considered ami sev- 
eral changes of the nature recommended 
by Mr. Tolman had been made. The 
day officers now go on from 2 o’clock p. 
ni. to 12 o’clock, mid-night, and the 
night officers at mid-night, which will 
give additional protection in the early 
morning, aud is equal to the addition of 
three men to the force. The city was so 
spread out and the territory to be cov- 
ered so large that double the ‘number of 
men might bo employed to advantage. 
As (or the special detective, the city mar- 
j shal now had the power to detail any 
I officer for work in citizen’s clothes. 

! The motion of Alderman Tolman was 
| passed and the suggestion referred to 
i the police committee. 

THE STREET RAILWAY HEARING 

There were a number of Telephone and 
i Storage battery men, citizens and niem- 
; hers of the common council present to 
; listen to the hearing of the Newton 
| Street Railway ou its petition to be al- 
] lowed to use the overhead system of 
propelling its cars by electricity. Ex- 
Mayor Kimball was present among 
i others, and occupied a seat with Mayor 
Burr. 

President Parker was the first speaker, 
and said tiiat the aldermen had already 
| examined the system it was proposed to 
u^f. .is they had seen its workings in 
Boston and Lynn. It was the only 
■ system that had so far proved a success. 
The company proposed to operate at 
; first an eight mile circuit, from Newton 
to West Newton, to Waltham, to Water- 
town and back to Newton. They would t 
equip it in tiie best manner, aud intended ; 
to give a first class service. The road 1 
would do more to build up between the 
villages than anything that had yet been 
introduced in Xowton, and the company 
intended also to run a lino up Walnut 
street, past' the cemetery, to Newton 
Ceu tie. 

Aldcrmau Kennedy asked if it was 
practicable to operate the double trolley 
svstem. Mr. Parker said that electri- 
cians differed about that, the roads now 
doing tiie best work only bad one wire. 1 
: The object of the double trolley was to 
make a return by the second wire, in- 
stead of by the tracks, and some ejaimed 
it prevented induction. The single wire 
was however less of an obstruction. In I 
response to other questions ho stated 
that there was some complaint in Cam- 
bridge from tiie telephone men, but ho 
thought tlue trouble would soon bo over- 
come, as electricians were at work on the 
problem. In Newton there would pro- 
bably be little trouble, as tiie telephone 
trunk I i lies were on Watertown street, 
through which the road would not pass. 

in reply to Alderman Childs lie stated 
that the company would use the electric 
light poles already up whenever possible 
and would put up turned hard pine poles. 
Iron poles cost $30 each and wooden 
poles ->5. In regard to interference with 
the police sign d system, he did not 
think there would lie any trouble, as few 
of tiie signal lines would be on Washing- 
ton street. 

J. M. Kellar of the New England Tele- 
phone company appeared in remonstrance 
and asked Mr. Parker if lie would guaran- 
tee that tiie electric railway would not 
make troublp for the telephone system. 
Mr. Parker declined to give such a 
guarantee. Mr. Keilarsaid lie would like 
to have the hoard hear Mr. J. II. Far- 
iiutii who was l he electrician of the Tele- 
phone company. 

Mr Parker oojec tod to experts being 
brought iu to the hearing without his 
having an opportunity to introduce ex- 
pert electricians, and it the telephone 
company was to introduce experts he 
should ask to have t he bearing postponed. 

Mr. Farnum denied that lie was an ex- 
pert. and lie only wished to show that 
tiie double trolley system would be of 
great advantage to the railway company, 
and that it was in use in places, in Saull 
St. Marie, Mich., iu ludiana, and iu Fort 
Worth. Tex., and roads were being 
built iu Ciuciuuati, North Adams, and 
Allegheny City, lie read a number of 
letters. 

Alderman Petteo asked if he appeared 
for the Telephone company, or merely 
in the intuiost of humaiiitv, which 
caused a laugh as Mr. Farnum claimed 
to appear for both. 

Alderman Childs said that lie went to 
l.yiiu and examined the system, and he 
believed that the electric cars wore the 
coining cars. lie had since seen some 
men who had invented a different system 
.nd presented Mr. Alley, who represent- 
ed the Northwestern or sonic other com- 
pany, which claims to have made a suc- 
cess of the storage buttery system, which 
was described by Mr. Alley at some 
length. He said his company had made 
no efforts as yet to introduce their 
system, as they were wailing to have 
their patents confirmed, which were very 
valuable. One of the in »sl valuable was 


thoir method of running cogs in a bath 
of oil, while ho claimed the overhead 
companies had to run their cogs dry and 
so ground them up in a ruinous manner. 

Alderman Pettee doubted some of his 
theories and asked some very pruetieal 
questions. Mr. Alley claimed that the 
storage battery ears which weighed two 
tons more than the overhead wire ears, 
could bo run with less power, but Mr. 
Ret lee lias had considerable exporienco 
with machinery and doubted such a 
theory. Mr. Alley said it was on tiie 
same plan that the steam railroads use 
heavy engines now instead of the old 
fashioned light engines. Alderman 
Pettee thought ho could explain this 
theory as the light engines only used to 
draw half a dozen cars, while tho heavy 
ones were able to draw sixty or seventy. 
After more sparring between the two ex- 
perts on machinery Mr. Alloy told of tho 
successful experiments with tho storage 
battery car on the Cambridge mail. He 
explained to Mr. Parker that tho West 
End had not adopted their system, be- 
cause tho West End company imagined 
that the overhead system was cheaper, 
although this was not tho case. His 
company were now ready to make a con- 
tract anil had signed one contract that 
day. 

Mr. E. II. Riereo of Newtonvillo ap- 
peared to object against wooden poles on 
Walnut street, and said that if Boston 
required iron poles, thoy wore none too 
good for Xowton. Tho Nowton Street 
Railway was not now an exclusively 
Nowton corporation so that tho bonrd 
wero justified in looking out vory care- 
fully for the interests of tho city. If 
wooden poles were allowed, tho experi- 
ence with the Telephone company would 
be repeated. They promised to keep 
their polos painted, in return for the free 

rant of a location, but tho poles had 

ecu given a thin coat of‘ paint when 
first erected, and had never been touched 
since. 

The hearing was then closed.

RESULT OF THE CIVIL WAR. TIIE TARIFF 
QUESTION DISCUSSED. 

A meeting of the West Newton Lyce- 
um was belli in the City Hall last even- 
ing. The music was an agreeable fea- 
ture, selections being rendered by Mr. 
Fred II. Hobart,xylopbone aud saxo- 
phone soloist. The accompanist was 
Mr. E. Everett Burdou. Tho lecture on 
‘'Results of the late Civil war as seen in 
the two sections of tho country, north 
and south,” was delivered by ex-Alder- 
man George M. Fisko of Auburndale. In 
alluding to some of the results of the 
war, tho speaker referred to tho condi- 
tion of the negro in tho South, and said 
that he was in a sense still the slave, 
Tho white men had commenced life in 
earnest, and through the iullueuce of 
toil had been transformed from a depend- 
ent condition. This improvement hud 
been noticeable during the past 6 or 8 
years, and the good results of tho change 
only predicts the greater development 
aud resources of the Southern people. 

The Southern States are rich in soil 
and mineral wealth and the land is pecu- 
liarly adapted for tho pursuits of agricul- 
ture. Add to this tiie advantage secured 
through the introduction of railroads 
bringing constant accessions to the pop- 
ulation and, continuously developing tiie 
interior, and the future is a bright and 
promising one. The growth in tho iron 
industry in the South has been remarka- 
ble. There lias been progress also in 
education, and it can be truly said that 
tho South was more bunetitted by defeat 
than she would have gained by victory. 
It is a matter of rejoicing that tiie North 
aud South have been reunited and are now 
equally interested in a march of progress 
aud improvement for the common good 
of a united country. Tiie North needs 
the strong arm of the South iu the work 
of advance. There are reforms to be 
carried out and a great movement re- 
quiring the attention of all men who de- 
sire to maintain and preserve the gov- 
ernment is iu destroying the liquor evil. 
Tiie South lias taken a linn position on 
this question, and together we must la- 
bor to secure tho desired reform, tiie 
complete annihilation of an enemy that 
seeks to undermine the home aud the 
usefulness of citizenship. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, the 
debate was opened iu the affirmative by 
Mr. Charles F. Fitz of Watertown. The 
question for discussion was, "Resolved, 
That sugar, salt, coal, lumber and wool 
should he admitted into the United 
States free of duty.” He advocated the 
advantage of freer trade and pointed out 
many of the defects iu tho protective 
tarill system, alluding to thedutiesou salt, 
wool, coal aud lumber as unnecessary, 
an injury to the common people, ami a 
tax kept up simply to foster monopolies 
without regard to the greatest good of 
tho greatest number. It adds to tho cost 
of living, increases tho disadvantages ex- 
perienced iu owning homes and makes 
tho poor poorer and the rich richer. We 
can produce cheaply in this country, and 
if wo cannot place our manufactured 
goods as cheaply upon tho market as our 
foreign competitors let us have the ad- 
vantage in purchasing the cheaper goods. 
Let us get rid of the idea that it is nec- 
essary in this country of vast resources 
to foster and protect every industry. 

Mr. James K. Allen presented tin* neg- 
ative side of Hie question. 

He argued that the true American 
principle is to admit nothing free of du- 
ly that can lie profitably and largely pro- 
duced In this country, save luxuries, or il 
tiie production of an article is iusiguili 
cant, and its increase gradual or some- 
what stationary as it is with sugar and 
rice, to admit free, not however as raw 
material, aud to encourage an increase in 
production by a liberal bounty. And 
hero is the rational, the impreiriiuhlo p< - 
hitioii of the Rrotoctionist. "To protect 
every industry that uomes in competition 
with the industries of the old win Id am 
to the end that wo may produce all aiti 
clos necessary to Hie comfort of Hie 
American citizen primarily, and the pur- 
chasers of our product*, w hile we stiuiu 
late and build up and make prolitabl. 
every industry of our broad laud. 

Taxes must lie imposed and eollectei 
for llm support of government : the iro 
American policy is to so impt sc those 
taxes as to stimulate aud pr-.ieei <>m i - 
duutiics— not merely to secure a in . 
line. A tax for revenue only was i * 
principle of the < 'oiifederatc stalls, f 
Calhoun ami ot Jell Davis. It is the in 
(Inlying principle >f the Mills hill.

Oklahoma. 

In the paper on Oklahoma last week 
tho compositor made me say: 

•‘The present Oklahoma Bill provides 
for the creation of a regularly organized 
territory, to he called Oklahoma, out of 
all tho lauds marked 1.2, 3, 4, 5.” 

Of course No. 3 should have been 
omitted. That part is the home of tho 
civilized Indians, and according to this 
hill they are not to ho disturbed. 1 
spoke of a recent agreement whereby 
the Creeks, one of tho civilized tribes, 
had ceded a large tract of laud to the 
government. During tho last few days 
tho Somiuolos, another of tho live tribes, 
have also agreed, on payment of a fair 
sum, to surrender to the United States 
all claim to a large tract of land. This 
tract includes many square miles in tho 
extreme west of Indian Territory, and 
all that part of Oklahoma proper that the 
government has not already received 
from the Creeks. 

Congress failed to pass tho Oklahoma 
Bill before its close and tho matter must 
now wait until the now Congress acts 
upon it. This is much to be regretted as 
the longer the delay tho greater will he 
tlie rush of settlers, anil with that a 
greater chance of wrong to tho Indians. 

Howard. 


A meotingwas held in Eliot Halt, Mon- 
day evening, for tho purpose of organ- 
izing a campaign co... litteo lo work in 
the interests of the proposed constitu- 
tional prohibitory amendment. Rev. 
Wolcott Calkins, I). D.. presided, and 
Rev. Dr. J. B. Gould was chosen secre- 
tary. The best and most efficient means 
for bringing out the vote upon this ques- 
tion woro discussed, and remarks wore 
made by Dr. Gould, Rev. Dr. Clark t 
Judge Park, Rev. Pleasant Hunter. 
Messrs. E. F. Kimball, Thomas Weston, 
W. H. Partridge, W. H. Rand, J. N. 
Bacon and others. 

Rev. Mr. Hunter called tho attention 
of those interested in tho eause to tho 
fact that many persons who had voted 
for “no license” wero in danger of voting 
against tho constitutional amendment. 
They represent a class of people that 
must ho labored with in order to get 
them on the right side. The speaker 
said that union temperance meetings 
would ho held in Newtonville on tho 
four or five Sundays preceding the elec- 
tion, by agreement of the several pastors 
and for tho benefit of the cause. 

Dr. Clark of Newton Centre said that 
tho work must ho prosecuted with firm- 
ness. Literature of the right character 
should he distributed to tho citizens, 
public meetings and rallies held aud able 
speakers secured to present tho question 
in a practical way, dissipating the flimsy 
objections that have been raised against 
tho passage of tho amendment. An ef- 
fort should also bo made to reach every 
individual voter. 

Mr. J. N. Bacon said that many tem- 
perance men would* ho inclined to vote 
against the amendment on account of its 
cider provision. They must drink their 
cider to cure dyspepsia ami kindred ail- 
ments. Such men do not recognize the 
momentous character of a struggle for 
purity and lestoration of a nine fair 
fame in tiiis old Commonwealth. 1 had 
rather give up cider than lose the amend- 
ment. All prejudices should he forgot- 
ten in a combined olTort to bring about 
the success which is most desirable. Tho 
Congregationalist is wrong in its 
position on this question. Let us or- 
ganize for efficient work and occupy 
every moment of lime in bringing the 
people into lino upon this important 
measure. Let us have a rousing majority 
for the amendment and show the coun- 
try that Massachusetts stands where she 
always did in upholding the greatest 
good of the greatest number, noble and 
true in preserving and perpetuating good 
govern Hunt. 

Rev. Mr. Gould alluded to tho export, 
of rum from tho United States to A r < a 
and said that !>2 pel ecu t of tuo on tm- 
quantity was shipped irom Boston. It 
was a bad state of thiugs for Massachu- 
setts. 

Mr. Thomas Weston urged immediate 
organization. Let us. he said, commence 
tlie work to-night. A thorough canvass 
must he made, each individual votcr 
must he appioaclied and tlie same effect- 
ive work carried on as is usual in city 
and state elections. An efficient ward 
committee should he appointed and a 
thorough canvass made of tho city — it 
must be hand to hand work and the vote 
must he brought out. Where we had 
one carriage in use at tho polls on election 
day, 1 would have a dozen and nothing 
should he left undone to secure the de- 
sired end. 

Judge Park said that those interested 
in the cause should not forget that they 
were opposed by formidable opponents. 
The enemy is adroit and will work hard 
to defeat tlie passage of tlie amendment. 
Many men who voted for “no license” 
send their orders to Boston and have 
liquor brought out to their homes. Such 
a mail told me that he voted “no” be- 
cause lie wanted to shut up the dram 
shops. Now, they will vote against tlie 
amendment or not at all and this will de- 
crease tho temperance vote. 

in order to succeed, temperance men 
must he made of moderate drtnkers. and 
the advantages of a constitutional 
prohibitory law must be brought homo 
to individuals. We want a constitution- 
al prohibitory law to remove temptation, 
for while it is true that liquor is not sold 
in Newton yet it is very easy to go to 
Waltham or Boston and get it. In con- 
clusion lie said lie was dispirited and 
ashamed, for a United States senator had 
been removed from the senate chamber 
in a state of beastly iutoxieation. In- 
augural day was a day of drunkenness in 
Washington. 1 hope Massachusetts will 
redeem that disgrace, and in God’s name 
lot us wi rk to accomplish that end. 

At the conclusion of the spot cli making 
on motion of Mr. E. F. Kimball, a com- 
mittee was appointed to retire and bring 
in a list of officers for an efficient cam* 
paign committee. Tho following names 
were reported and unanimously endorsed 
by the meeting: t'hairman, Thomas Wes- 
ton; Ward I, W. 11.

be deceived by sueli a fallacy, for if we 
lose in one direction we gain in another. 
Tlie expimses to which the community 
are put, to care for the pauperism and 
crime created by drink, arc vastly in ex- 
cess of any revenue the State derives di 
rectly or indirectly from tiiis tariff

Police and Fire Department of Ancient 
Home. 

In Laiicinni’s new hook on Ancient 
Romo there is a very interesting chapter 
with this title. It appears tiiat there 
was a force of over 7000 men employed 
on police and (ire duty, the same force 
having in charge the keeping of order 
and tlie putting out of fires. 

Old Rome must have been a dreary 
place on dark nights, for there wero no 
street lights of any kind. During half of 
the year when the moon was not shining 
tlie peoplo who had to go out after dark 
used lanterns or torches. Rich people 
wore preceded in their nocturnal strolls 
by slaves carrying lights. 

There was no nusiuess done at night, 
for all tlie shopmen aud merchants 
locked up their places at twilight; tlie 
doors of private houses weie fastened 
securely to guard against thieves, and 
the windows were protected by iron rail- 
ings. 

Fires wero of frequent occurrence, and 
tlie police in groups of twenty or thirty 
were stationed at the city’s crates in dit- 
ferent quarters, always ready with lad- 
ders, pickaxes, saws and ropes. 

Every time a tire took place there was 
an official investigation. If the lire was 
the result of accident there was no 1 
penalty, but if it weie proven that negli- 
gence had been used the culprit was 
solemnly admonished or publicly beaten. 
Incendiaries were punished with death. 
One duty of the chief of each police de- 
partment wa - to inspect every building to 
seethat the kitchen and other pin tioiis 
were not liable to take lire easily, and also 
to make sure that, water in sufficient 
quantity was stored up for use in ease of

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Health Statistics. 

The report of the board of health for 
January, issuud this week, gives the 
number of eases of diphtheria during 
that month as 25, of which S were in 
ward six,<*> enchiu ward three and four, 3 in 
ward live, 2 in ward one, aud one each in 
wards two and seven. Tlie report says: 

Diphtheria of a inulignant type ap- 
peared suddenly in our midst, au«l cir- 
cumstantial evidence shows that it was 
carried to various parts of the city from 
one fountain-l ead. It was found ucces- 
' sary to establish police quarantine in 
one case aud strong measures are being 
taken to stamp it out. We think from 
evidence obtained that we should class 
tlie above deaths of membranous croup 
with those of diphtheria. 

Niue of the cases of diphtheria and 
two of membranous croup proved fatal. 
Tlie total number of deaths was 2.*>, the 
oldest being 87 years. mouths anil 111 
days. Thirteen of those who died were 
horn in New ton and 7 of tlie remaining 
in tho State.

The Heal Cause of Pauperism. 

An unusually interesting article by the 
Earl ot Meath appears in the January 
number of Thu Niuutouuth Century, under 
tlie title of “A Thousand more Mouths 
Every Week.” His object is to trace out 
tlie origin of tlie pauperism and crime of 
England, and to suggest some remedies. 

Among tho causes of poverty lie cites: 
—Overpopulation, Depression of Trade, 
Want of Skilled Training, aud Moral Dis- 
ability. 

Benching this last topic houses these 
significant words, “Tho one object to 
be attained is the reduction in tlie 
amount of working class money now 
squandered in drink, which, if saved, 
would render work-houses unnecessary 
aud drive pauperism out of tlie land.” 
If such a tiling can he asserted of Eng- 
land, how uiucii more true is it of this 
country. Talk as we will dMout second- 
ary causes, there can be no doubt that 
tlie primary cause of most of the poverty 
in tiiis laud is tlie drink habit, which 
takes money away from the laborers’

ward Free Trade. The argumenta for 
free ttugar will answer equally well for 
free lumber, or free wool, or other raw 
materials of which wo do not produce an 
ample supply. It is to bo regretted that 
there was no thorough going Protection- 
ist. untainted by any Free Trndo heresies, 
to uphold the negative side of the ques- 
tion before the Lyceum, as the fatal ad- 
mission about sugar made all the speak- 
ers to argue on the sido of a greater or 
lesser degreo of Free Trade. 


TIIE NEW ADMINISTRATION. 


The hearing on the petition of the 
Nowton Electric Railway company, for 
permission to use the over-head system 
for propelling their cars, was uolable 
in one respect, that no remonstrances 
of importance were made, which shows 
that the citizens generally are wil- 
ling to welconio the company to Newton, 
and expect very favorable results from 
the new loop line. 

The New England Telephone company 
had several representatives present to 
place obstacles in the way, but the tele- 
phone company does not own the New- 
ton streets, and its present legal status in 
this city is rather insecure, inasmuch as 
the present company has never received 
any grant of rights to place its poles in 
the streets. Tho former telephone com- 
pany had a valuable franchise given it f 
for which it paid the city nothing, and 
succeeded in getting a revenue of some 
$000 out of the city besides. As far as 
tho legal aspects of the case are con- 
cerned the railway company has a right 
to the use of certain streets, while the 
telephone company has not, and there is 
little doubt but that of the two, the rail- 
way would be of the greater benefit to 
Newton. 

As for the opposition of the storage 
battey representatives, that would have 
more weight, if the storage battery sys- 
tem had beeu proved to be a success. 
Many experiments have been made, and 
while tho storage battery street cars rep- 
resent the ideal system, and in time will 
be so improved and perfected as to su- 
percede all others, it is hardly worili 
W die to wait. The overhead system is 
in successful use, and would appear to bo 
well adapted to Newton. That the sys- 
tem lias been adopted by the West End 
Company is a substantial argument in 
its favor, as that company has plenty of 
money and has shown a disposition to se- 
cure the best attainable. They made 
many experiments with storage battery 
cars, and had the scheme been practica- 
ble, the West Eud Company would have 
been glad to adopt it, as it would have 
done away with all objections to the 
use of the streets of Boston. Hut 
the West End company seem disposed to 
await further developments, and the 
Newton company only follow their exam- 
ple. 

As for the telephone and fire-alarm sig- 
nal wires, the trunk lines of the former 
are on Watertown street, and so would 
not be affected by the electric wires of 
the street railway, and tho telephone and 
lire alarm wires on Washington stiote 
could probal ly be easily protected from 
interference. The mnv police signal sys- 
>p< sod 1 • iutrodu e, 
could have its wires located on other 
streets, away from all interference. 

'I lie street railway would be such a 
greai benefit to the city, that no factious 
opposition sliouid be made to its intro- 
duction. and this is the light in which 
the inn jot it \ <d the board of aldermen 
seem io look upon it. They will, howev- 
er. take alt necessary precautions for 
public safe'y, and to protect the interests 
ot the city. The railway company will 
sei ni. a valuable franchise andean af- 
ford to do thiuLjs properly. 


The new national administration lias 
started off very successfully, and it now 
remains to see what it can do to provo it- 
self worthy of the high duties imposed 
upon it. President Harrison’s inaugural 
was another illustration of his ability to 
talk without “slopping over,” and ho 
avoided dangorous topics with the skill 
of a veteran. He left the civil ser- 
vice reformers and tho spoilsmen both 
hopeful, and he is too snilled a states- 
man to mako promises which ho knows 
he will not be able to carry out. Ho was 
quite emphatic iu regard to frauds upon 
the ballot, whether committed iu the 
north orsouth,and this sentence deserves 
to bo quoted. “Those who use unlawful 
methods, if moved by no higher motive 
than the selfishness that prompts them, 
may well stop and inquire what is to bo 
the eud of this.” This taken in connec- 
tion with another sentence, “No political 
party can long pursue advantage at the 
expense of public honor, or by rude and 
indecent methods, without protest aud 
fatal disaffection in its own body,” show 
that the new President means to do his 
part towards a much-needed purification 
in politics. The message has been re- 
ceived with favor by all parties, and evi- 
dently the people mean to treat the new 
President courteously and fairly, and 
wish him the greatest possible success. 
As President Harrison says “Let us exalt 
patriotism and moderate our party con- 
tentions,” and the people generally, tired 
of the petty squabbles of politicians, are 
ready to follow this advice.

The Newton Co-operative Hank will 
hold a public meeting at City Hall, next 
Tuesday evening, when several speakers 
will be present to explaiu the co-opera- 
tive bank system. The Graphic took 
occasion six months ago, when thi** 
bank was established, to welcome its for- 
mation as a new and decided benefit to 
our city. The method and system of co- 
ouerative badking was fully explained at 
that time in these columns. 

The bank has announced its second se- 
ries of shares, which shows that tue 
project has already been a success, and 
it is reported that 200 shares were sub- 
scribed for at tho meeting at UpperFalls 
this week, and over ‘>00 more have also 
been taken. The hank is especially for the 
benefit of citizens in moderate circum- 
stances, aud all who are thinking of 
building at any time in the future, or de- 
sign to own their own home, should 
make a special effort to atteud this 
meeting.

A t. •<»!> deal of old straw was threshed 
over at tfi Lyceum meeting, Monday 
evciiMij. in the debate on the admission 
of sugar, sAlt, coal, lumber aud wool free 
of duty, ami old campaign arguments 
were again brought forth by the speak- 
ers. We are afraid that the speaker for 
ilic protectionists is a little unsound iu 
his views, as lit* spoke about putting 
su”ai and rice, which are produced iu the 
solid smith, on the free list, because wo 
do not produce enough for our wauts. 
Representative Kelley of Pennsylvania, 
the father of Protection, was very indig- 
nant at the move to put sugar on the True 
list, and stigmatized it as the entering 
wedge of Free Trade. Tho Kansas and other 
Western Senators, in states where hoot 
sugar is a rising industry, also denounced 
it as a Free Tiado measure, and one in the 
interest of the pauper labor of foreign 
countries. These gentlemen see very 
clearly that it is not safe to make any ex- 
ceptions. and there is certainly tin reason 
why, it the duty was made high enough, 
we should not produce sufficient sugar 
for home consumption, and so enable 
eve 1 New England farmers to become 
prosperous.

TIIE FEW WHO ARE LEFT. 

Inauguration day carried me back in 
memory fifty years and brought to mlncl 
vividly the distinguished men of the Whig 
party, living in Boston, who took such a 
prominent part in the election of Gen. Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison the following (1840) 
year. 

The Whig intellect of Suffolk county was 
then in Its prime. Webster andClionte were 
then living in Boston. George Morey, the 
well known President of the Boston & 
Worcester railroad, Albert Fearing, Abbott 
Lawrence, Enoch Train, Philo S. Shelton, 
Philip Greely, afterward Collector, Josiah 
Quincy, elder and junior, Edward Everett, 
Robert G. Shaw, Robert C. Winthrop, Pe- 
ter Harvey Horton of the.'Atlas, John H. 
Eastburn, William Hayden, Harrison Gray 
Otis, John C. Park, Hosea Illsley of Chel- 
sea are a few of the names I recall as then 
working leaders of the party. 

There are a fair representation, of the 
capital and aristocracy of Boston, of its 
legal talent, of its mercantile and business 
interests, of its industrial interest and of its 
journalistic talent, the last lmt not the least 
in importance as represented in the person 
ami labors of the brilliant editor of the At- 
las. 

Of all that brilliant array of wealth, tal- 
ent and political leadership, hardly a tenth 
part of which Is included in the names I 
have given, I recall but three who are liv- 
ing. 

Robert C. Winthrop was then just enter- 
ing niton Ills brilliant career of statesman- 
ship. At that period his age ranked him 
among the youngest of his party. He was 
a ripe scholar, well read in his profession, 
a pleasing speaker, ready debater, an elo- 
quent orator and one of the most graceful 
and accomplished presiding officers who 
ever occupied the Speaker’s chair either in 
tin* National Congress or in the State Legis- 
lature. He was finishing his second term as 
Speaker of tin* House of Representatives 
when tin* Harrison campaign began. 

John C. Park was then a rising lawyer in 
Bogton, in the very prime of his early 
manhood. He had not only distinguished 
himself at the bar, hut lie had taken an ac- 
tive part in State and local politics. Like 
Winthrop lie was a fluent and pleasing 
speaker, a fine debater and an eloquent or- 
ator. During his long and useful life he 
lias been called upon frequently to serve 
the State iu both the upper and lower 
branches of the General Court, and I hard- 
ly need add with credit to himself and with 
satisfaction to his constituents, and I also 
hardly need add that he is well known to 
the citizens of Newton among whom he has 
resided for many years ami where lie is 
rounding out Ids four score years aud more 
in acceptably discharging the duties of 
Judge of your City Court. In one sense I 
was (.ne of his pupils ami an intimate per- 
sonal acquaintance of half a century has 
emphasized my feeling of respect and affec- 
tion. 

t >f the third. Philo ,S. Shelton, 1 can speak 
with more emphasis, as iu my early mer- 
cantile career 1 was constantly brought In 
business contact with him. He was my | 
ideal of a thorough and u 'com pH bed liter- 
chant. He had that affability which with 
young men of that period was peculiarly 
I ileusing. He was one of the leading Wist 
1 India importing firms, and he ra uked high 
with such of his contemporaries a* Robert 
C. Hooper, Benjamin Burgess & Sons, Gree- 
ley Si Guild, Edward C. Bates, Homer A 
i Sprague and Joseph Ballister. 

I I do not recollect of his ever seeking or 
accepting any public or political office. 
But sis a political leader and party 
1 manager l class him as having in Ids 
| day 110 superior, not even excepting 
Phil Greeley aud Albert Fearing. He was 
a great admirer ami devoted friend of Ab- 
bot Lawrence aud followed Ills fortunes. 

Not only his great ability hut hl> high so- 
cial position gave him great inlltieiice not 
only with his equals lmt with his Inferiors, 
both with old and young. He was affable 
in social life as he was in business. There 
was a magnetism about him which uttniet- 
ed every one. He too bus passed his four 
score years, aud yet when 1 saw him a few 
| months since, there was no *ign of a break- 
ing ni) either of his physical or mental 
powers. His memory of past events is al- 
most phenomenal ami lie lias a peculiar 
charm of manner iu relating reminiscence.... 
Probably no other three men, were they 
, living, could represent the times of which I 
' Ituvo been \\ riling.

This is Welch’s 
hobby, and as what he says does neither 
harm nor good, it is as well to humor him. 
Tho committees and the auditors are al- 
ways pleased to see him and henr his quaint 
remnrks. 

The special question before the commit- 
tee was the Riley System so called. It 
appears to he well sustained by capital and 
influence. 1 don’t tldnk the West End 
seriously opposes the system in Itself, ex- 
cepting so far as It may interfere with its 
present tracks. The proposed route is un- 
exceptionable so far as damage to property 
and inconvenience to travel is concerned 
within the limits of Boston proper.and feasi- 
ble so far as the extensions are concerned* 
Elevated roads will come in time but the 
people have got to be elevated up to the 
Idea first. 

THE BOSTON AND ALBANY RAILROAD. 

The vote on the granting the ten millions 
additional stock to the B. & A. R. R., in 
the senate, will probably he taken, and the 
whole matter settled after my letter is 
closed. The opposition to it as was the 
case in the House is raised upon a baseless 
foundation, nnd comes mainly from a class 
of people who have an insane enmity to- 
wards all corporations and all monied insti- 
tutions. 

WATERTOWN AND NEWTON. 

The residents of Morse Field, Watertown, 
ought to feel pleased with the advance step 
they have made this year in committee- 
There is no reason to believe they will enrry 
their points this .year nor approximate to 
it by a vote of the legislature.

The Case In u Nut Shell. 

To the Editor of tlio Graphic. 

In 1882 the B. & A. R. It. Co., bought 
of the State of Massachusetts 24,115} 
shares of tho stock of their road, at $100 
per share, giving in payment for the 
samo tho road’s 5 per cout, twenty year 
note for $3,858,500. In September 1883, 
17,588} shares of this stock were distribu- 
ted as a ten per cent stock dividend. In 
1880 the remaining 0527 shares were dis- 
tributed as a stock dividend. The stock 
was worth $200 per share or $4,823,100 
for the two dividends. For this stock 
not one dollar was paid by tho stock 
holders. The Attorney General of the 
state declared these issues to* be illegal. 
The road nays tho state $102,920.00 per 
annum as interest on its note, and pays 
its stockholders $192,920.00 on the stock 
issued iu place of tho state stock. Who 
nays this double interest? The patrons 
of the road, of course. To-day our 
Legislature is asked to allow tho issue of 
$ 10 , 000,000 of new stock at par, when 
$5,000,000 issued and sold at auction 
would realize the $ 10 , 000 , necessary 
for the purposes of tho road. Thus 
$ 800, 000 in annual dividends would be re- 
quired instead of $400,000. What right 
has the Legislature thus to impose an 
unnecessary tax ot §400,000,000 on the 
patrons of the roads? It is not simply 
unjust, it is iniquitous. Justice.

Plum Culture. 

Mr. J. F. C. Hyde read a paper on 
plum culture at tho meeting of tho 
Massachusetts Horticultural society, last, 
Saturday. Mr. Hyde said ho had written 
Ids brief paper hurridely ami in the pres- 
sure of business, and as ho only proposed 
to speak from his own experience iu tiie 
cultivation of the fruit lie would not ad- 
vance any theories. Some 40 or 50 years 
ago. iu New England, there was no more 
difficulty in successfully cultivating the 
plum than the apple, hut then trouble 
came from warts or black knots in the 
fruit, which some supposed were caused 
by tiie ouroulio, while others iiad differ- 
ent theories. This black knot had 
proved very destructive, and in many or- 
chards scarcely a single crop could bo 
obtained. Thero was a preventive for 
this, to a great extent, which Mr. Hyde 
said was in keeping the ground in a rich, 
healthy condition, and going among the 
trees and driving iron plugs in tho trunks 
of those in which the curoulio had been 
found, striking tlie.se places with a mal- 
let and cntching tho insects in cloths 
spread under the trees, putting them in 
water pails with kerosene and then burn- 
ing them. This treatment should be fol- 
lowed up for four or six weeks for an 
hour each morning, and tho nuisance 
would be abated. Thero are very few 
sorts of peaches that, under most favor- 
able conditions, could be grown hero to 
advantage, and tho large blue sorts, as 
the large Bradshaw, were much prefera- 
ble before the green or red varieties. 
Smith’s Orleans, the Lombard, when 
properly thinned, were good varieties, 
while for a yellow, Prince’s Imperial 
gage was a good plum, while tho varie- 
ties for homo use embraced several of 
the green gages and a few others. In 
closing, Mr. Hyde said he could not re- 
commend the cultivation of the plum in 
this section of the country, except by 
those favorably situated, and have the 
means and desire to reach good results. 
At the close of the reading of tho paper 
there was a discussion, in which a few 
persons took part, but this was largely 
as to the cultivation of the plum outside 
New England.

CALIFORNIA CLIMATE. 

"Kiio west thou the land where tho lemon trees 
bloom. 

Where the gold oruagn grows In the deep t hickct s 
gloom?' 7 

Lt Rooms to nil old Califortiiim that a 
visitor to tlio Golden Htato, who hits boen 
accustomed for a life time t,o tho wintry 
snows, blows, ami blizzards of Now Eng- 
land, would gratefully accept, most any 
climate offered him for the winter in 
southern or central California, and think 
himself fortunate in escaping tho rigors 
of one cold winter at home. 

But too often the newspaper informs 
the Californian that tho climato has 
failed of meeting tho demands, or expec- 
tations of the sojourner; il is too ctJld, 
too warm, too windy, or too foggy, and 
some one is to blame for not informing 
tlio world that tho climate is not uniform- 
ly pleasant, like a balmy summer day. 

Nearly every tourist seems to start 
from his eastern home with ore-conceived 
ideasjin regard to the climato lie ought 
to find in California. When these ideas 
are dispelled by stubborn facts, there is 
usually more or less disappointment, al- 
though there aro some exceptions. Some 
tourists can see only the pleasant features 
of tho State, and aftor spending a short 
time in a pleasant locality they write 
glowing descriptions of tho country to 
their Eastern friends, and perhaps advise 
selling tho dear old farm house, and tak- 
ing up at once a residence in this golden 
land. 

"Where a wind over soft from the bluo heaven

It is not often that one meets with such 
candid observations upon California as 
are found in the paper recently read be- 
fore tlio Newton Natural History Socie- 
ty, and afterward published in the 
Graphic. 

The author, with keen eyesight, sought 
for information under difficulty, and liko 
the busy lice gathered honey from overy 
flower. There seemed to bo great per- 
plexity in getting the information desired 
in regard to climatology, etc., even 
"books devoted to the subject” seemed 
to fail in this particular. But hois not 
tho first to fail while investigating the 
causes on which the climate of a place 
depends. 

For nearly forty years scientific and 
medical men have been trying to solve 
the difficult problem of climatology in 
California. The climate of San Francis- 
co, so variable and peculiar, was long a 
puzzle to the observer. In tho spring 
and summer months the mornings there 
are usually free from wind, and may sug- 
gest to a stranger that as it is so pleasant 
he may leave his overcoat behind while 
taking a survey of the city. For a time 
lie is all right, but about eleven o’clock a 
not unpleasant breeze springs up from 
the ocean. Gradually it increases in 
strength, until hy two o’clock tho sand 
may fly in clouds, and the chilling ocean 
breeze causes the cold visitor to hasten 
under shelter, or to his hotel, where a 
tiro is needed on the hearth. The ear- 
drivers, the business men, and belated 
Indies, who would a shopping go, have 
their eyes filled with dust, their gar- 
ments covered with sand, and the ladies' 
frizzes are blown overy which way. 

About sunset the wind begins to abate, 
and near midnight there is again a calm. 
The sea breeze is a daily visitor, more or 
less severe, during tho summer months, 
although about August it begins to sub- 
side, and during the months of Novem- 
ber, December and January the wind is 
quiet, excepting in occasional rain-storms, 
and the atmosphere, although somewhat 
moist, is usually delightful. 

The sojourner who gets but slight 
glimpses of San Francisco, carries home 
a story of tlio terrible climato, or of the 
lovely climate there, according to tho 
season of his visit. With all its variable-, 
ness San Francisco is quite salubrious. 
A noted physician who had made bis 
home in the city for twenty-five or thirty 
years, asserted in a medical journal that, 
so far from the climate being exhaustive 
of nervous power, "I think it can be 
safely averred, that there is no climate in 
world which, with proper regard to the 
hygienic laws, enables men to endure 
more toil of body and mind, and to re 
sist mote effectually the ordinary causes 
of disease, than that of San Francisco, 
and of the coast in general within the 
range of ocean winds.” 

In a largo State, so diversified by 
mountains, valleys, ocean, and bay, as 
California, an almost endless variety of 
known conditions of climate may be 
found somewhere. But the popular 
Eastern idea that California ever sits in 
a swinging hammock, basking in the 
summer sun, and only mild zephyrs play 
around her features, is all a misleading 
myth. Tho tourist who visits tho State 
with such ideas is sure to meet with dis- 
appointment. Like the fictitious story 
of Tantalus, who, altl o gh placed in a 
lake of the lower world, i..u waters over 
receding from his lips whenever he 
tried to drink, so the searcher for this 
admired climato finds it receding tho 
farther ho searches for it, and al- 
though ho tears his hair in disappoint- 
ment. yet his ideal clime will not he 
found tliisside of the heavenly paradise. 

Tho winters aro doubtless milder in 
the south than elsewhere, hut the sum- 
mers are very warm in many places far 
away from the coast. Two ladies front 
Oakland who spent the last ‘summer in 
Pasadena, near Los Angeles, said they 
were pleased with tho country and its 
inhabitants, but tho sultry weather was 
almost unbearable and exceeding dis- 
agreeable to them. The heat was so great 
that everything was driod up, and became 
dirty and dusty. An agreeable fog was 
sometimes present in tlio morning, but 
the hot sun would soon step out and 
quickly roll the fog up the mountain 
side as though it wero lifting a curtain. 
Tho ladies panted for a breath from the 
Oakland breeze, und longed for the time 
when they could make their way home- 
ward. 

The California pioneer understands the 
channels of thought, feeling, and pre- 
judice of the new comer, ami romomliois 
the time when he was as much interested 
in tlio various phases of climato as lie. 
But as time has elapsed, the Californian 
becomes climate hardened, feeling 

"That whatsoever wind doth blow, 

My heart is glad to have it so, * 

Hut blow it oast, or blow il west, 

The wind that blows, that wind is host." 

lie knows that in its severity the climate 
cannot equal that of New England, and, 
although his heart often fondly turns 
toward his native land, yet he is perma- 
nently transplanted, and his growing 
roots cling more and more firmly to the 
soil of his adopted state. 

To inquire of such a one. “how early 
do these apple trees leal™ nit in the 
spring?” he may not he able to tell exact- 
ly whether it lie in March or April, bit' 
if he were questioned in regard to the 
water, whether it inn up hill or down in 
California, lie would assuredly at a ver 
that, according to his host recollection, 
st remits of wat •!• evor have a downwind 


tendency, hut thttt surrounding oircitm- 
stanees might he such as to give it an up 
ward course for a short distance, when , 
its source was much h.ghor. 

it is predicted thnt, in time to cotno. 
after the present generation has passed 
away, this “citrus belt” or “citrus twist” 
of California, both north and south, will 
still bring forth its fruit in greater abun- 
dance than now, and whether the At- 
lantic coast or the Pacific is more prefer- 
able us a place of resilience will lie set- 
tled forever, for the greater number of 
inhabitants on the Pacific const then will 
speak for itself. Surprise will then ho 
expressed that the forefathers could so 
long have lived, labored and died, in such 
an ice bound country as Now England.

They will attend 
Christ c hurch, Waltham, on St. George's 
day on invitation of Rev. Mr. Fales. 

—Michael Kinchilla, 0 years of age, while 
fishing on Silver Lake pond, Friday after- 
noon, went through the ice. Edward Burke 
and John Kotcliford, who happened to be 
near by, went to the little fellow ’s rescue. 
Burke crawled out over the ice, and while 
securely held by Kotcliford, succeeded in 
pulling the boy out, after ho had gone down 
for the second time. Young Kinchilla was 
taken to his home, and was resuscitated 
through the efforts of his parents, aided by 
citizens. The ice was very thin where the 
accident occurred, and hut for the prompt 
and courageous conduct of Burke and 
Kotcliford, the hoy would have been 
drowned. 


The Newton Real Estate Association. 

There was a lively debate in the House, 
Wednesday, over the bill to incorporate 
the Newton Real Estate Association with 
$130,000 capital, aud a charter to run for 
80 years. Mr Mellon of Worcester, who 
lias always opposed such bills, and was a 
dissenter from the report of the commit- 
tee, took the floor against this also, urg- 
ing his well-known objections to the ac- 
quiring of real estate by corporations, 
lie moved to limit the association toMid- 
dlesex county alone. Messrs. Bottom of 
Northampton aud Slocum of New- 
ton defended the policy of encourag- 
ing enterprises of this sort, and of 
giving young men a chance to combine 
capital as an offset to the millionaires. 
Mr. Atwood of Boston opposed the bill. 
Mr. B'umeof Boston believed it was bail 
policy to establish land companies of 
this sort. Mr. Brooks of Springflold op- 
posed tho bill, saying that such a com- 
pany should be chartered only when 
there was a great exigency, and such 
exigency lias not been shown. Mr. Wy- 
man of Hyde Park urged tho House to 
pass the bill for the benefit of specula- 
tors am,l for tho boneflt of the public, for 
it is the speculators who have helped 
greatly tho development of the country. 
Mr. Sprout of Worcester provoked ap- 
plause by a warm defence of the state’s 
policy of prohibiting the holding of real 
estate by speculative corporations. Mr. 
Baker of Malden insisted that it was 
good policy to pass the bill. Mr. Slocum 
of Newton held that English precedents 
had no force in this country. Mr. t'ook 
of Weymouth opposed tho bill. By ($2 
to IK), the House rejected Mr. Mcllen’s 
amendment, and ordered the hill to a 
third reading. 


Article of Amendment. 

The following is tho proposed amend- 
ment to the constitution if this statu to 
bo voted upon April 22d: 

The manufacture aud sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors to lie used as a beverage, are 
prohibited. The general court shall 
enact suitable legislation to enforce the 
provisions of this article.

A I’ROl’ONKD ANNEXATION. 


SltAM, MOUMK’h FIRM) 1»R ADDED TO NEW- 
TON OH HKTAINKP 11Y W ATKItTOWN. 

To the Kill tor of tho Boston Herald: 

The district known as Morse's Field is 
a part of tho town of Watertown, physical- 
ly disconnected from the rest of tho town 
by the Charles River, and commercially 
and socially a part of Newton. Owners 
of property in this district perceive that 
this district, desirahlo for residence, with 
abundant natural advantages docs not 
have its fair proportion of tho growth 
and prosperity by which it is flanked on 
both sides. It gains littlo or nothing by 
being a part of Watertown, and loses a 
grent deal by not being a part of Newton. 
It is not only owners of property that 
see the district hampered by an unnatural 
attachment, but tenants are unable to 
avail themselves of the public benefits of 
the centre to which they naturally be- 
long, and with which they desire to be 
formally united. The United States 
does not recognize the absurdity of Wa- 
tertown being tho centre for this de- 
tached district, but seuds all the mail for 
it to Newton. 

Residents in tho district while using 
tho railroad station at Newton in prefer- 
ence to the station at Watertown, and 
using also the Newton postoflice nre not. 
able to avail themselves of the nearest 
pub io schools, etc. 

Tho only original cnusc for tho attach- 
ing of this district to Watertown was to 
protect tho ancient llsh weirs. Such a 
reason Is now obsolete, and tho only pos 
sible ground for objecting to annexation 
is a dog-in-the-manger policy on the part 
of Watertown. I am credibly informed 
that Watertown has spent large sums of 
money contrary to law to provent the 
annexation. Not only would the resi- 
dents of tho district bo benefited, but 
tho people of Newton would be benefited 
by the annexation of a territory which 
should from tho tirst have belonged to 
Newton. This annexation should be 
authorized, not merely as an act of tardy 
justice to this district, but as a sound, 
necessary measure of public policy.

When Mr. Allen says, “Those men have 
been whipped into subjection,” it only 
shows how little I 10 knows; for since tho 
recent election, the cause of tnriff reform 
hns grown wonderfully, and, for a body 
of whipped men, they continue to pre- 
sent a very imposing appearance. I in- 
tended to savthis, but was prevented by 
my friend Walton, who enught tiie oyo of 
tiie chairman and consumed the few re- 
maining moments allotted to speakers.

The New Directory. 

The Newton Directory for 1889 has been 
issued this week by tlie publishers, 
Drew, Allis & Co., of Worcester, and is 
tl;e eleventh in their series of Newton di- 
rectories. They first began in 181*8, and tlie 
volumn for that year contained only 3,287 
names, against 9,812 in the book for this 
year. Tlie directory shows a net gain of 
only 330 names since 1887, which does not 
argue very rapid growth, in spite of tlie 
great number of new houses built during 
these two years. However, with the 
Newton Co-operative bank and the pro- 
jected street railway, which are promised 
this season, Newton ought to show a very 
large increase by the time the next volume 
appears. The movable character of a large 
portion of our population is shown by the 
fact that over one-fourth of the names in 
tlie last volume were erased in making up 
the present .one, and that 3,(X»2 new names 
were added tills year. Many people come 
here and rent a house for a year or two and 
then move away again to some other sub- 
urb or to Boston. The special feature of 
the book this year is tlie street directory, 
which has been prepared with great care, 
and gives the list of all tlie residents on a 
street, as nearly correct as it was possible to 
make them, aud which will add much to 
the convenience of tin* directory. The 
>trect numbers a** also given as fur as tlie 
streets und houses have been furnished 
with them. The book contains in addition 
a great deal of information about tlie city, 
the list of city officials, schools and teach- 
ers, societies, churches, and other infor- 
mation, which makes it almost indispensa- 
ble to everv resident. The price of tlie di- 
rectory is $2.

FLOURISHING NEWTON INDUSTRY. 

SOME THINGS SEEN IN A VISIT TO THE 
OAMKWEI.I. FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH 
FACTORY. 

Newton, although a residential city, 
possessts many industries that provide 
employment for skilled mechanics in 
various manufacturing enterprises. Ber- I 
baps, the most interesting industry In 
this city is tlie manufacture of the deli- 
cate implements and machinery which 
are utilized in electrical apparatus. A 
representative of tlie Graphic recently 
visited the establishment of tlie Game- 
well Fire Alarm Telegraph Company, 
located at Newton Highlands, and was 
shown through the various departments 
where the workmen were busily em- 
ployed in formulating the fire alarm tele- 
graphic machinery which so quickly , 
communicates tlie news of danger from 
fire and brings to the scene of tlie con- J 
flagration tlie courageous firemen ! 
who brave great personal dangers in tlie ' 
saving of life and property. Here, also, 
tlie machinery which is used in the police 
signal system is manufactured and one 
is amazed at tlie numberless, yet simple i 
appliances that combined through in- , 
ventivo skill produce such wonderful 
results. 

But this is the age of progress: one 
becomes accustomed to accept tbe in- { 
ventor’s skill as a matter of course and 
little thought is paid to the development 
of the crude idea to tlie perfect and use- 
ful machine. To wander over tlie factory 
where such machinery is perfected is to j 
gain a broader knowledge and clearer , 
insight into tlie progressive field of me- 
chanic arLs where brains and skill are ' 
the requisite and essential qualities that : 
shall fit the workman for his daily task. 
The delicate character of the machinery 
manufactured requires the utmost nicety 
iu execution and finish, for perfection in 
detail must be attained in order to com- 
plete the perfect machine. 

One cannot help feeling a natural 
pride that such an institution should he 
successfully carried on in his own city, es- 
pecially as the employes are Newton men, 
many of whom were born here and edu- 
cated in our public schools. The Game- 
well factory, therefore, although it sup- 
plies the electrical alarm machinery to 
the leading cities and towns of the 
United States and foreign lands. is purely 
to us a local institution, fostered and de- 
veloped through the genius and skill of 
Newton’s inventors aud mechanics. 

Dr. William F. Chauning of Boston and 
Mr. Moses G. Farmer of Salem were the 
first gentlemen to successfully employ 
electricity for giving instantaneous, uni- 
versal and definite alarms iu case of fire. 
In June, 1851, their plan was accepted by 
the City of Boston and an appropriation 
made to test the experiment. Brogress 
was uecessarily slow* and it was a year 
before the first official fire-alarm was 
sounded by electricity. About the year 
1855. Messrs. Gamewell A* Co. became 
proprietors of all the patents of Channing 
A* Farmer for the south and west and 
^shortly after for the entire country. 
Since that time, Messrs. Gamewell & Co. 
made many improvements iu the system 
and the present company, of which Mr. 
John N, Gamewell of the old firm is 
superintendent, now own over 200 patents 
and possess the most complete and per- 
fected electric-alarm system in use. 

A description of the machinery seen in 
process of manufacture at the factory 
will he read with interest. The tire- 
alarm telegraph consists of a central or 
battery station, the wire circuits which 
connect the central station with tlie 
street signal boxes and the alarm apnara 
tus, consisting of electro-mechanical bell 
strikers in church or other towers, elec- 
tro-mechanical gong-strikers located in 
engine houses, public huildiugs aud resi- 
dences of fire department officials, ami 
indicators showing in plain figures the 
miiutier of the signal box from which an 
alarm originates. In Newton, where the 
Gamewell system is in use and where it 
has been demonstrated a practical suc- 
cess. by many vears of use, there are 
eight elect ro-mechanieal bed strikers. 
The steel hearings of this machinery and. 
in fact, all the electrical machine play 
into gun metal ami the workmanship is 
lirst-class in every particular. 

The signal boxes are of various forms 
and sixes. All the fire-alarm street sig- 
nal boxes are made of cast iron, cottaged 
shaped and contain dock work with 
spring or weight motors so arrange if as 
to open and close an electric circuit a 
definite number of times at certain inter- 
vals, indicating by the number of blow > 
upon the alarm bells, and the intervals 
between, the exact location or number of 
the signal mechanism iu action. The 
box is first opened by a citizen’s key 
which is fitted into a trap lock and can- 
not be taken out until it is released by 
an official of the tire department. The 
outside case which is thus opened con- 
tains the Gardiner non-interference box 
which contains the electrical apparatus. 
A small starting lever, spread into a 
thumb-piece or hook on the outside, 
passes through the door of the ease and 
rests upon the detent lever of the signal 
meoliauisni. Lifting the detent-lover Im- 
pressing the starting-lever lightly down- 
ward once, sets the signal mechanism 
and through it the whole system of fire 
telegraph in operation. When the door 
of the non-interfering case isolosed.it 
shuts off the magnet, preventing injury 
from electric light and other strong cur- 
rents. The company manufactures also 
a keyless box, the door being opened by 
turning a handle on the outside. The 
meahauism is so arranged that the door 
cannot be opened unless the handle is 
fully turned, u partial turn not being 
sufficient although it will cause a large 
gong inside the door to ring. This pre- 
vents giving false alarms, as one who is 
willfully attempting to give a false alarm 
stops turning the handle upon the first 
sound of the bell withiu, the noise call- 
ing the attention of all in the vicinity to 
the attempt. 

Among tiie appliances used 111 con- 
nection with the system may be men- 
tioned the Stover switch, used to test the 
box electrically and nucnauically. with- 
out seudiiig au alarm outside of that box. 
There is also mechanism which is used 
for protection from electric light or

I he lightning arrester and key combined 
is a very simple and compact, arrange- 
ment for discharging atmospheric elec- 
tricity and grounding the circuit on 
either side of the apparatus, or cutting 
it out entirely by means of a plug nor- 
mally p aced in the centre of the ground 
plate combined with a simple break-cir- 
cuit key. The automatic repeater is a 
mechanical device -o arranged that a 
signal on any one circuit is instantiy re- 
peated on all the others; but if that 
signal is eaused by a break of the wire, 
the repeater, after sounding one blow on 
the other eircuits, throws the one dis- 
abled out of service, leaving the others 
intact. The indicator which is used for 
both tho fire-alarm and police-alarm sig- 
nal systems is placed m the engine 
station or wagon house and throws up 
the number of the box pulled. The 
woodwork cases of the various machines 
are handsome in design and finish, and 
the general character of the machinery 
itself indicates thorough workmanship. 
Through inventive skill machinery lias 
been introduced which enables the 
Gamewell company to cut gear patterns 
and plates exactly alike so that parts of 
machines even made years before can be 
perfectly duplicated at any time. 

While the writer was looking over thees 
tahlishment he found in the shipping room 
numberless cases containing police-alarm 
and fire-alarm apparatus ready to be 
shipped to various points in the United 
States. Chicago, San Francisco. Brooklyn. 
Jacksonville, Minneapolis and Montreal 
being among the places to which the 
company happened to be sending ma- 
chinery on that day. 

Large numbers of police-signal boxes 
and fire-alarm boxes were awaiting their 
exterior coating of paint, in the paint 
shop attached to the factory. The police- 
boxes are larger than the fire-alarm box- 
es and rounded in shape and in addition 
to the usual apparatus contain a tele- 
phone and transmitter. Tlie mechanism 
is of precisely the same fine quality as 
that found in the fire-alarm boxes and 
much resembles it in general outline, 
tbough provided with the particular de- 
vices needed to adapt it to the police 
service. The inking registers, made at 
the factory to run in connection with 
either police or fire-alarm boxes, are 
beautiful pieces of workmanship and are 
constructed of all sizes, accommodating 
anywhere from one to thirty-six circuits. 

Readers of the Graphic will find it 
well worth their while to visit this bee- 
hive of industry. The importance to the 
city of such an establishment, having, as 
it does, a pay-roll amounting to about 
81000 a week, must be apparent to every 
thoughtful citizen, while for tlie gratifi- 
cation of curiosity alone, one caunot 
more pleasantly spend an afternoon.

Benjamin Harrison, if ho had been voted 
for directly by the people, would not have 
been elected president of the United 
States. Under the present system, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Illinois and Ohio 
with a population of fifteen million peo- 
ple, have 111 representatives and eight 
senators while four small states with 
only 500,000 population and 4 representa- 
tives in the house send 8 senators. New 
York state has only 2 senators, yet the 
New England states with less population 
send 12 senators to Washington. The 
system is wrong, unequal, unjust and 
contrary to the genius and spirit of our 
institutions. The citizens should go to 
tho polls and vote for tho president di- 
rectly, the same as they do for governor 
of tlie state, and l would advocate an 
amendment to the constitution that 
would provide for this change, casting 
our votos directly for our choice, securing 
a free ballot, a clear count and cheerful- 
ly acquiescing in tho result. 

Mr. .J. W. Davis opened tho debate in 
the negative. The previous speaker, said 
Mr. Davis, has attacked tho present 
system of electing a president and 
vice president, but has given no very 
good reasons in support of tho plan 
which he proposes to obviate the difficul- 
ties. I do not claim that the present 
system is pcrtect; it is far from that, but 
in order for the gentleman in the affirma- 
tive to maintain bis point, he must prove 
not only that tho present system is a bad 
one but that the system which he proposes 
is abetter one. Are there serious objec- 
tions to his plan? We must hear in mind 
that it is important to recognize the sover- 
eignty of state rights. Under tho present 
system tho different states have the 
power to appoint electors of equal num- 
ber to their representatives and senators. 
This is a recognition of the state as a 
unit and to do away with that provision 
would be to do away with state 
sovereignty. Under Mr. Plummer's 
plan, tho smaller states would 
be less influential and tho larger 
states more influential. Tho state of 
New York measured by its population is 
greater than 13 of the smaller states of 
tho union. If we elected, therefore, a 
president by popular vote, New York 
would posess an influence greater than 
that possessed by 13 other States. There is 
no danger, however, that tho proposed 
amendment will be adopted, because it 
requires a three-fourths vote of all| the 
States to bring about such a change and 
the smaller States would not be likely to 
vote for a measure that would so greatly 
increase the power of such States as New 
York and Pennsylvania. Under the 
change proposed by Mr. Plummer, there 
is another serious danger to bo consid- 
ered. an opportunity for even more 
fraud and corruption than under the 
present system.

To tho Editor of tho Graphic. 

Every sehool hoy and school girl has 
been taught and taught how fast and how 
much the United States has grown since 
1790. The year 1790 was the year of the 
first census, and perhaps tlfe growth of 
the census itself is as good an example 
as can he found of the wonderful expan- 
sion of the nation. Tho first census was 
simply an enumeration of the people; it 
cost less than $50,000 and was all con- 
tained in a modest volume of 52 pages; it 
showed that there were nearly four mil- 
lions of people in the country. Since 
then the census has grown with tlie 
country, and the tables of the census, like 
tho industries of tho country, have be- 
come diversified. Statistics of manufac- 
tures appeared in 1810, in tho third cen- 
sus. The fifth census seems to have been 
an exception to the rule as it was much 
smaller than either the third or the 
fourth. But tlie printing was so wretch- 
edly done that Congress required a re- 
publication, and this made tlie cost ex- 
ceed the cost of any preceding census in 
spite of its smaller size. In 1840, 1850, 
1800, 1870, statistics were collected in re- 
gard to agriculture, mining, manufactur- 
ing, mortality, wealth, etc., the size, 
variety, and cost of the work, constantly 
increasing. The one volume of 1790 
with 52 pages, in 1870 had grown to four 
volumes with an aggregate of over 3200 
pages; and instead of paying $50,000 or 
a little over a cent apiece, the people 
paid over $3,000,000, or nearly nine cents 
for every man, woman and ehild, in the 
country. The unparalleled increase in 
the wealth of the country in tho decade, 
1870-1880, it well exemplified in the con- 
tents and proportions of the tenth cen- 
sus. Volume one is given to population; 
manufactures have two volumes; agricul- 
ture has four including one especially 
about trees {mortality and social statistics 
fill five volumes; newspapers, Alaska, and 
hipbuildiug are some w bat qucerly shut 
between the sail)'

(2), swell the whole number of volumes 
to twenty-four with thu aggregate of 
20,000 pages. A tax of eleven cents up- 
on every person within our borders 
would not have sufficed to make the 
$5,800,000 needed for tlii» stupendous 
work. 

Tho first purpose of tho census, as 
every one knows, is simply to ascertain 
the number of people in each state, be- 
cause upon that depends (lie light of thu 
slate to send to Congress a larger or 
smaller number of representatives, and 
its right also for a greater or less rupru- 
sentati »ii in the Electoral College. 

But the educational use of these works 
is immense; and even more important 
than this is tho warning that comes from 
the pages of such volumes as those ou the 
"Dependent, defective, and delinquent 
classes,” or on “Wages, Strikes and 
Lockouts.” One might suggest the ad- 
dition of a twenty-filth volume to ex- 
plain how all these facts are collected, 
and the thousand uses to which they can 
bu put by teacher, farmer, miner, manu- 
facturer and reformer. 

The constitution requires an enumera- 
tion of the people every tenth year, and 
Congress in February passed a "Bill for 
Taking the Eleventh Census.”

S. Lamont, tho 
mayor of Chicago and tho mayor of 
Philadelphia. Tho circumstances of tho 
heroic act are as follows: Early in Janu- 
ary, J. Howard Loo was playing“hockey” 
on Haskell’s pond and full into tho 
water which was about twelve feet deep, 
and would havo boon drowned had not 
young Blaisdoll, who, without hesitation 
or stopping to romovo any part of J is 
clothing, jumpod into tho water, grabbed 
Leo just as ho was going down for the 
third time, and kept him afloat until the 
spectators c ould throw planks to them, 
by which means the solid ice was 
reached. The Massacliucetts Humane 
Society presented him with agold medal, 
and young Lie's father gave him a hand- 
some pair of gold cufT-buttons, suitably 
engraved. Ex-President Cleveland’s letter 
is as follows: *‘I havo received news- 
paper clippings giving an account of your 
bravo act in rescuing a schoolmate from 
drowning, and it gives mo great pleasure 
to send you a line in recognition of tho 
courage and intrepidity which actuated 
you in placing your life in danger to save 
that of another. Such emergencies de- 
velop character and test one’s strength 
of will, and you have shown that you 
possess one of tho most important attri- 
butes of true manhood.” President 
Harrison wrote: *‘I have read with groat 
interest »the statements in the news- 
papers of tho rescuing of ,1. Howard Lee 
from a watery grave, and bog to inclose 
my autograph.” Tho letter of Vice- 
President Morton was as follows: 
"I have read with interest the accounts 
of your bravo act in rescuing a school- 
mate from drowning. Such an act of 
courago. shows you to be a boy of whom 
any father might well feel proud.” Gov- 
ornor Jackson wrote: “My attention has 
just been called to your able and heroic 
act in saving the life of your schoolmate. 
Young men of such courage are indeed 
scarce. I trust you will make as good a 
man as you have proved yourself coura- 
geous and brave.” Mayor Latrobc wrote: 
“1 am much uratitied at seeing an ac- 
count of your gallant roscuo of J. How- 
ard Lee from drowning at the risk of 
your own life. Such actions call for 
commendation from all who admire 
bravery and willingness to make sell- 
sacritlce.” Governor Lee, of Virgiuia, 
wrote: “A boy who will save a drown- 
ing' comrade under such circumstances 
will, if opportunity is ottered, save his 
country.” Governor Beaver’s letter said: 
“Your brave and manly act is worthy of 
the highest commendation.” Robert 
Lowry, Governor of Mississippi, wrote: 
4, A boy of such courage will till tho place 
of a true mau. God bless you.”

Prohibition in Rhode Island. 

To tho Editor of the OiiAPiuc: 

Tho foes of Constitutional Amend- 
ments nro suioly "reckoning without 
their host” in trying to make tho experi- 
ence of Rhode Island support them in 
their thoughtless warfare on this great 
principle of correct government. Their 
love of boasted personal liberty makes 
many very apathetic, little realizing that 
personal liberty now-a-days is made to 
cover a multitude of errors, like anarchy, 
free lovo, mutinous strikes, etc., etc. 
But it is well to remomber "That person- 
al liberty always ceases where injury to 
your neighbor begins.” "Now let us 
reason together.” 

About tliusc times the Providence 
Journal which is and always lias been an 
open enemy to Prohibition is making it-, 
self lively and our Boston Dailies fol- 
licle of other material are giving its bit- 
terly prejudiced testimony prominent 
space under big head lines in their 
columns to help the Rum Interests light 
tlie proposed amendment. "Little 
Iihody” looms no to-day a big spectre to 
these metropolitan dailies when hitherto 
they havo passed her by unnoticed. Even 
our nominally temperance papers are 
moving cautiously, and tho Boston Journal 
iuserts an article by Rev. Dr. Dorchester, 
but is very careful to state that it is not 
responsible for tho sentiment expressed. 
The siienco of these family temperance 
papers is simply thunderous. Even the 
Congregationalist has spoken with such 
a conservative cautious utterance that all 
the Rum papers are giving its sentiments 
free publication, and tho whiskey and 
beer magnates are paying for its inser- 
tion in all tiie local papers that will take 
it. The talk of tho Providence Journal 
"that more intoxicatiug liquor is manu- 
factured and sold in Rhode Island under 
so called prohibitory law than at any 
lime under the license system is mere 
assertion unsupported by facts and 
figures. If this cheap assertion be true, 
why in tho name of Heaven is every dis- 
tiller, brewer, and saioouist in this great 
country so interested to resubmit the 
amendment iu cunning little Rhode 
Island and to defeat the amendment pro- 
posed in Massachusetts, Pennsylvania and 
New Hampshire, while every man, woman 
and child who day by day labois and 
prays for the overthrow of tins liquor 
traffic, supports tho amendment without 
a quibble. Although Prohibition has 
bail no chance in Rhode Island through 
the apathy of officials who do not believe 
in it as a principle, and whose sellish in- 
terests deter them from conflict with the 
beer and whiskey interests whose 
creatures they feel thomselves|to be, yet 
very encouraging statistics have been 
gathered, proving the superior thrift of 
the people of Rhode Island under pro- 
hibition. While the boasted petition of 
tiie resubmissiouists contained 24T»7 
names most of whom voted against tiie 
amendment when first submitted, the 
petition that remonstrated against rc- 
subniission contained nearly 14,000 names 
’ of the best of her people, — a significant 
fact of itself. 

Mr. Walter U. Frost, a prominent 
Providence journalist and tho Rhode 
Island correspondent of tiie New York 
Tribune and also of the Chicago Tribune 
gathered statistics which ho presented 
at a recent legislative hearing. These 
boar very interestingly to thoughtful 
people upon this question, but, strange 
to say, these New York, Chicago and 
Boston papers do not care to use them 
just about these times. The Providence 
Journal asserts that ‘‘business iu Provi- 
dence is dull or disarranged ami that the 
amendment lias depreciated tiie price of 
real estate iu that city. Now let him 
have the floor. 

He says that "to every fair-minded 
business mail the volume of bank clear- 
ings taken year in and year out give a 
fair indication of the condition of busi- 
ness. Lot us take the figures for the 
last throe years under high license and 
compare them with the three years of 
prohibition. 

In 1883, tiie clearings amounted to 
$237,148,800. In 18S4, they were $217,448- 
300, and in 188.7, $210,407,200; making a 
net decreuse or loss of $21,000,000 in 
til roe >eais of license law. 

Iu i88tl, prohibition was voted. In 
that year nusiness bank clearings jumped 
up to $ 202 , 08 ^, 200 , an increase of $10,000- 
ooo, instead of the regular decrease ot 
the three previous years. In 1887, when 
tho law was fairly well enforced the 
clearings rose to $244,077,100, another in- 
crease of $ 12 , 000 , 000 . In 1888, when tho 
law was not unforced as wol .it amounted 
to $4, 000, 000, or a total of $32,204,440 over 
the last year of license. What’s more 
strange still these figures wore taken 
from tho Providence Journal. Savings 
Bank’s deposits, in 1882, amounted to 
$48,320,001.80; throe years later, they had 
increased only $3,000,000 the three last 
years of license. Nov. 21, 1888, the 
amount due depositors hud increased 
$0,000,000; iitidoi prohibition, 100 per 
cent increase over license years. Tiie 
number of depositors in one savings 
bank alone increased under prohibition 
over 3oo per cent. Tho fact that real 
estate (which this Providence Journal 
asserts) lias depreciated under amend- 
ment times is unknown to the tax asses- 
sors. Since 1887, real estate values have 
increased $S,ooo,ooo, iu Providence alone, 
while personal property increased in 
assessoi’s valuations over $3,700,000. 
Kept* are increasing and it is next to iiu- 
p issihle to rout u store in tiie business 
part of poor amendment ridden Provi- 
dence ami vacant houses are (ho ex- 
ception and not the rule. Iu the matter 
of arroits in Providcuuo he asserts luat 
"in tiie lust two-uud-u half ye irs pro- 
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hildtion has ruled that tho number has 
decreased 2(M¥) under fhe number made 
in the same period of lieenso.” In 1887, 
tho New York Tribune, in commenting 
editorially on the fact that arrests for 
drunkenness bad fallen of! more than 40 

I iercent in the tirst six months of pro- 
libiton says: "A law that accomplished 
that much good is a good law. We 
would lie glad to have in this city, New 
York, a measure that would reduce the 
amount of crime — pocket-picking, bur- 
glary, arson, bundling, or what not, as 
largely as the Prohibition Act has de- 
creased drunkenness and its attendant 
evils in Providenco. and no one would 
deny the value of such a law. A law 
which has accomplished so much cannot 
truthfully he said to lie injurious to the 
best interests of tho State.” So much 
for tho now silent Tribune. 

1 will close this defence of Prohibitory 
Amendments by summoning this now 
over-zealous Providence Journal itself 
to testify as to the fallacy of some of its 
own latter-day statements at the end 
of tiie first year of Prohibition experi- 
ence in Rhode island. It says: 

"The most obvious result of the lu w 
is tiie abolition of open selling to any 
and nil comers. Throughout the State 
tho public saloon is reported unknown. 
This of Course is a very decidod gain. 
The temptations placed in tiie way of 
tho young and heedless by open bar 
rooms at every corner have been re- 
moved, and in consequence, taking the 
State as a whole there was a remarkable 
falling of in drunkenness and cognate of- 
fences during the last six months of 1880, 
as compared with the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1887. In a word, the present 
stato of a Hairs is this: The law lias re- 
duced the amount of drunkenness that 
was seen under t lie lieense system; and 
lias so far conduced to the general im- 
provement of many hitherto disorderly 
localities, it has secured a semblance of 
its purpose in closing public saloons.” 

It thus quotes from police records to 
verify these .sincere words that it once 
published.

THE AMENDMENT. 

1 noticed In the Graphic last week an 
editorial referring to the conspicuous al>- 
scence of any opinions on the part of the 
Heston Traveller and Boston .lournnl noon 
the proposed Constitutional Amendment. 
So far ns the Traveller is concerned, the 


vhich are now none too wide for country 
roads, can bo widened at a very small ex- 
pense, and tho section bo made much 
moro attractive.

THE STREET LIGHT CONTRACT. 


The contract with the Newton and 
Watertown Gas company, for the light- 
ing of streets tho coming three years, 
was such a favorable one that it went 
through the common council without a 
dissenting vote, and there is no doubt of 
its being passed by tho board of aider- 
men. Such a contract is a substantial 
•victory for the street light committee, 
and also shows that tho representatives 
of the Gas company were reasonably dis- 
posed, and were willing to treat the city 
fairly. It was their duty of course, as 
representing a business corporation, to 
get the most favorable terms they could 
for their company, while on the other 
hand the committee, under the able lead- 
ership of its chairman, Alderman John- 
son, had to look solely to (bo interests of 
the city, which demanded that tho lights 
should be provided for inside of the ap- 
propriation. 

It is the best contract the city ever 
made, and only shows how quietly and 
effectively the new city government is 
doing its work. It has been often re- 
marked of late that there is no longer 
any excitement about the city govern- 
ment matters, but this is because all the 
members agree on the policy to be pur- 
sued, and are going about their work in a 
business-like manner. There is not 
much of a flourish, perhaps, but when 
the results are revealod, as in the case of 
this street light contract, it is seen that 
some hard work has been done, with a 
shrewd foresight for the saving of the 
city money. 

For the next three years the city will 
he better lighted than ever before in its 
history, the insufficient oil lamps will be 
replaced by incandesceut lamps, the gas 
lights will he increased in brilliancy, and 
there will be money left to pay for what 
new lamps are needed, with a probable 
balance at the end of tho year. The con- 
solidation of the two street lighting com- 
panies has evidently proved au excellent 
thing for tho city. 


A representative of tho Wost End 
company was in town this week, inter- 
viewing tho property owners on NVavcrly 
Avenue, Tremont, Brighton, Ward and 
Hammond stroets.to get their sentiments 
in regard to an extension of the West 
End road through thoso streets, with a 
line running from tho Newton station. 
It is said that he was rather surprised to 
find the largest property owners so fa- 
vorably disposed, most of them not only 
having no objections to having the rond 
pass their residences, but being decidedly 
in favor of the scheme. They recognize 
that a street railway is one of those mod- 
ern conveniences which add immensely 
to tho comfort of living. Besides, a 
street railway is needed to build up the 
section of the city which the distauce 
from the stations makes inconvenient 
even for those who keep horses. If the 
West End company should build such a 
road, laud on Ward street and vicinity 
would be at once in demand for building 
purposes, and a real estate boom would 
follow that would have an important of- 
fect in the building up of Newton. 


The question of what shall bo done 
with boys who are expelled from school 
is troubling the police and truant officer. 
They can uot bo arrested as truants, and 
to leave them to roam at will about the 
streets is neither advantageous for them 
nor for tho public. There is need of some 
amendment to the truant laws, so that 
hoys who are so disobedient that their 
presence cannot be tolerated in school, 
could be taken care of and placed where 
they will bo made to obey. Boys with 
whom moral suasion is a failure need a 
liberal dose of corporal punishment ei- 
ther from their parents or their teachers, 
and in this respect the old fashioned 
methods were better than the present 
ones. Perhaps the county truant schools 
will furnish a solution of this problem, 
by amending the laws so that boys ex- 
pelled from school, and whose parents 
have no control over them, can be sent 
there and given a chance to grow up use- 
ful and law-abiding citizens. 


THE ( JFFICE-SEEKERS. 


It is very discouraging to read in the 
Washington despatches of the Boston 
Journal, which aro noted for their stal- 
wart Republicanism, that ‘‘the rush for 
office here in these early days after the 
ushering in of the now administration is 
something almost unprecedented. ” A 
careful reading of tho Journal for the 
past four years has shown conclusively 
that the “lust for spoils” was confined 
entirely to Democrats, of whom, of 
course, no better things could be expect- 
ed. But to find that there is the same 
greed for office on the part of Republi- 
cans is discouraging to those who hoped 
that we were to have an era of belter 
things for tho next four years. 
President GMeveland, every one is 
is now willing to admit, honestly tried to 
live up to his civil service reform pro- 
fessions, but the pressure of iiis party 
was too much for him. Will President 
Harrison be any better .able to resist the 
demands made upou him, which, accord- 
ing to reliable authority, are unpreced- 
ented? This is a question which all 
those who believe in divorcing the civil 
service from politics, are asking them- 
selves with a good deal of anxiety. It is 
not at all to the credit of this country 
that with every ehunge in administra- 
tion the pressure for spoils becomes at 
once the most urgent question for the 
new President to consider, ami forces all 
other issues into tho background. Ac- 
cording to the views of these office-seek- 
ers, nil that a victory for their party 
means is that former office-holders are to 
be turned out ami the salaries turned 
over to them as a reward for their ser- 
vices. It is little wonder that so many 
precautions are needed to protect the 
purity of the ballot, when so many men 
in both parties hold such views. All 
national issues are now crowded out of 
sight, and the columns of the daily pa- 
pers are taxed to give tho list of tho men 
who are seeking a reward for voting for 
the men, and the principles which they 
professed to believe were the only right 
ones. The spectacle ought to convert 
every disinterested citizen into an enthu- 
siastic advocate of an immediate exten- 
sion of the civil service reform rules to 
every office under the government.

Editor Whicher of the Traveller is a 
native of New Hampshire, and for sev- 
eral years was a resident of Rhode 
Island and he is not only competent to 
speak for the welfare of those States, hut 
he takes a deep interest in their moral 
growth and prosperity. 

But he is not certain as to the moral or 
political effect such an amendment would 
produce affixed to the constitution of the 
State of Massachusetts, and neither he, nor 
the Traveller, nor the Journal, will care to 
risk any opinions when the interests of 
party weigh more in the scale than any sen- 
timental ideas of morality and religion. 
They don’t desire to do it and the party 
don’t desire it for them. The fact that 
these two only straight-out Republican pa- 
pers in the metropolis arc silent upon the 
subject, speaks volumes. 

I neither know nor have the means of 
judging what the views of the Graphic 
are, but as your correspondent I have no 
hesitation or delicacy in expressing my 
own, for which of course the Graphic is 
not responsible. 

I have no hesitation in saying that 
the whole thing from its conception 
on has been a hypocritical fraud. It is 
a matter which was forced upon the 
party by a set of cranks who have no 
faith in themselves in its practicability, and 
the leaders of the party had to adopt it in 
the platform of the party for the sake of 
the party. 

Whether the amendment is accepted or 
rejected by the people does not advance 
the question of temperance at all and the 
leaders know it. If it is accepted then 
there will he no eml of legislation to define 
what the nmemlment means in detail and 
practice. If it is rejected then there will 
be an attempt to pass a prohibitory law 
which we have had once, and found it to- 
tally inoperative and repealed it. 

The local option law as it now stnnds is 
the best law we can have, and by pursuing 
the high license policy, liquor selling and 
drunkenness can be brought into close 
quarters and virtually controlled by the 
law 

I have little faith in its acceptance by the 
people. The Republican party has yielded 
to the prohibition whip in doing what it 
has, and at heart it desires to go no farther. 

The cider clause was a disturbing ele- 
ment till some party either fool or knave ha: 
been promulgating through the. state that 
the amendment as it stands will not prevent 
the farmers from making cider. I have no 
faith in the honesty of the amendment and 
I do have great faith in the honesty and 
good sense of the people.

MASSACHUSETTS AMONG THE FIRST. 

The nomination of Col. John L. Wash- 
hum of Worcester to be Minister resident 
and Consul General at Switzerland was not 
only a deserved compliment to the old Bay 
State. hut a first-class appointment in every 
way. If all of President Harrison’s foreign 
appointments shall he of the same class, the 
United States will he well represented 
abroad.

THE LATE SIDNEY BARTLETT. 

I can hardly endure tho extravagant 
eulogies pronounced by the bar upon the 
late Sidney Bartlett. lie was undoubtedly 
an eminently successful man, but I deny 
that he was an eminently legal man in the 
strict application of that term. He was 
successful because he was a patient, hard 
working, self confident man in his pro- 
fession. The circumstances of the times 
in which he lived made him. He followed 
a lead with blind pertinacity. He amassed 
a fortune in his legal practice, and by 
shrewd investment because he would have 
had to step out of his way to avoid it. It 
was going altogether too far to say that his 
death left no first class lawyer at the Suf- 
folk bar. His talent as a lawyer was rather 
assumptive than possessive. I know many of 
his contemporaries who were prominent at 
the bar fifty years ago, and 1 think I could 
name a score who were head ami shoulders 
above him in all that constitutes a first 
class lawyer. He deserves great respect hut 
such full some eulogies as have been passed 
upon him are unjust to the living and the 
dead. 

DAWES AND LONG. 

The papers have announced the fact that 
Senator I)awes interposed iu the matter of 
the special Cherokee mission and stayed 
the nomination of Governor Long for one of 
the Commissioners. 

The reasons assigned by the President 
for selecting n member from this state were 
good and sufficient, and why Senator Dawes 
should interfere to prevent it may not ap- 
pear clear on the face, hut to my mind, it is 
significant of the fact that Dawes has 
never forgiven Long for endeavoring to 
unseat him two years ago. 

Dawes can afford to defy his party for 
the termination of his senatorial career; in 
the termination of his public life, a long 
but not very brilliant one. But he cannot 
afford to smirch his record by any such 
petty personal malevolence. L think the 
party and the people will judge him pretty 
correctly for this act. 

However, it is not sure that he will suc- 
ceed in this. I had an Interview Tuesday 
with a party holding a prominent position 
in Washington, who thinks the President 
will adhere to his first choice and appoint 
Long. Furthermore, the same party, though 
a Massachusetts man. and an original 
Dawes man, says that Dawes’ influence 
with the administration is weakening. 

NOTES. 

There is great rejoicing in certain quar- 
ters over the defeat of the Prohibitory 
Amendment iu New Hampshire. But the 
vote iu New Hampshire is no criterion on 
which to base an opinion upon the probable 
vote iu this state. First it required a two- 
third vote in New Hampshire and only a 
majority iu this state. Secondly tin? class 
of people with which the question had to 
deal in New Hampshire is radically differ- 
ent from the element in this state. How- 
ever, it will have an encouraging effect up- 
on the anti amendment. 

Among other matters of gossip in the 
west wing of the State House is, that if the 
prohibitory amendment prevails the pro- 
hibition party will put Geo. B. Loring in 
nomination for Governor. Uf all the politi- 
cal changes made by this distinguished and 
handsome statesman within tin* past thirty 
years this i* the most radical, though no 
change on his part could he unexpected. 
From a violent seeesh Democrat in to 
a radical prohibitionist in 181)0 is u big 
leap. However, the lion. George cannot 
live without breathing the air of public 
life. If he can’t get office from one 
party he passes over to another. 
If he cannot be a cabinet officer he is 
willing to serve the dear people as gn\- 
ernor I am afraid, however, lie uas written 
finis to his volume* of official iife. Blithe 
can devote his declining years with profit in 
enlightening the. people on agricultural 
affairs.

Mr. Metcalf. Tiie readings by Mr. Metcalf 
were finely given, evidencing considerable 
dramatic talent and elocutionary power. 

—A public meeting in tiie interests of tbe 
Newton Co-operative bank was held in tbe 
City^hall, West Newton, Tuesday evening. 
There was quite a large number present 
and the system of co-operative saving and 
investment was explained by several speak- 
ers. Mr. T. B. Fitz presided and made a 
brief introductory address. He said that 
tiie bank had been a success, and that such 
institutions were an incentive to save mon- 
ey. The index of prosperity in any city 
may be said to consist of the number of 
persons in moderate circumstances who 
own their own homes. The history of co- 
operative banks has demonstrated that they 
are tho savings institutions and home- 
building institutions of the country. The 
co-operative bank in Wulthnm has done 
much for tiie people, and in no similar city 
are there indications of greater prosperity. 
Waltham is distinctly a city where the 
great number of people in moderate circum- 
stances own their own homes. When the 
advantages of the co-operative bank are 
fully understood in Newton, we shall un- 
doubtedly meet with a like measure of suc- 
cess. Mr. F. A. Dewson, the president of 
the Newton Co-operative bank, said that no 
system of savings and investment offering 
more advantages to the laboring man had 
been devised. The co-operative bank was 
the safest form of savings bank in tin* 
State and offered unusual opportunity to 
poor people to secure loans which could be 
paid off in small sums monthly. The funds 
are secured on loans on real estate to the 
members of tiie bank, and it enables one to 
build a home on an easy method of pay- 
ments, a portion of the loan being cancelled 
on each payment made. Mr. Charles T. 
Davis, the attorney of the bank, explained 
the system of co-operative banks, the meth- 
od of saving and investment and its advan- 
tage to the people. He said that the money 
put into co-operative banks was not only a 
good investment, but a dead saving, for it 
is money that would not be saved in any 
other way. To borrowers it offered unusu- 
al advantages. When a loan is made tbe 
borrower pays interest on the sum at a rate 
of (i per cent in addition to tiie premium 
paid on each share, of whicli the par value 
is $200. He begins to pay off the principal 
of the mortgage at the same time that the 
loan is effected, for he subscribes for an 
equal number of shares to tin* sum bor- 
rowed mid therefore pays $1 per month 
into the bank on each share subscribed for 
in addition to his interest and premium. 
The amount paid into the bank is alwnvs, 
however, drawing interest. At tiie conclu- 
sion of the remarks shares in the second 
series were offered for sale and quite a 
number subscribed for. 

—A meeting under the auspices of Loyalty 
lodge, Good Templars, in tin* interest of 
tiie constitutional prohibitory amendment, 
was held in the City hall, Sunday afternoon 
and was largely attended, many being 
present from various sections of the eitv. 
Mr. William II. Rand presided ami in his 
introductory remarks alluded to the im- 
portance of a careful consideration of this 
movement in the interest of temperance, 
presenting an opportunity seldom offered 
to the individual. The law should pass, he 
said, and there should be co-operation 
among!) Cristiau men and women in earnest- 
ly laboring to secure the necessary result. 
He then introduced Rev. R. A. White, pas- 
tor of the Universalist church, Newtonville, 
who delivered an impressive address, con- 
trasting the proposed amendment with 
High license. He said that there was an 
honest difference of opinion as to which 
plan would work the best and that it was 
his intention to state simply plain facts 
that had come under his observation. He 
had studied the subject very carefully and 
bad conversed and talked with those who 
were familiar with the question. Under 
high license, said the speaker, more liquor 
has been sold and more drunkenness re- 
sulted. This was notably tho case in Chi- 
cago where the increase amounted to nearly 
50 per cent. High license increases tin* 
revenue and decreases the number of 
saloons but does not decrease the amount 
of liquor sold. It creates n monopoly ami 
tin* man who pays a high license, with the 
advantage of a largely increased business, 
reaps a larger proportion of profit. The 
dealer, under high license, therefore, can 
can afford to pay Siooti to the government 
where he formerly paid $200 and transacted 
a business very much smaller, lor then he 
was competing with numberless other deal- 
ers, while under the high license svstein. 
comparatively few dealers would have a 
monopoly of tho entire business. If liquor 
is sold under the limitation law in Boston 
the 50<) saloons will simply do the business 
transacted by tin* several thousand saloons. 
The plan fails because it duos not limit the 
dealer as to tiie amount of liquor sold or 
tin* buyer as to the amount to be purchased. 
'The question is not so much with regard to 
decreasing the number of saloons. It is 
rather in decreasing the amount of liquor 
sold and decreasing in drunkenness and its 
associated evils. This result can best lie 
attained by Hie passage of a constitutional 
prohibitory law, rather than bv high license 
or the present statute law which provides 
for no license in one town or city and legal- 
izes the sale of liquor in an adjoining com- 
munity. Mr. White received the close and 
interested attention of tin* audience and 
his presentation of the subject was forcible 
ami free from the sentimentalisms which 
frequently detract from the arguments of 
temperance speakers. The meeting was 
rendered enjoyable, a musical program 
being rendered by tho Amphinn Mali* quar- 
tet and the choir of the Auburndale Con- 
gregational church, the selections being 
very finely given. 

—The following resolutions on the 
death of John W. Conroy were unani- 
mously passed by Triton Couucil, 545, R. 
A., at a meeting held Monday eveuing: — 
Whereas, lit the Inacrutabm ways of an all-wtae 
Providence, our brother John W. Conroy has 
been removed from u« by death,

Council, K. A., desire to express our deep sympa- 
thy with his wife and ramify in tlieli great aitfic 
lion, and also give aoiue expression to the heart- 
felt feelings of love and respect we had for him 
while living, and the sincere aorrow we fesl at bis 
removal fryiu our uddat.

SAN FRANCISCO. 


Hnvo you over boon in San Francium, 
or to uno tho n o: o oo nclental term ’Fi in< o? 
f you have, nml were peculiarly HiiHcep- 
tih’o to their trade-winds which nro 
moro disagreeable, if poRBibiei than our 
most diHiiKiicnblo cast wind, there is an 
impromptu “touch of Nature,” I assure 
you. You remember very well how your 
(towns or trousers citing to you as you 
wont down Montgomery street on your 
way to the Palace Hotel. You have seen 
sails on a wind-mill before, havo you not? 
You remember very well how tho wind 
came whirling from the west and sent 
you all a-llyin’. You aro strongly re- 
minded of the paradoxical dressing 
which you saw during Tuly in Hyde 
Park, as you see that young women 
on the opposite side of Market street 
clad in a cambric gown, and {wiving on a 
deep fur o ipo. By your Ride is a “tender- 
f id t” with his thick winter overcoat on, 
an I yet his teetli chatter, and lie ijuivi rs 
like a reed in March, while Jin sighs for 
Now England, his home, which lie now 
thinks of, oven in winter, as a Garden of 
Eden, as a Paradise which ho has lost 
and must soon regain, ’Frisco or no 
’Frisco. Wo all naturally follow the 
grogarious band of “tender feet,” and 
move north to ’Frisco, from the balmy 
climate of the Santa Clara Valley, or even 
from the semi-tropical San Gabriel Valley 
of lower California. Such u change as 
this is not conducive to our enjoyment 
during our stay in the city of the winds. 
The coast range which offers an effectual 
barrier to the trade-winds throughout 
southern and central California, permits 
their entrance at the sharp and sudden 
break in the chain, which is opposite San 
Francisco and is known as the “Golden 
Gate.” At this point they expend their 
accumulated fury over a small area of 
territory, much as if they had been all at 
onoo liberated from that “bag of winds” 
which the poet has made the subject of 
his classic verse. It is a perplexing 
question to know what to wear; you 
ought to have a ward-robe to choose 
from, which should range from seersuck- 
er suits to furs and heavy woollens. You 
start from your hotel to go sight-seeing 
on a day in May. The early morning is 
oppressively warm; you long for thinner 
clothing and a palm leaf fan. About 
eleven o’clock in the morning you wel- 
come tlie west wind which now blows so 
gently that it seems like a smile of a 
Mediterranean zephyr. At twelve o’clock 
you are past becoming disgusted with 
your “gentle zephyr,” which you have 
thought of so poetically. At two o’clock 
in the afternoon you have gained wonder- 
ful impetus for sight-seeing. You are 
blown up hill, and made to walk down; 
you run when you do not want to, and 
when you want to stand still you are 
blown into tho street and in tho way of 
people as if you were a votary of Bacchus. 

San Ft uncisco, which is naturally of 
metropolitan character, sits on more hills 
than Uome ever dreamed of doing, in 
fact the whole city is practically built on 
a hill so that on the heights in a clear 
day, one can obtain a beautiful view of 
San Francisco Bay, Golden Gate, etc., the 
Twin Peaks, etc. This city lias one of 
tho liuest harbors in the world, and it 
occupies an important position in connec- 
tion with tho world’s commerce; the 
shipping interests are of vast proportions. 
The growth of the city lias been very 
rapid, especially since the opening of the 
Central Paciiic Bailroad in 1809; and the 
present number of inhabitants is con- 
ceded to bo over 800,000. The census of 
1880 gave it tho ninth place in the list of 
largo cities. 

The greatest curiosity in San Francis- 
co is tho Chinese quarter, a rectangular 
block seven squares in length by three 
and four in breath. It is near the busi- 
ness centre, and only a few blocks away 
from tl;e palaces of tho railway millii n 
aires. The houses are nearly all tall, de- 
cayed b ildii gs, sw; lining with tenants. 
The blocks are cut up into sections by 
narrow alleys, and filled with squalid, 
underground dens, and attics whose over- 
hanging dormer windows shut out all but 
a slender patch of tho sky. Tho cellars are 
occupied as shops, factories, or opium dens 
Thu main streets are lined by stores of 
largo Chinese merchants. You find your- 
self in a populous corner of China. Even 
tho fronts of the houses have assumed a 
Celestial aspect, not only in the signs and 
placards at tho windows and shop fronts,' 
but in the altered architecture and deuo- 
ratious. An interesting experience is to 
pass a half hour in watching the per- 
formance in a Chinese theatre, and lis- 
tening to the ear-piercing, mournful 
music, and then adjourn to a neighboring 
restaurant and sip the genuine Chinese 
tea in celestial style, and taste the 
cakes, preserved water melon, ami sweet- 
meats. in the stores and other portions 
of tlie Chinese quarter the “tenderfoot” 
is received with a bland, celestial smile, 
and goods are sold “heap cheapeo.” 
“Atnelicau man do not sell that for two 
bits, me only soil heap oheapeo!” says 
tlie celestial “John.” 

In some particulars and notably in the , 
street car service, which consists largely j 
of “cable roads,” it is in advance of oldei , 
cities of the country. Those cable lines 
run tliiougli the principal thoroughfares : 
oi tlie city; you can start from the Palace j 
Hotel ami ride through Market, Haight, i 
or over Powell and Jackson streets on to | 
(lie heights. In tins way you can ride , 
over hill a which arc steeper and longer 
than those of Albany. As you sit in the 
car, one moment you are leaning against 
tlie fair Sun Franciscan girl of golden 
blonde hair and pencilled eye-brows; bill , 
tlie next moment you find yourself rap d 
ly sliding away from her, not to stop i 
until you bump into a fat and solid wo- ! 
man who is too massive to lie started on ' 
tho slippery uml precipitous ear seat. In l 
front of the cars is stationed tlie “grip I 
nutu” who rings tlie gong ami starts or 
stops tlie car. Theso oars average eight 
miles an hour and give tho sight seer an 
opportunity of seeing all of tlie city for 
a nickel. 1 remembered, with amm-e 
meut, tlie incident tohl of the antipode; I 
when landed in ’Frisco lie saw for tlie ! 
first time those cable-cars. With a look : 
of astonishment on his face, lie at onoo 
exclaimed “No pushee r iio police; go like 

Tho residences of the millionaires, such 
as Stanford, Flood, Mrs. Mark Hopkins, 
etc., are, for tlie most part, on California 
street, on what is known as “Noli Hill.” 
You wijl lie surprised to find so many of 
these palatial homes of wood, which you 
have doubtless seen pictured before com- 
ing to tlie city in some Taber collection of 
photographs, and which you had sup- 
posed to be at least of stone. But the 
dampness of the city and the tendency to 
earthquakes renders it more practical to 
build in wood. And then, there are no 
stone quarries in this region The late 
Mr. Flood, whose residence is one of the 
few stone houses ou “Nob llill,” wus 


obliged to have the stone shipped from 
tho oust by the way of tho Cape. 

Tho Prtlaco Hotel iR tho largest i»*the 
world nml can accommodate nearly ton 
thousand people at onoo. Even win n 
compared with tho “Grand Union” or 
other eastern hotels as well ns tie 
largest ones abroad, it seems of vast 
proportion. It oeeupins an area of 00,250 
foot and tho distance around the outer 
wall Is a quarter of a mile. There is a 
promenade on the roof of a third of a 
mile. The visitor is first, ushered into n 
grand central court. There is an en 
closure seven stories high ami roofed 
with glass into which cnrringeA are driv- 
en. Ornamental imiconies extend around 
tho four sides, at each floor, and choice 
tropical plants relievo tlie glaring white 
of the marble fabric. 

Tho presidio is a military reservation 
of 1.500 acres near the Golden Gate. 

Tlie Golden Gato Park, over a thousand 
acres, reclaimed from tlie sand dunes, is 
nearly four miles from the Palace hotel 
and at tlie terminus of several of tlie 
cable-car lines. E. W. F.

Why I Am a Prohibitionist.’’ 

The following is an abstract of an es- 
say read in Boston before an association 
of Episcopal clergymen by tho Rev. I)r. 
Shinn of Newton. Ho referred, In begin- 
ning, to an effort which had beeu made 
to represent tho Episcopal Church as op- 
posed to prohibition, and showed how 
absurd it was for any one sot of men to 
pretend to bo representatives of a great, 
broad organization that tolerated many 
differing views. 

No ono had any authority given him to 
say that the Episcopal Church as a body 
favored high license and opposed pro- 
hibition. Its members were at liberty to 
decide for themselves which plan seemed 
best, for the cause of good morals and re- 
ligion. 

There was, howovor, a growing senti- 
ment among many membeis of this body, 
that they ought to lie in the front rank 
of all moral reforms, and that they best 
represented their Church who broke 
away from a conservatism which is often 
only another name for inertness. From 
this point ho proceeded to examine some 
of the different experiments which had 
been made in the past, to remedy intem- 
perance, and then gave his reasons for 
favoring prohibition. 

There were five reasons: 

1. That the evils resulting from tho 
drink habit, infinitely overbalance any 
gratification it brings. 

2. That the drink habit is one of tho 
most serious hindrances to the spread of 
Christianity. 

8. That the drinking saloon has bo- 
come a dangerous power in politics, in 
social life, and in the control of some in- 
dustrial associations. 

4. That all other methods for checking 
intemperance have failed. 

5. That the timo has come when the 
sober people of this Slate can adopt pro- 
hibition and enforce it, if they will give 
up their divisions and unite upon this 
one simple issue. 

After meeting the objection that pro- 
hibition does not prohibit, ho discussed 
the question of whether or not the State 
had the light to abridge personal liberty 
in tliis way, and showed that the State 
could enact such measures as would se- 
cure the best results for the majority, and 
especially that it could check that which 
threatened to undermine the founda- 
tions upon which the State itself was 
founded. 

He made an csnecial appeal, in closing, 
to the people who had hitherto stood 
aloof from the temperance movement, 
and to others who had been .repelled by 
injudicious speeches made by prohibi- 
tionists. He urged a union of all friends 
of temperance upon the one square is- 
sue of— “Shall tho drink traffic rule the 
State of Massachusetts?” 

Every voto against the proposed 
amendment, to be presented to the peo- 
ple on the 22ud of April, is a voto in fa- 
vor of the saloons, and heuce a vote in 
favor of the degredation and ruin of 
of meu.

At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Newton Horticultural Soci- 
ety, held Fob. 20, 18S9, tho following res- 
olution was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Newton Horticul- 
tural Society desire to express, through 
the medium of the public press, their 
entire satisfaction in the effects that aro 
now being made to awaken the people to 
the groat importance of preserving the 
forests throughout our country. In New 
England, and especially in Northern New 
Hampshire as well as in other regions, 
the forests are fast disappearing before 
thd axo of the logger. Not only are cer- 
tain districts thus robbed of their chief 
attraction to lovers of natural scenery, 
but the value of the streams which take 
their rise among them, for manufactur- 
ing purposes, is seriously impaired, not 
only by the droughts but bv the inunda- 
tions thereby produced. Our country- 
men generally must bo educated up to a 
knowledge of the important truths 
which so vitally concern them, and we 
therefore cordially welcome every effort 
however humble, to bring about so desir- 
able an end. 

Especially do we recognize the value 
of the weekly diffusion of knowledge on 
Forestry in all its relations to tho inter- 
est of the people, made by “Garden and 
Forest,” could its articles on tliis subject 
be more widely diffused and brought to 
the notice of the capitalist, the farmer, 
tho contractor, tho builder, in fact every 
one, the result would bo most satisfac- 
tory. 

It would be unwise to sit down and 
close our eyus against matters which so 
intimately concern ourselves as well as 
coming generations. We therefore, as 
members of a society designed to foster 
and promote a love for tho beautiful and 
useful in nature would entreat our fel- 
low citizens and countrymen to give 
new and persistent attention to all that 
concerns tho preservation of tho forests.

It would be an interesting matter for 
the public to know just what the “other 
reasons” were.

Williams is nearly 22 years of age. He 
lias been in the employ of Uaeder, Adam- 
son & Co., for the past seven years, with 
conduct commendiug himself to every 
one witii whom he has como in contact. 
He lias not purposely noglectcd a single 
duty in tliis long period, and is a young 
man of very much more than average 
ability. Having served us a soldier my- 
self for throe yuan) duriug tho rebellion, 
and being of a disposition to advance 
rather than to retard worthy young men, 
1 took more than ordinary interest in his 
promotion, especially when 1 learned an 
impression had gone out that he would 
be rejected by a Military Board, the mem- 
bers.ot which us 1 understand it are sworn 
to do their duty honestly and without 
discrimination. 

1 knew his character iu connection 
with Bae ier, Adamson A Co., was worthy 
and was astonished when it was iutimaed 
to me that he was elected by the un- 
worthy portion of his company, which I 
should Judge, by the fluttering vote lie 
received, must have included the most 
of its members. 

I looked into the matter and found not 
an officer iu the company could raise an 
objection worthy of a soldiers consider- 
ation.

Newton Christian findenvor Union. 

The annual meeting of the Newton 
Christian Endeavor Union was opened 
witii a short praiso servico followed l»y 
the reading of Scripture and prayer. 
Preceding tho election, a secretary pro 
tom. was chosen who read tho report of 
the previous meeting. The nominating 
committee then made their report, and 
tho list of officers, as brought by them, 
was accepted, the secretary casting ono 
ballot. The officers for tho coining year 
are Mr. George II. Coffin, of tho Upper 
Falls Society, president; A. T. Hill of 
the Aubi/rndale Congregational Society, 
vice president; and Miss E. M. Flotchor, 
of tho Lowry Society, Nonantum, secre- 
tary. Tho president, on taking the chair, 
suggested that although much had been 
done in the past, more could be done in 
the future; he wished the hearty co-ope- 
ration of all, that the best work possible 
should bo done. At this point reference 
was made to tho sickness of the retiring 
president, and a motion was made that 
informal expression of the Union bo sent 
him expressing tho thanks of the Union 
for his service and devotion during tho 
past year, remembering at the same time 
his wife, who lias been so confined to his 
bedside. A rising vole of the Union at- 
tested its approval, and the mover of tho 
motion, Mr. Charles Davidson, was selec- 
ted to carry the expression. The topic 
of tho evening was the motto of the 
United Society of Christian Endeavor, 
“For Christ and the Church.” In be- 
ginning uew work we must get inspira- 
tion for it. Although our motto may 
seem a double one, in reality it is single; 
one organization— Christ and his Church. 
The Sunday School and tho Endeavor 
Society are as two hands to the church. 
The Sunday School is the elder of the 
two, but the growth of the latter has 
been marvellously rapid and many have 
been won through it to Christ and His 
church. Our young people must inter- 
est themselves in the regular church 
work. We must also make them feel 
that we want their help and guidance; 
that we do not feel as if we were a sepa- 
rate organization or wished to run the 
church or occupy a position that should 
be held only by those of age and experi- 
ence. 

In many meetings we hear prayers of- 
fered for the church and the Sunday 
school, but no petition is offered for the 
society and its spiritual growth. In ono 
of his battles, Napoleon called the atten 
foil of one of his generals to a fort and 
wished him to take it Tho general sug- 
gested the difficulties in the way. Napo- 
leon replied that he did not ask him to 
suggest difficulties, but to take the fort. 
After a moment’s hesitation lie replied, 
“General, give mo a good grip of your 
hand,” ami went forth to victory. We 
must heed our Master’s wishes and com- 
mands, and getting a good grip of His 
hand go forth to a more certain victory. 

Every Society of Christian Endeavor 
must get out of the region of experiment 
before it can command the attention and 
confidence of the church to which it be- 
longs. It must make the church feel 
that it has como to stay. Its members 
must have downright consistency; when 
they pledge themselves to do certain 
things, they must do them. As active 
members they should regularly attend 
tho meetings and do their share. A per- 
fect understanding between the society 
and the pastor is essential. There can be 
but one head, one captain, lie should be 
our chief, we should rally under him and 
lie should feel that he can depend on us. 

Tho older men and the ladies aro busy 
and are not able to do the active work 
which once they could. It must fall on 
the younger people and they must prove 
faithful to him In his work among men. 
Let there be no misunderstanding. 

We must have a definite aim and pur- 
pose. Our aim is to win souls; wo should 
labor to that end; if we lose sight of this 
wo are without a definite aim. Our com- 
mittees are chosen for a specific work 
and shouhl not bo as forms to show off 
clothing; they must do tho work they 
were intended to do. Our plans should 
all tend toward tho upbuilding of the 
church; the society meetings should not 
bo a substitute for the church mootings 
nor conflict with them. If we have rea- 
son to think that the life of the church is 
iu the society let us not say so, but show 
to all that we have but one thought, one 
aim — “For Christ and liis Church.” 

The relation of the society to tho 
church was likened to that of the hop- 
per to tho mill. Tho hopper supplies 
the corn to the mill. The society, by 
reaching out and getting hold of the 
young people, influences them for Christ, 
ami they as naturally gravitate into tho 
church as tho corn does to tho mill. 

In the line of the thought of definite 
aims and purposes was the thought that 
all our work dots^not lie iu the prayer- 
meeting. Wo have a mission hero at 
liome, in our midst, to relieve tho pliysi 
cal wants and needs of those who aro 
unfortunate. If wo find a work too 
large for any one society to shoulder, can 
we not combine and do it us a Union? 
Tho meeting closed witii a hymn and tho 
benediction. 

The Training School for Nurses. C 

To the Editor of theGuAPiitOi 

I)o yon think the people of Newton 
have any idea of the good work which is 
being done at the Newton hospital in the 
training of nurses? I happened to he 
there oue day last week, and had the 
pleasure of listening to Dr. Porter’s lec- 
ture (/n Infection and infectious Diseases. 

The matron and nurses were gathered 
together in the eoBy parlor, with uote 
books and pencils in hand, and for an 
hour the lecturer held their attention. 
Ho began by showing them pictures of 
the microscopic creatures which are al- 
ways about when there is any mischief 
going ou, and then explained the two 


theories of chomical decomposition and 
of tho production of germs. 

After that he told them of tho many 
ways in which infection is spread, by 
contact with already diseased organisms, 
by water, food and air, and by tho pres- 
ence of decaying matter. 

Ho illustrated tho defects in kouso 
sanitation, and showed how wator sup- 
plies wero contaminated, and dwelt upon 
soveral curious topics, such as tho per- 
sistency of life in tho infectious germs 
and the length of time they may remain 
in tlie human system boforo finding their 
favorahle conditions for the multiplica- 
tion and development of their virulence. 

The pencils flow over the note books 
ns the doctor taught, only pausing now 
and then as tho nurses looked at a pic- 
ture or listened to tho recital of some il- 
lustrative caso. 

It was to the writer an hour well 
spent, not only because of tho instruc- 
tion gained from Dr. Porter’s admirable 
lecture, but because it showed some- 
thing of the work going on boro in our 
midst for relieving suffering. 

Newton ought to be proud of its Hospi- 
tal, and especially of tliis new branch of 
work whiob, as it grows, will be found 
a convenience in any home w hero tho 
employment of a nurse becomes neces- 
sary. There aro seven nurses now con- 
nected with tho Hospital, two of whom 
wove summoned by telephone to attend 
the lecture and returned immediately 
after to their duties, oue at Newton and 
the other at West Nowton. The time 
will come when if a trained nurse is 
needed anywhere in our city ono can be 
summoned almost at an hour’s notice. 
Tho remuneration is very moderate. 

Their training is so carefully looked 
after bv the matron and the lecturers 
that to have been educated in the New- 
ton hospital shall be a guarantee of effi- 
ciency. 

It gave me a higher appreciation of our 
Newton physicians when I learned that 
their services aro rendered gratuitously, 
and that they aro determined that the 
nurses trained here will be inferior to 
none. 

1 felt sorry, however, that no citizen 
has as yet been moved to give the money 
needed for the erection of tho nurses’ 
kouso. 

A himplo building, costing $1,000, is 
greatly desired, and the honor of build- 
ing it is waiting the gift of some gener- 
ous person. 

It there wero a suitable building, some 
ten or fifteen nurses could always bo in 
training, and thus an incalculable amount 
of good could bo done. Somebody 
should send a check for $1,000 to tho 
Treasurer, Mr. Geo. S. Bullous, for the 
nurses’ home, this spring. A Visitor.

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CITY WOVEltS KENT. 


ANOTHER RAILWAY COMPANY WANTS VO 
COM K TO N KWTON. 

The hoard of aider in on met Monday 
evening, with President Petfcco in t lie 
chair. Mayor llnrr having been kept at 
home by severe a cold; other members 
present, Aldermen Harhach, Johnson, 
Kennedy, Tolman, Childs and Chadwick. 
The minutes of the last meeting wore 
rend and approved. Business from the 
lower branch was disposed of in concur- 
rence. 

THE STREET LIGHTING CONTRACT. 

When the contract for street lighting 
came up Aldermen Childs said that he 
thought the street light committee had 
done the best thing possible, all things 
considered. Last year when he opposed 
the proposed contract with the electric 
light company, it was said that the city 
would be swindled by the gas company, 
which was a grasping monopoly, but it 
seemed that the gas company had treat- 
ed the city very generously. He thought 
that the committee ought to havo con- 
tracted for full arc lights instead of hafl 
arc lights, and that if ono-third of our 
city was to bo lighted by them the whole 
city should be. Ilo hoped the com- 
mittee had mado proper arrangements to 
have the poles and wires properly put 
up, the wires insulated, and to havo the 
wires placed on the opposite side of the 
street from the police and fire alarm 
wires. The city should employ someone 
to see that the work was properly done. 
In Somerville, recently, an electric light 
wire fell accross other wires, and tho re- 
peater was burned out, which would 
cost tho city $ 0,000 to replace, two or 
three buildings were set on fire, and the 
signal service system was destroyed. A 
Cambridge alderman was out driving re- 
cently, and one of his horses stepped on 
a broken wiie, which was connected 
with an electric wire, and was instantly 
killed. The street light committee ought 
to have a guarantee that the gas com- 
pany would do the work well, and not in 
the slack manner that characterized the 
Newton Electric Light Company. 

Atderm in Johnson said that the gas 
company had promised to put up the sys- 
tem in first class shape, using hard pine 
poles, which were to be painted, placing 
poles and wires on the other side of the 
street from other wires, whenever possi- 
ble, and he had no doubt the gas com- 
pany would do credit to themselves and 
to tho city. 

It was not claimed that there was no 
danger, as every system was dangerous 
but the danger would be obviated as fa. 
as possible. r 

Alderman Childs said it might be pos- 
sible for a man representing the city to 
find a way where the gas company could 
not. 

Alderman Johnson said the committee 
thought it best to have the two systems, 
gas and electricity, and anything the peo- 
pledemanded could be given. Last year the 
whole appropriation of $27,000 was ex- 
pended, no petition for additional lights 
could be granted, bur this year all of last 
years petitions could be granted, the 
whole city would he well lighted, and 
$3,000 of the appropriation would be 
saved. 

The order was then adopted unani- 
mously. 

PATROLMEN. 

Alderman Johnson introduced an order 
which was passed, that after April 1st., 
the number of patrolmen should he 22. 

Mayor Burr appointed IL It. Conroy 
and \V. A. Learned to ho patrolmen for 
the probationer^' term of six months; the 
former was confirmed unanimously and 
tho latter was confirmed, Aldermen 
Childs and Chadwick voting no. 

S. L. Pratt was appointed uudei taker, 
in place of Charles A. Peck, resigned. 

The petitions of H. H. Hunt, M. F. 
Lucas and \V. If. Mague, for stables and 
other buildings were granted. 

Petitions were received for street 
lamp on Shaw Street, ward fJ, and Ward 
Street, ward tl, also arc electric light, 
corner of Chapel and California streets. 

Notification of intentions to build were 
received from H F. Miller, house on 
Lexington Street; Mr. Law, house on 
Edinboro stieet; John IV. (Jaw. house 
on Auburudale avenue; Geo. P. Hale, 
house on Murray street. 

A license was granted to move house 
from Valentino estate ou Chestnut street, 
to the east side o Valentine street. 

ANOTHER STREET RAILWAY. 

Alderman Childs presented the appli- 
cation of K. II. Hewius, for a location 
for his electric street railway, to 
he operated by the storage battery 
system, without overhead wires, con- 
duits or other street obstructions. The 
location asked for is on Beacon street 
from the Boston line. Station street 
and Institution avenue to the Centre 
depot, Trent out street from Boston 
line. Park stieet, Washington to circuit 
railroad at Woodland station, Auburn 
street, Auburudale, to Washington stteet. 
Walnut street to Newton Highlands, and 
Bo wers street. The petition stated that 
the company, the New England Weston, 
are building a road in Danvers, io he in 
operation in May, which they wished 
the board to inspect, and they asked for 
a hearing, which was granted on April 
lot h before the hoard of aldermen. Mr. 
Hew ins stated that the company were 
in earnest and proposed to build a road 
this summer if they get the location. 

IIALLAUIl STREET. 

Alderman Haibach reported in favor 
of the petition of II. W. Mason and 
others, for the laying out. grading and 
construction of Ballard street, and an 
order was passed appointing Monday 
evening, April 15th, for a hearing of 
parties interested, before the hoard of 
aldermen, and the next meeting of the 
common council thereafter, before that 
that body, as the 22nd will he a holiday, 
ami the council may uut meet on that 
evening. 

Alderman Chadwick reported from the 
public property committee that the sani- 
tary improvements ordered at City Hall, 
had been completed. 

M E Mo 1(1 A L FO U NT A I N. 

Alderman Haibach reported in favorof 
accepting the oiler ol Mr. S. K. l ibiii.., 
to plu« c a memorial fountain iu Lincoln 
Park, West^Nowtou, and an order was 
passed i e«|iie»ling the water board to 
supply water therefor. 

On hi •Lion of Alderman Tolman $:”»,- 
100 was appropriated for the city expens- 
es dm iug April. 

E. Pickard was granted a license to 
move building across Maple stieet. 


RESOLUTIONS. 

The special committee appointed to 
draw up resolutions on the death of 
Isaac Iing.tr, reported through Alder- 
man Johnson as follows: 

Whereas, We believe that whenever a 
well spent lire has been closed on earth 
and has gone to its reward, the past 
should he very reverently and tenderly 
noted, and whereas by the death of Isaac 
Hagai , such a life has been closed, be- 
reaving the City of Newton of one of its 
worthiest citizens, of one who served it 
as a town and as a city for very many 
years, and always with that honesty of 
purpose and fidelity in action, which 
were his life-long characteristics. De- 
siring to place upon record our apprecia- 
tion of the purity of his life and also of 
the value of his services, therefore 

Resolved, That by the death of Isaac 
Ilagar this City Council recognizes the 
loss of one of Newton’s worthiest citi- 
zens. of one whose valued services in im- 
portant official positions were continued 
during a long life, and only closed when 
failing health had nearly brought that 
life to its close. 

Resolved, That the City Council ex- 
press its sympathy with the family of the 
deceased, in its affliction. that tlhs pre- 
amble and resolutions shall be spread 
upon tho city record and that a copy 
thereof shall be sent by tho city clerk to 
the family. 

The resolutions were adopted by a ris- 
ing vote. 

Alderman Harhach reported an order 
which was passed, authorizing tho may- 
or to execute deeds for the exchange of 
two parcels of land, belonging to the 
James S. Allison estate, for two other 
parcels belonging to the city, near Cali- 
fornia street. 

$25,000 WANTED FOR SCHOOL HOUSE. 

Alderman Chadwick presented an or- 
der from the public property committee, 
for the purchase of the lot of land be- 
tween tho Ciaflin schoolhouse and 
Phipp’s court, for a new four-room 
brick schoolhouse, the lot to cost $0,000. 

The board, at the request of Alderman 
Chadwick, ajourued for half ail hour, in 
order to allow Mr. Dickinson, who was 
at the lyceurn meeting, to appear and 
speak upon it. 

After reassembling, Mr.Chadwick said 
that it was at first contemplated to build 
on Washington Park, in rear of the pres- 
ent building, but the presence of the out- 
houses and a large cesspool, it was 
thought the lot would bo unfit for a 
building, and the present lot was a small 
one for 800 pupils. The lot it was pro- 
posed to buy was offered at a reasonable 
price, $1XHX). 

In answer to Alderman Johnson, Mr. 
Chadwick said that the price was about 

cents a foot, which was reasonable, as 
land on the opposite side of the street 
was held at 50 cents a foot. The lot in 
the rear of the school was only 100 feet 
wide, and if sewerage was ever intro- 
duced a house lot could be sold off. 

Mr. Dickinson said that tho school had 
outgrown tho Ciaflin building and two 
classes had to be held in tho fourth 
story, which was poorly ventilated and 
lighted, and was very warm in summer. 
A number of pareuts sent their children 
to a private school at Newton rather 
than send them to such a building. With 
a new four room building, the pressure 
would he relieved, and the old building 
could be taken down, and a now one 
erected in its place, and one heating ap- 
paratus and one janitor cave for both 
buildings. The proposed lot would give 
the school au open square, no high build- 
ing could be put up to shut off the light, 
and it would be very unfortunate to let 
such an opportunity pass. Hu hoped 
the city would buy the lot. as it would 
be wise and economical to do it. 

Alderman Johnson asked what the 
land was taxed for, but no one knew. 

Alderman Chadwick said that when 
Alderman Grant was chairman ot tho 
public property committee, they were 
unanimous in favor of buying the lot 
He thought the new school building 
would cost not over $15, (XX). 

Alderman Kennedy said that he did 
not wish to offer any objections to what 
was absolutely Juecessary ; but the citizens 
were feeling the taxes to be a heavy bur- 
den, and in tlio past six years the city 
had expended $150,000 for new school 
buildings, and the school expenses con- 
stituted oue-fiftli of the total tax levy. 
The new high school wing had cost 
$50,000, and tho superintendent had 
recommended a new school house for 
Cork City. The city had now to expend 
$2,000 in ventilating school buildings, 
with so many expenses for schools, and 
the committee should see if there was no 
way of obviating this expense. it 
seemed that there might he some way of 
utilizing the loo feet in the rear, and of 
avoiding this great expense for a lot. 

Alderman Johnson moved that the 
whole matter he referred to the finance 
committee, which was done, after which 
the board adjourned. 


greater profit. If there is a disposition 
to take advantage of the people, tho gov- 
ernment can interfere) tho trusts are sub- 
ject to its control. In London, since tho 
business of supplying gas has fallen Into 
the hands of a few companies, the divi- 
dends have been increased and the price 
of gas to consumers greatly reduced. 
Through concentration the companies 
have boon enabled to produce gas at a 
less cost. Combinations of capital have 
frequently reduced the cost price to the 
consumer, and judging from past experi- 
ence there can bo no reason for curtail- 
ing such operations at present. When 
the occasion does arise for necessary in- 
terference the government can exeroise 
the needed control. 

Mr. \V. A. Spinney presented tho nega- 
tive of tho question. He alluded to the 
cabbage trust as another conspiracy and 
presented a few thoughts In poetry. 

••Professor,’ * a pupil Inquired sedately, 

As “trusts” and ••oonititnes" they dismissed, 
•‘Have you noticed the Hurry In saiirkraul lately? 

I>n you think there’s a cabbage trust?” 

Gravely said tbe professor, "If answer I must, 

1 could not exactly say whether; 

Yet you and some friend may have formed such a 
trust 

By putting your heads together.” 

If only cabbage heads got together to 
form trusts wo should havo nothing ti 
fear, but trusts generally abound in 
shrewd, scheming, dishonest heads that 
combine to injure tho consumer. What 
is a trust? It is a syndicate, a coal mo- 
nopoly. a governincut tariff for protec- 
tion, railroad combinations, otc. In the 
iron trust 50 per cent, is added to tho 
cost and the excessive profits go to a few 
men. Wages aro no higher and consum- 
ers suffer. The steel rail trust is anoth- 
er sample of such combinations. You 
seud abroad and purchase the rails at 
the rate of $28 plus $25 for duty— total 
$58. In this country tho price per ton is 
$75, giving a profit of $22 per ton. The 
bagging trust requires 45 million yards of 
jute for covering bales of raw cotton; it 
operates six mills and gets its own price. 
Tho result is injuring the planter and iu 
making cotton goods dearer to all. It is 
a form of tyranny. Tho sugar trust with 
headquarters in New York, operates 
about 20 refineries which can bo run or 
shut up at pleasure. Immense profits 
aro divided and the cousumcrs are 
robbed as a consequence. Trusts are cru- 
el and point to a wrong social system. 

It is mi American and a scheme to enrich 
j the few by the robbery of the powerless 
many. Socialism will come if trusts stay. 
In conclusion tho speaker recited tlieso 
lines;

Some ('Aiiihrldirt 1 Prohibitionists. 

An i ut cresting symposium upon tho 
question of constitutional prohibition 
for Massachusetts has been published by 
tho Cambridge Tribune, in which such 
high authorities as Professor James B. 
Thayer, Col. T. W. Higginson, It. H. Da- 
na and Wm. K. Russell take part. These 
gentlemen, who easily cany off tho hon- 
ors iu the discussion, all unite in oppos- 
1 ing the proposition for a prohibitory 
amendment. Their views aro especially 
noteworthy, as nearly or quite all of 
them are supporters of the prohibitory 
law, which, our readers are aware, is 
being enforced with such signal success 
in Cambridge. I’rof. Thayer is, in fact, 
the president of the Cambridge associa- 
tion for tho enforcement of the law. and 
| has, as he says, voted three times for prohi- 
bition in local elections. Ho says he is 
| opposed to constitutional prohibition 
I for three reasons — first, because it is a 
! misuse of the constitution; second, be- 
cause ‘‘it is not the timo to do the thing, 
even if it should ever ho done;” ami 
third, because ‘‘prohibition in any form, 
except as a local and temporary policy as 
a feeling of the way to something better, 
is lint a poor mode of dealing with the 
liquor question.” Colonel Higginson 
says he shall vote against the amend- 
ment, although rather unwillingly, be- 
cause it does not seem to him the best 
way of reaching the evil, adding, ‘‘Our 
present local option law appears to mo 
far bettor, because by the local agitation 
it affords it educates the particular com 
munity which has got to enforce the 
law — that is, tho town or city, as tho case 
may ho.” Similar reasons aro given by 
Messrs. Dana and Russell.

LECTURE BY HON. J. IV. DICKINSON — 
DISCUSSION ON TRUSTS. 


A meeting of the West Newton Lyce- 
um was held in tho City Hall, Monday 
evening. The music consisted of a piano 
duet by the Misses Fleming, and a piano 
solo by Miss Nettie Fcming, both ren- 
ditions being finely given, the latter be- 
ing notable for brilliant execution. The 
lecture was delivered by Hon. John W. 
Dickinson, Secretary of tho State Board 
of Education, who spoke upon the 
State’s control of the public school sys- 
tem. 

The question for discussion, “Are 
trusts a benefit to modern business,” was 
opened iu the affirmative by E. W. Wood 
who said that it had fallen to his lot to 
present that side of tlm question. Com- 
binations of capital, said tho speaker, 
have long been unpopular, but if they 
are dangerous it would appear that the 
government is derelict, for they exist 
by permission of tho govurnmoiit and 
are subject to government control. 
When iu this couutry today we see the 
laboring classes receiving twice as much 1 
pay us laborers receive in other coun- 
tries, with the necessaries of life hero 
cheaper, except for tho items of rent and 
clothing, it would seem that those com- 
binations havo not boon so injurious af- 
ter all. Combinations of capital, wo 
know, havo existed under the general 
government ami under Republican and 
Democratic administrations, and yet 
those combinations have been rarely in- 
terfered with. The object of trusts is 
to prevent the accumulation of a greater 
supply than there is a demand for; it 
equalizes supply and demand. But you 
say it makes corners ou necessaries of 
life and compels us, the people, to pay a

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OMR BOSTON LETTER. 

From Our npcclal Correspondent: 

WAIIAN RECALLS HOUR INTERESTING 

HISTORIC A f, FACTS. 

The Boston Traveller of last Friday gave 
an interesting sketch of David Henshaw. 
Tho sketch was a grouping of extracts from 
an article published In the Boston Atlas of 
Fob 17, 1 HIW, written by F. O. J. Smith, one 
of the ablest politicians, financiers and 
writers of his day. Tho subject matter of 
tho article was the affairs of the old Com- 
monwealth bank, then the pet New Eng- 
land bank of the administration, and the 
public and private character of David Hon- 
shu w. 

Many of your readers will doubtless re- 
member tho collapse of this bank in 1HR7 
and the great excitement which followed 
the announcement and the developments 
brought out. There was no doubt as to the 
bald corruption which prevailed in the 
management of the bank and the ruin and 
disaster which followed its explosion. 

Tho people throughout the country had 
become disgusted with tho weakness and 
rottenness of the Van Buren Administra- 
tion and already the Whig party had begun 
to rally its forces to overthrow it. The 
Commonwealth bank affair helped to mate- 
rially hasten the event as the bank was so 
closelv connected with the administration. 
Boston was then the strong hold of the 
Whig party, and taking the affairs of the 
Commonwealth bank as a text, the press of 
Boston and the Stu.e pushed matters vigor- 
ously. The scathing review of F. O. J. 
Smith and his bitter strictures on the man- 
agement of the bank would bear the closest 
criticism but when he proceeded to person- 
ulitics ns against David Henshaw, there 
was another side which 1 propose to give. 
David Henshaw was one of the most re- 
markable men Massachusetts ever pro- 
duced. . A native of Leicester in Worcester 
county, brought up as a farmer with no ad- 
vantages beyond the district schools of 
those days, partially if not wholly depend- 
ent upon his relatives, he at an early age 
developed those remarkable talents which 
for years placed him ait the head of his par- 
ty in tho State, made him a leading states- 
man, business man and financier. 

Few men did as much, and none more 
than he to extend the commercial and mer- 
cantile growth of Boston. He was one of 
the first to appreciate the advantages of our 
railroad system, and was for several years 
a director in tho old Boston »fc Worcester 
railroad. As collector of the Port of Bos- 
ton under Jackson, both his political 
friends and his political enemies admitted 
that the atfairs of that office were never so 
well administered. 

His influence with his party and particu- 
larly with the administration was some- 
thing phenomenal. A good story is told of 
him in illustration, which 1 do not remem- 
ber to have ever seen in print. 

In 1833, when General Jackson made his 
memorable visit to Boston, the country was 
excited over the matter of removing the 
United States deposits. The Boston Whigs 
seized this opportunity to endeavor to 
change Jackson’s mind, lie was dined and 
wined and feted by the Whig aristocracy 
till his head was well nigh turned. During 
his entire stay, some portion of tho Whig 
delegation was constantly with him. On 
the day before he was to leave on his return 
to Washington, the Whigs had obtained 
sufficient concession to warrant them in be- 
lieving that they would carry the point. 
This in some way reached David Henshaw 
but he showed no sign. Jackson was stop- 
ping at the Tremont House, then but re- 
cently opened, and the first hotel in the 
United .States. Henshaw posted himself 
where he could see the last carriage of the 
Whig escort drive away. 

It was close on to midnight when he en- 
tered the Tremont and asked to see the Gen- 
eral. The servants had received their in- 
structions and he was told the General had 
retired. “Show me his room— he will see 
me,” said Henshaw, and he followed the 
servant up. The General was >itting on the 
edge of the bed. “General Jackson,” said 
Henshaw in his squeaky voice, do 1 under- 
stand that you have changed your mind in 
regard to the deposits?” The General re- 
mained silent. Henshaw continued, “Is 
this the promise you made the party J*” The 
General sprang up— “No! by the Eternal, 
No! 1 will remove the deposits.” “Good 
night, General,” said Henshaw, “a pleasant 
journey,” and retired. 

The Whigs were chuckling over their 
supposed success. It took more than eigh- 
teen hours then to go from Boston to Wash- 
ington. What was the surprise of tin* Bos- 
ton Whigs can well lie imagined when they 
heard that the liat had gone forth and that 
“by the Eternal” the deposits were re- 
moved. But it was long afterward that 
they discovered the agency of David Hon- 
sluiw. They never forgot nor forgave, and 
the vials of their wrath wore poured upon 
him unsparingly. Tho attack of F. O. J. 
•Smith was but a single example. There 
was one other incident in the public life of 
Daniel Henshaw which,with perhaps a few 
exceptions, has probably long since been 
forgotten. 

When John Tyler, in 1811, assumed tho 
presidency on account of tho de,ath of Har- 
rison, the cabinet of the latter was general- 
ly dismissed. Tyler’s political soundness 
had long been suspected by the party, and 
when he came into full control all doubt 
ceased. , 

One of his first cabinet selections was 
that of David Henshaw, to be Secretary of 
the Navy. Congress had adjourned, but 
Henshaw accepted and at once took charge. 
He brought to the department all his expe- 
rience as a business man and his great ex- 
ecutive ability. He found the department 
from head to foot u perfect Augean stable 
of corruption and mismanagement, and 
lie set to work to cleanse it. 

Everybody was alarmed, and without re- 
gard to party they set to work to oppose 
him, but Henshaw stood firm and Tyler 
stood by him. But when Congress came to- 
gether in December, and Tyler’s nomina- 
tions were sent to the Senate, Henshaw 
was almost the first to be rejected and the 
rejection was utmost unanimous. 

Even at this distance of lime, one can 
well nigh imagine what the future of that 
department under fourvears rule by David 
Henshaw would have been. 1 repeat what 
1 have already said that David Henshaw 
was one of the most remarkable men Mas- 
sachusetts ever produced. Waiian.

PROHIBITION OOFS PROHIBIT 

ItKV. O. I,. PERRIN DECLARES IN FAVOR 
OF TIIE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 

Tho mocting in tho City Hall, Sunday 
afternoon, under tho auspices of Loyalty 
Lodge, I, O. G. T., was cpiito largely at- 
tended considering Mm unfavorable 
weather. Mr. W. 11. Band presided and 
selections wero rendered by the choir 
of tho .Second Congregational church. 
The address was delivered by Bov. Geo* 
L. Perrin, who alluded to the arguments 
of Babbi Schindler on the question of 
constitutional amendment. The sub 
stanco of Mr. Schindler’s opposition to 
the amendment may be considered under 
tlm heads,— first intemperance with per- 
sonal liberty; second, prohibition does 
not prohibit. 

I have supposed, said tlm lectuicr, that 
tho first of these was discussed nowhere 
today, save in tlm saloon, and by no one, 
save rumsollers* or candidates for Deer 
island. I had believed that it was pretty 
well settled among thinking men that 
society itself is a compromise, that it is 
often necessary to restrain tlm individual 
for the sakcof tlm community, to abridge 
tho liberties of tho individual for tlm 
sake of society. And yet, it remains for 
a public teacher, a learned rabbi, to utter 
such words as these: “If wo permit that 
our individual liberties bo legislated 
away in regard to otm commodity, wo 
merely open the door to legislative re- 
strictions in regard to the rest.” Very 
true; wo accept tho issue. The only 
mistake that Mr. Schindler makes is in 
saying that wo ‘‘shall open tlm door to 
legislative restrictions.” Tho fact is it 
was opened long before ho was born. It 
hns been open ever since government 
was first invented. There are already 
numberless other commodities under 
‘‘legislative restrictions.” Nearly all the 
violent poisons are sold under restrict- 
ions; lobsters below a given length and 
weight are under restriction ; the location 
of a glue factory is subject to legislative 
restriction; tlm sale of tainted meat is 
under restriction; the speed at which the 
rabbi may drive bis horse is 
SUBJECT TO LEGISLATIVE RESTRICTION: 
the material which lm uses and tlm meth- 
od he employs in building his city house 
are matters of legislative restriction. Iu 
short, Mr. Schindler knows that we run 
upon the abridgment ot individual liberty 
for tho welfare of tho community at 
every step we take. 

The “door to legislative restriction” 
stands open, and always shall stand open 
with regard to any commodity or any 
business which society may decide is 
inimical to its own highest interests. To 
the traffic in and use of intoxicating 
liquors is directly traceable, according 
to tlie highest authorities in our land, 
statistical and judical. SO jut cent, of all 
t lie crime am! pauperism of out 1 Country. 

“Can you find no excuse for the tired 
laboring man when lm tries to find tlm 
needed rest and recreation iu the saloon 
around the corner, which is well lit and 
well-lmatcd, whore, barring the odors 
of tho alcohol, he can at least draw into 
his lungs a puff of pure air?” asks Rabbi 
Schindler. “Barring the odors of alco- 
hol!” Ye gods of fresh air! And tiiis 
ho says concerning tho laborer who goes 
from his workshop to “his home, where 
lm finds his overworked wile and his 
pale-faced children crowded and huddled 
together in a room gloomy and desolate. 
But what docs the apologist of personal 
liberty think about tlm personal liberties 
of tho overworked wife and the pale- 
faced children? Where shall any man 
live in this world who is not willing to 
have his personal liberties abridged for 
the welfare of society. I know of no 
good place for such a man save some 
Robinson Crusoe island where no other 
man lives. 

It is said that the reform wo desire 
cannot be reached by Prohibition. Mr. 
Schindler says: “It lias become stale and 
trite to explain, what lias been explained 
before by others, that prohibition, in 
fact, does not prohibit; that, quite* the 
contrary. 

IT SPREADS THE EVIL.” 

Wo agreo with him perfectly that it is 
“stale” and “trite,” but unfortunately 
for him and tlm cause lm advocates, it is 
not true. It is “stale” to tlm verge of 
nausea and “trite” beyond measure to 
those who have many times proved its 
falsehood from official facts. 1 challenge 
any man to show from official sources iu 
Kansas, Iowa or Maine, where constitut- 
ional prohibition lias hud tlm best trial, 
that it lias spread tlm evil of intemper- 
ance. I challenge any man to prove 
from official sources that there is even 
half as much liquor munuitvctured, sold 
or drunk iu any of those states per cap- 
ita as iu any license state in tlm Union. 

Now what are the facts? In the re- 
port of the attorney-general of Kansas, 
recently published, we read: By actual 
mathematical calculations based upon 
official reports made to this department, 
I have ascertained that there is now in 
Kansas (in 1888) not to exceed one place 
for every 2220 people, the smallest per- 
centage of any state iu the union. When 
wo take into consideration the stringent 
regulations under which it is sold, we 
are safe in saying that there is not to ex- 
ceed 10 percent, of tlm liquor sold in 
Kansas in 1888 that there was in 1880.” 
Gov. Martin, who was at first opposed to 
prohibition, says: “Every intelligent ami 
I impartial observer familiar with tlm sit- 
uation in Kansas six years ago, and at 
tlm present time will willingly bear testi- 
! ninny to tlm fact that nine-tenths of tlm 
drinking and drunkenness prevailing iu 
1880 lias been abolished.” Gov. Lar- 
raboe of Iowa asked the judges of the 
superior, district and circuit courts of 
that state their opinions upon repealing 
or continuing tlm present prohibitory 
liquor law. There were 41 answers, and 
all but four of them unequivocally in 
favor of keeping the law as it is. Gen. 
Larrabeo himself says: “During the last 
year, and particularly during tho latter 
halt, there has been a decided falling off 
in penitentiary convicts, and a very large 
number of county jails have been empty, 
some of tlmm for tlm first time in years.” 

HUT WHAT ABOUT MAINE? 

No one denies Lhut tlm law is violated 
in tlm larger cities to some extent, but 
every one acquainted with tlm facts 
knows that drunkenness and its attendant 
evils, oven in tlm worst places, are vastly 
less than iu any license state. Ex-Gov.

of intoxicating Honors and increased 
sobriety and morality among tlm peo- 
ple.” The distilleries nnd breweries 
nave probably moved out of Maine be- 
cause “prohibition does not prohibit.” 
But is it not a sufficient answer to all de- 
nials that, after a trial of nroliibition in 
Maine for nearly 30 years, the people of 
that state voted to put prohibition into 
tho constitution by a majority of 47.072? 
That was probably because prohibition 
did not prohibit. In conclusion, the 
speaker hum! “if you believe that the in- 
iquity, tlm rum traffic, ought to bo les- 
sened, then stand by tho constitutional 
amendment. Do not. array yourself 
against it upon statements of mere de- 
nials, seek tlm truth and obtain tlm facts

ANOTHER SCHOOL HOUSE. 


The school board are urging upon the 
city council the necessity of buying a 
$0,000 lot of land adjoining the Claflin 
school, and building a four-room brick 
school house, the whole to cost $25,000. 
The schools are proving a serious prob- 
lem for the tax payers of Newton, as they 
now take about oue-iifth of the whole 
tax-levy for running expenses, and with 
the constant demand for new buildings, 
new systems of ventilation, and more 
land, the proportion is largely increased. 

In the other city departments a reign 
of economy has been inaugurated and 
good business methods have been intro- 
duced, so that the city expenses are 
kept within reasonable bounds, and the 
tax rate not increased, but in the school 
department the reverse seems to be the 
case. Newton pays about $30 for every 
pupil of school age in the city, in which 
respect it stands at the head of the list 
of towns and cities in the State, and the 
expenses seem to be increasing faster 
than the population. 

Alderman Kennedy expressed the pop- 
ular feeling in the board of aldermen, 
Mouday evening, when he called atten- 
tion to the very expensive nature of our 
school system and said that a careful ex- 
aminatiou should bo made, to seo if the 
outlay of $25,000 is absolutely required. 

There is a general feeling that the 
present majority in the school board is 
not an economical one. and that it makes 
no pretensions to being so. Certainly 
the school expenses under their lead 
have shown an unprecedented increase, 
and they are responsible for the high 
rate of taxation we have had the past 
few years. Of course the schools are 
growing with the increase in population, 
and new buiUliugs may he necessary, 
hut this is the more reasou why the 
other school expenses should ho care- 
fully and conscientiously looked after. 
A school hoard is practically Irrespon- 
sible, and even the wisest and most care- 
ful city council may find their labors to 
save the city's money and thus sec urea 
low rate of taxation frustrated. 

As high taxes are a fatal obstacle to 
the growth of the city, and the many 
improvements that are being made will 
attract people hero unless our tax-rate 
stands in the way, the school board can 
iutiict a great injury on the city by de- 
manding expenditures of money that are 
not absolutely required. 

There is a very general impression that 
if the school board expenditures were in 
the care of such competent business men 
as we have in the hoard of aldermen, the 
Newton schools would not prove any 
more expensive than those of other cit- 
ies. which do not expend within a third 
of what Newton averages for each schol- 
ar. There are many large private schools 
which make a handsome revenue from 
their tuition fees, which do not average 
more than $30 per pupil. 


It is rumered that Mr. George II. Pratt 
of the Newton Journal is an applicant 
for the Newton post office, and that his 
claim is endorsed by Mr. S. L. Powers, 
who had charge of Mr. Candler’s cam- 
paign m Newton, and was also chairman 
of the congressional campaign committee. 
Postmaster Morgan has vet nearly two 
years to serve and any movement to oust 
him before the expiration of his term 
dcsciv. s to he rebuked. Mr. Morgan has 
been t) 0 best postmaster Newton ever 
had and by his persistent efforts wo now 
have a post office that is a credit to the 
city. He gives his whole time to the 
duties of the office and it is the best 
managed office in this district. Any re. 
gard for civil service reform would insure 
his reappointment and the general senti- 
ment is not iu favor of a change. Con* 
gressmau Burnett secured such admir- 
able appointments throughout the dis- 
trict, that Mr. Candler can not afford to 
fall below the example thus set, although 
it is said that Mr. Burnett's defeat was 
due largely to Iris method of appointing 
the best men instead of the men the poli- 
ticians wanted. As the largest patron 
of the Newton office, the Graphic ought 
to have some voice iu this matter. If 
Mr. Pratt's seivice to the party deserves 
some reward, let him ho giveu a foreign 
mission like Wlritolaw Reid, hut don’t 
mix up politics with the Newton post 
offices, which have been so long con- 
ducted 011 strictly business principles. 


The street railway company which pe- 
titioned for a location on New Lon streets, 
Monday night, is not a company at all 
it appears, no organisation having yet. 


been made. Consequently it. can have 
no legal standing before the hoard of 
aldermen, and the appointed hearing 
will not take place. The petition was 
signed by E. II. Hewins, ami he is said 
to he making arrnngmcnts to organize a 
company. It looks as though the New- 
ton .Street Railway company would come 
out ahead, as so far there has been no 
opposition worth speaking of. The 
hearing before tho railroad commission- 
ers, on the company’s petition to in- 
crease the capital stock, is advertised in 
another column, and as there is no pos- 
sible objection, probably no ono will ap- 
pear in opposition. It is said that ar- 
rangements are being made with the 
telephone company, whereby all inter- 
ference with tho telephono system will 
he avoided, and that tho telephone com- 
pany will make no further opposition. 

Tire flnnnco committee looked over 
the Claflin school lot, Wednesday, which 
is some 300 feet on Washington Park by 
160 on Walnut street. As thoro is 100 
feet back of the present school building, 
that would seem to bo ample spacn for 
the proposed new* schoolhouso, without 
paying $0,000 for the S5 feet fronton the 
side of Phipp’s court. The land, by the 
way is only taxed for 20 cents a foot, and 
as 85 cents cash is asked for it, this 
would seem to indicato that the valua- 
tion of property in tho vicinity is not ex- 
cessive. Why tho land on Washington 
Park is not just as good for a school 
house as land on Walnut street, is some- 
thing the average citizen does not under- 
stand. The tax rate is high enough at 
present without paying $0,000 for land 
that is uot an absolute necessity. 


It is surprising that the representatives 
who have shown such an unfriendly 
disposition to Commissioner Goodell, 
should bo so opposed to any investiga- 
tion. If they are right, they should 
favor having all tho facts made public, 
and this tho investigating committee 
propose to do, and there is but little 
doubt that Mr. Goodell will he thorough- 
ly vindicated.

Now that the matter, so far as the State 
Is concerned, Is finally settled, I may state 
some faets which came to me through

meeting of tho finance committee of 
the hoard of directors of the B. & A. It. 
It. The director in question asked Mr.

Among these 
contingencies will come first, the separat- 
ing of grades in Newton; the possible 
straightening of the fine between Newton 
and Brighton, and the not remote contin- 
gency of pnrchnsiug lands between New- 
ton and Brighton for storage facilities, »>t<\ 
The balance of the ten millions will he 
strictly applied to meeting the bonds of the 
corporation, ineluding those of the State as 
they mature.'' How the people are to suffer 
front this distribution of the ten millions of 
additional stock is a question that can easi- 
ly he answered. They will not suffer at all 
except in the imagination of a set of cranks 
who will seize upon anything to hoist 
themselves into popular favor. I am no 
friend of the management of the B. »Sr A. 
R. R., but in this iast movement it has 
shown a level head. 

THE BOSTON AND ALBANY RAILROAD 
BILL IN TIIK WEST WING. 

Some two years ago. after the West End 
street railway consolidation hill had passed 
both branches of the legislature by over- 
whelming majorities, the opposition, not 
satisfied, sought to iufiucncctlie Governor 
and Council and a second edition of the argu- 
ment was heard in the Council chamber. 

A repetition of this is now on the slate 
in the matter of the Boston tfc Albany bill 
for increasing the stock of said corpora- 
tion. The war has not been carried into 
Egypt but it has been carried into tho West 
W ing. The Governor, with his usual 
courtesy, has said that he will not he in 
undue haste to sign the bill or veto it. 
There are five days allowed by law for him 
to consider what he will do and this will 
give amide opportunity for the City Coun- 
cil of Boston, ex-l’resident Jenkins and 
Mayor Hart and their followers to air their 
oratory in the Council chamber. By the 
wav, the late interview between Mayor 
Hart and his Excellency must have been 
very similar to the celebrated meeting <>f 
the two Carolina governors in that it must 
have been exceedingly dry.

OUR BOSTON LETTER. 
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From Our special Correspondent: 

THE REAL ESTATE ROOM. 

It should more properly he termed the 

uilding boom, opens iu isssi with greater 
proportions than in any previous year in 
the history of Boston and immediate sub- 
urbs. 1 say the building boom because, so 
far as real estate is concerned, the increased 
purchases in that direction were made some 
time previous. 

I notice that some of the papers of the 
day in summing np the buildings iu Boston 
for the past decade or more include the 
years 1H7.'*-T4, the two following the great 
fire. This should hardly he so, as what 
was done iu those two years came under 
the head of rebuilding and did not materi- 
ally increase the number. 

But I think the suburban cities and 
towns, such as Newton, Brookline, AJlston, 
and Cambridge are feeling the impetus 
j more than any other section. The opera- 
tions in these places are perfectly legiti- 
! mate or rather they are not so much speru- 
i lative. The deinund for dwelling houses of 
I all classes has produced this. 

It is not likely that we shall soon, If over. 

, again have such real estate booms as we 
! had thirty and forty years ago, and .such as 
| we had at the close of the war, when large 
tracts were bonded and land sales were all 
! the rage. 

There is another thing which has led up 
to this great activity in building iu the sub- 
urbs and that is the expected prevalence of 
electric railroads aud the masterly policy 
initiated h> the West End railway system, 
l'scsideut \\ liltuey, in two short years, lias 
had the satisfaction of seeing Iris plans al- 
most universally endorsed and the preju- 
dice which once existed virtually wiped 
i out. 

THE BOSTON AND ALBANY It. It. 

Alter one of tlie most singular legislative 
contests on record, the Boston * Albany 
Kailroad Company has come out with a 
'•lean bill of clearance from the legislature 
ot Massachusetts. The effort to defeat the 
hill as reported by the committee, on every 
stage, was without precedent in legislative 
history and legislative tactics. The Hi, use 
went beyond its record when it entertained 
the motion to reconsider the vote whereby 
the bill, by u large majority, was passed to 
he enacted.

MKS. BERTRAM'S MISSIONARY TEA.

When Mrs. Day stopped me in the 
church porch that Sunday morning and 
asked if I could have the Missionary Tea 
that week I own I was a little vexed. 
The ladies take it in alphabetical order, 
aud I had counted ou it in October,when 
the house would be clean and the weath- 
er cooler: but it seemed Mrs. Bassett was 
out of town and Mrs. Bean was ill and 
Mrs. Bellnap had a household of com- 
pany. And my name tame next. 

“I meant to get over to your house this 
last week and see you about it,” she ex- 
plained. ”1 didn’t know until Wednes- 
day that Mrs. Beau couldn't take it. But 
it’s been so hot, and then I knew you 
were always ready. So 1 wrote the 
notice and waited to see you here before 
I sent it up. I'm afraid we’ll have to 
give it up unless you take it. And I’ll 
bake the cake, if you like, to help you 
out, for it is short notice.” 

‘‘Oh, ot course! if there is really no 
oue else,” 1 said; but my tone wasn’t 
very cordial. ‘‘As for the cake, thank 
you: but if I take it I’ll do it all, as I al- 
ways do, only I’ in afraid you’ll have a 
plain supper. 1 had extra work planned 
lor this week and l can’t put it oil.” 

“We’ll trust you for the supper,” Mrs. 
Day answered. “It’s ever so good of you 
to do it. I don’t know what the Mission- 
ary Society would do without you, Mrs. 
Bertram." 4 

That was all very well; site could alford 
to be gracious since she had the responsi- 
bility of the monthly meeting off her 
bauds, and 1 dare say sbe settled in her 
pew to hear the sermon with a virtuous 
sense of duty performed; but as for me 
my mind was rather in a whirl over the 
arrangements. Entertaining the Mission- 
ary meant supper for at least fifty people; 
aud thanks to my being, as they said, “so 
popular,” there were always more at my 
house. Sixty 1 must count on, I knew, 
ami probably more; aud then, while most 
of the other ladies took it in couples— 
one opening her bouse and furnishing 
tea and coffee, and the other the spread 
—1 had always ended myself on doing it 
all aloue. As 1 told Joint, it only came 
round to mo every other year, aud it was 
such a good cause. 1 hardly heard so 
much us the text, considering whether 
grapes or peaches would be best for fruit, 
aud if oue kind of cake wouldn’t do.

or uew members, aud ask them; for our 


Missionary was the center of the church, 
ami if one wanted to get acquainted she 
must como tT» it.

Mrs. Lowe is a widow, and a member* 
and, of course, I wanted to urge her tt* 
come. “All our ladies will be there,” I 
said. “NVe’re all devoted to the mission- 
ary cause.” 

“I’m glad to hoar it,” she answered, | 
smiling in a way that quite won my j 
heart, “and”— hesitating— “my cousin, , 
Mary I’reston, is to visit me ibis week. I 
May I bring her.’ She’s greatly interest- 
ed in missions too.” 

It came to me tike a flash that 1 had 
sometimes seen that name in the Friend ' 
as a speaker at annual meetings and tin* 
like. “Bring her by all means,” l said; 
“and I wonder— would it be asking too 
much if she were to give us a little talk'.’ 

1 know she lias a gitt that way, and it 
would be such a treat to our ladies. It’s 
always so hard to get up our literary ex- 
ercises, and something fresh from a 
stranger would do us all good. Do beg 
her to favor us. dear Mrs. Lowe.” 

And then I hurried to find Mrs. Day 
and tell her to call on Miss Preston as 
soon as she came and secuie her. I was 
chairman that year of the literary com- 
mittee, and 1 knew by bitter experience 
how hard it was to get people to take 
part. “You must see to the whole pro- 
gram this time.” I said. “I have enough 
to do with the supper.” 

Mrs. Day agtoeii to that last, but she 
looked rather dubious as to wliat she 
could do. “But people don’t como for 
the program.” she added; “and we’re 
sure of a full attendance at your house.” 

I suppose our society is like a good 
many others. There are thirty or inoie 
regular membeis who pay their dollar a 
year and come— most of them— to the 
meetings. Other people coino too, the 
invitation is always general, and wc 
charge them ten cents apiece for the sup- 
per and it all helps to our yearly contri- 
bution. It’s worth a quarter, that sup- 
per, if it’s worth anything. Talk about 
church people asking too much for things 
of that kind! Our women give Scripture 
measure every time. We don’t propose 
to be outdone by the Baptist or Congre- 
gational ladies. John calls us rival 
caterers. Once a year the minister gives 
a rousing sermon that makes us all feel 
good, and under the iutluence of it we 
subscribe wliat we can, aud some of us 
have mite-boxes, and take the Friend. 
But, of course, it’s largely a social inter- 
est. We’re interested in the heathen in 
a general way, without knowing very 
particularly about them. 

“So you’re going to have the Heathen 
Women this week,” John said, when 1 
got home. I had had so many people to 
speak to about it that he had gone on 
without me and was waiting at the gate. 

“The Heathen Woman’s Friend So- 
ciety,” I corrected, a little annoyed at 
his way of speaking. 

“That reminds me of the man who 
I gave his wife a Christmas present of a 
1 new silk hat for himself. It’s little ba- 
the heathen, a good deal xor yourselves.” 

There was no use answering. Men 
never do appreciate women’s efforts to 
do good, and John is always saying odd 
things. lie calls his church dues his 
Sintax; and I remember the preacher 
urged us once tt) give because we had so 
many more conversions, in proportion to 
the money ami effort used, iu the foreign 
field than at home. * In the same sermon 
he happened to say that figures proven 
that if each Christian would see to the 
conversion of two hundred heathen, the 
; work would be done. “Well,” said John, 
afterward, “the heathen certainly come 
| cheap — only a dollar a head — so, when 
I’ve given $200 to the society, my duty 
! will be done.” 

J I was busy enough the next four days, 

' Every window below-stairs had to be 
j cleaned — housekeepers know the state of 
windows in September— and the whole 
house put to rights; for I’m not one of 
your easy-going women, and having but 
one child people expect perfection of me. 
Then there was all the baking to do— and 
tho things to bo borrowed and marked — 
and notes written to one or two friends, 
and when the day came the salad to 
make, for 1 had decided that as people 
always expected that at my house, I really 
ought not to disappoint them. Then the 
sandwiches to prepare and cake aud meat 
to cut. and tables to set and chairs brought 
from a neighbor’s, and a carpet spread on 
the lawn, under the great elm that wo 
might have the young people out there. 
For every one I had asked had accepted, 
and a half-dozen who rarely came let me 
• know they would be there — to hea. Miss 
Preston,! suppose — so I knew I should 
have more than a houseful. One of the 
neighbors helped Hannah and me, but we 
were all pretty well tired out when it was 
till done. It seemed to me 1 couldn’t 
stand long enough to dress, and I was so 
cross because John couldn't get the chairs 
just when 1 wanted them, aud little Mav 
bothered me about her sash and her liair- 
j ribbons. 

We always had our exercises from four 
I to five and served tea as soon after as wo 
i could; but the ladies were late iu coming 
aud slow in getting settled down. There 
was such a crowd and they had so much 
to say. When it came to the program I 
saw why Mrs. Day had not hurried them; 
she knew how unsatisfactory it promised 
tt* In*, and I think she was a little afraid 
of Miss Preston— a tall young lady, with 
a bright, keen face, and that general air 
of kiiowinguess which a Boston education 
is supposed to impart, and which might 
b<* rather trying to our ladies who were 
neither literary nor learned. But she 
looked good, I thought, aud I made up 
my mind to hoar her talk, if the tea and | 
I coffee did suffer for lack of my attention. ' 
Mrs. Day called us to order finally, aud 
reatl a Psalm, aud we sang a verso. Then 
she looked round for some one to lead iu 
prayer; hut there was no one — for very 
, few of our ladies are willing to lead, so 
wo joined with her in the Lord's Prayer, 
and that finished tho devotional exer- 
cises. 

She had prepared a set of questions on 
India with references for the answers; 
but it turned out presently that some of 
the ladies to whom questions had been 
sent were not there (two or three of them 
dropped in afterward I noticed )and some 
of the others said they bad not been able 
to find the answers; ami one had forgot- 
ten all about it ; so that didn’t go off very 
well. Then she read us something about 
Dio Taj Mahal, which didn't stiike us as 
exactly a missionary topic. And then she 
introduced Miss Preston, saying she felt 
sure tho deficiencies of our program 
would be made up by her talk to us. 

Miss Preston looked us all over a mo- 
ment before she began — a roomful of 
well-dressed, pleasant-faced women. Her 
ow n taco seemed tq soften and kindle as 


she looked, as if her audionee inspired 
her. She began by giving us greetings 
from her own Society, say ing wliat a bond 
of fellowship these organizations Were to 
us. She spoke of our ability to organize 
for such work as a privilege, the long re- 
sult of time iu developing civilization; 
such a help to us, too, broadening our in- 
tellectual life and quickening our sym- 
pathies. How it had brought out the 
talents of our women, and, blessing them, 
had made them a blessing to others less 
favored; how wo Imd outgrown the old 
idea that the Lord, in bis own good time, 
would convert the world, and now the 
divine power, working through human 
instrumentalities, was the key-note of 
evangelistic efforts. That the thoughts of 
men are widened by the process of the 
suns, the touch of steam, nay, the more 
mysterious, and so, as it seems to us, 
more divine force of electricity. is driving 
the wheels of progress; that tho narrow 
horizons of a century ago are broken up, 
and the wo-hl has widened to us all, 
widened : n I grown smaller at once, as 
swift travel has brought tho ends of the 
earth together, and science in her own 
tongue has taught us again the Christ* 
lesHoti of human brotherhood. 

If she had stopped there we should 
have said it was splendid and thought lit* 
more about it. Generalities of that sort, 
are, as some one said of the charge 
of the Light Brigade — “ magnificent, 
but not war.” But then she wont on 
to our duty as individual Christians, to 
our covenant vows and all they meant, 
to the world of sin and misery and 
helplessness iu heathen homes which only 
women could reach, which only the Gos- 
pel could cure. She pictured to us the 
condition of heathen woman till my hands 
clinched in protest against such injustice 
and oppression, wliilo the tears of pity 
were in my eyes. But. she went on, we 
cannot be really interested or permanent- 
ly influenced by a spasmodic emotion. 
Facts arc the fuel to kindle the fire of 
missionary zeal and wc must find out by 
reading, by discussion, by hard thinking 
about it, what the heathen really were, 
how they lived and what they thought. 
It was too much the way of women to 
trust to feelings and, sure that our inten- 
tions were good and our cause righteous, 
yet fail to get the best results from our 
efforts because of ignorance and mis- 
guided energy. That was largely what 
our societies were for; not just for the 
dollar a year; but that, by co-operation 
we might inform ourselves as to the facts 
and the needs of the different fields and 
the workers. If the study which we 
gave as a matter of course in a Culture 
Club were given to our missionary work, 
wo could not fail to bestirred to greater 
effort, to a more perfect consecration. 
And what a help to enthusiasm these so- 
cieties, and should not each one be a 
centre of prayerful zeal and devoted la- 
bor? 

It may sound commonplace as I repeat 
it ; but it moved and stirred me more than 
I can tell. I had never thought of our 
work in that way. I was willing to help, 
in teas and entertainments; but l always 
found missionary reading dry, and if the 
interest in our meetings flagged, why I 
supposed it was prayer we wanted to stil- 
us tip, and it was only a pity so few of 
our ladies had any gift that way. To 
think of heathen women as of my neigh- 
bors. to study their needs — well, really, l 
fear I hadn’t enthusiasm enough to bear 
the real state of affairs. I should have 
found out at once that the silver paper 
wouldn’t cover the basket; wouldn’t 
cover much more than the handle we 
took it up by; and tho size of the con- 
tract we women had taken would make 
one want to drop the whole thing as 
hopeless. For you don’t always remem- 
ber that God is your partner in enter- 
prises of this sort and that you have all 
his resources to aid you, if you know how 
to get hold of them. 

1 hadn’t time to think all that then. 
Mv hands were more than full seeing 
that every one was well placed for tea, 
old Mrs. NVorsley put by some oue nice 
who would entertain her, and the stran- 
gers given good seats, and then serving 
the supper. There was a babel of voices 
about the table and 1 caught bits of talk 
now and then. But 1 must say the seed 
seemed to have fallen on stony ground. 
“She gave us a nice address.” “Ob’ yes. 
indeed! But did you notice liow her 
skirt was draped? The latest thing, I’m 
sure.” 

“This salad is heavenly,” I heard one 
girl say. “No oue gets us up such good 
suppers as Mrs. Bertram.” 

One woman wanted my receipt for 
sweet pickles, and three or four spoke of 
the Angels’ food; and as for the coffee, 
my reputation on that was made years 
ago, tho all the secret is that I follow Dr. 
Holmes’s maxim that “largo heart never 
loved little cream pitcher.” It was 
pleasant to see how they all enjoyed the 
supper, and how lively they were after- 
ward. But one little speech struck like 
a discord in the cheerful chorus: 

"Aie your meetings all like this?” I 
heard Miss I’reston ask. 

“Oh, yes!” Mrs. Day answered: “it’s 
the great social interest of the church. 
But there’s a larger attendance than usu- 
al— always is here. The supper counts 
with a good many, you know.” 

And then, as she moved away, Miss 
Preston said, in a quick aside * to her 
cousin, “I should think so indeed! Why 
it’s nothing but an Eating society it 
seems to me.” 

Of course with all I’d done that day 1 
was too tired to sleep, aud as I turned 
and tossed her words would come back 
to me. Was our society, after all, much 
more than a social and a supper tt* which 
the name gave a religious flavor? Did 
we come because we were interested in 
heathen women, or because of the loaves 
and the fishes? And if so wore wo much 
better than heathen ourselves? Aud 
wasn’t I, with my pride over my supper 
and the crowd it drew, the worst heathen 
of all? We certainly were ignorant, aud 
we thought wo had no time to read or 
study; but if wo took tho time and effort 
we used iu serving tables to inform our- 
selves, wouldn’t our interest be quick- 
ened and the money — wo had a pride in 
our yearly contribution — perhaps in- 
creased? 

“I don’t believe you slept much last 
night,” John said at breakfast. “You 
iook as tho you’d been through the 
wars.” 

“I feel so,” I said. “I’m liko Mrs. 
Colonel Sprowlo tho morning after the 
Event of the Season. But there's one 
consolation, it will he over a year before 
it comes again. 

1 repeated that consolation to myself 
several times in tho process of putting 
tho house to rights. The children had 
trampled cake crumbs into the parlor 
carpet and made grease spots; a little 
vase I was fond of was broken; two of 
my tea-spoons were missing, and May 
was nearly sick from over eating. Every 
thing fretted mu, 1 was so tired, and 1 
couldn’t help askiug tho good of it all, 
and if there were no better way to keep 
up a niibbionaiy society. 

1 was sitting forlorn in the parlor after 
tea, having put May to bed and sent 
John alone to prayer •meeting, when ihe 
boll rang, ami Hannah brought iu Mrs. 
Lowe aud her cousin. Miss Preston bail 
loft her fan the night before, and as she 
was to go next day they had uotue round 
for it. 


“But how very tired you look,” sho 
Haiti, ns I brought it. 

“It's a gootl ileal of nil undertaking to 
have the Missionary,” I answered, “i 
sometimes think that if it weren’t such a 
good cause I would give up my member- 
ship to escape it. But after the talk you 
gave us yesterday, I can’t do that.” 

“It must indeed he a tux,” Mrs. Lowe 
saitl, “if it’H always as last night. I told 
cousin going homo that I feared I could 
never have it myself, for I’m not ns strong 
as I could wish.” 

“Oh, the ladies take it in pairs usual- 
ly,” I sniil hastily; “wo couldn’t excuse 
Mrs. Lowe that way. And it doesn’t 
1-01110 very often. Wo tried, when we 
first organized,” I went on to Miss Pres- 
ton, "getting on without tea; but it 
didn’t work at all; so few ladies took any 
interest. The society had doubled on 
the supper, and they bring us a good 
deal of money in the course of the year.” 

“1 suppose,” Miss Preston saitl, with a 
smile' that took the sting out of hot- 
words, “that very few would think they 
could give five dollars a year to the 
cause; but once in two they’ will give you 
ton dollars in a supper, and the profit of 
it goes to the heathen. 

“Yes.” I went on, eager to justify it to 
her as l had been trying to all day to 
myself. “The supper seems absolutely 
essential. I have a s.ster — a minister’s 
wife— and she says she has revived a 
good many deati and dying branches ot 
tho missionary tree by tea-meetings. 
And when l was visiting in Boston last 
year— in tho very city where tho first so- 
ciety was organized. Our plan gets 
them out at last.” 

“I understand,” sho answered. “I’ve 
been through it all myself. The point is, 
what can we do to interest them after we 
have,” she smiled again, “caught them 
with tho bait of a good supper.” 

“If you have been through it,” I saitl, 
impetuously, “I wish you would tell us. 

I thought when you were talking yester- 
day how easy it is to say what wo ought 
to do and how nice if we could— but how 
to go to work !” 

“I haven’t any special recipe for mak- 
ing meetings interesting, ’’she said; “but 
I’ll tell you about our society at home, 
and you may get some ideas from it. 1 
call it the evolution of a missionary soci- 
ety from an eating club. It was our rule 
that one lady opened her house and pro- 
vided all the service, and every member 
was expected to furnish. They brought 
their best — they had a pride about that, 
of course — and tho result was, a month- 
ly feast. There was a crowd always at 
supper; but not half of them came to 
the exercises before it. Finally, some of 
us protested. I wanted to abolish sup- 
pers entirely — just serve afternoon tea, 
English fashion ; but that was too great 
a change. Wo passed, finally, a rule 
limiting the supper strictly to sandwich 
es, fruit, and oiie kind of plain cake and 
coffee; anyone who gave more to be 
fined. The first woman to offend was 
our vice-president. She was famous for 
her mince pies; she always had them, 
and when we met at her house tlicie 
they were as usual. She thought we 
wouldn’t fine her, sho said, when the 
rest of the tea was so very plain. But 
we did; and the rest took warning. Of 
course, the attendance — at supper — 
dropped off, and the ladies began to fear 
we should not raise as much that year as 
i usual.. But, meantime, wo had divided 
j tho society into committees of four or 
: five, with a bright chairman to each, aud 
I they pledged themselves for the winter 
i to study as much as they would in a 
! Chautauqua Circle or Reading Club. 
Each committee had a country, and was 
pledged to get up tho entire program 
Continued ou Page Seven.

when we reached their Held. I was chair- 
man on Japan, and, uh it happened, we 
came first. I had some bright girls to 
aid me. and we got up Japan as to geog- 
raphy and people and missions in a way 
that surprised ourselves. Hut you know 
it’s such an interesting country! When 
the time came wo sat down in the center, 
and 1 said tho Japanese rlass was ready 
to be exarniuod, and would they please 
ask question. I had primed some of my 
friends beforehand to start us; but once 
started, it was easy, and in ten minutes 
those women were asking all sorts of 
things, putting down their work to look 
at the little maps and photos wo had, and ■ 
so interested ! At tho last, old Aunty 
Heed, who never read, but who was 
mightily stirred up by what we had cold, 
asked if we couldn’t have a special word 
of prayer for thnt Held. .Such a prayer 
as she gave us! it carried us straight in- 
to tho kingdom ! 

“One of tho Indies turned her commit- 
tee into a Heading Club, l’liev met one 
evening in the week at her house and 
took up a regular course on India. And 
they insistetf thoir field was tlio most in- 
teresting; but I think that it was just 
that they studied more.” 

“Hut the books? ’ I asked. “Where 
could you get all that reading?” 

“Oh, there’s a froo library in town, and 
it’s a rule that when a certain number of 
persons ask for any hook, it is bought, 
providing, of course, that it’s of tiny 
general interest. The expensive ones 
we got that way, and the pamphlets and 
leaflets and two or three subscriptions to 
tho “Gospel in All Lands,” and maga- 
zines like that— well, wo clubbed togeth- 
er to got those, and the money was as 
good a missionary investment as we 
ever made. Then the Sunday-school 
bought some for us. We made it a rule 
to lend freely, and if any one, at tea, ex- 
pressed interest in what she had heard, 
she was sure to have a leaflet or maga- 
zine handed to her for home reading. 
And the study roused us so! Mite boxes 
wore called for and thank offerings in- 
creased. Presently some of us wanted a 
missionary prayer meeting; for it did 
seem as tho our only help in our growing 
sense of the great field and the terrible 
need was to pray over it. Well, wo had 
a revival last winter and some of us 
think it, began at that meeting. And 
when the year came round we had more 
money than ever before, and — what was 
of more value— a really working society. 
That’s all. Wo didn’t abolish the sup- 
per, but we made it strictly secondary. 
After all it’s a question of proportion, 
you know. And we’ve been able to 
work iu our young people on tho com- 
mittees; they always used to conic to 
the tea and the social, but now they 
come to the exercises because they’ve a 
share in them.” 

Well, it’s easy telling the story after- 
ward; but I know the evolution of that 
Missionary Society meant a good deal of 
work — harder work than cake-making 
and table-serving. Perhaps that’s tho 
real trouble. All this entertaining falls 
in with our usual ways of living; but 
reading and study— that, to most of us, is 
work in a now field and wo dread the ef- 
fort. And yet so many fine threads of 
pride are bound up iu the tea-giving.that, 
unless wo counteract by work in another 
line, we have presently only the tea on 
our minds, and a good cause is excuse 
for a feast. Whether wo can do anything 
here — hut what is the uso of being popu- 
lar if you can’t make people follow your 
lead? I’ve led in good suppers ferten 
years. If I reform now— well, John says 
I may have money for a little missiona- 
ry library, and Mrs. Lowe will help, and 
perhaps something can bo done. For 
surely tliero are better things for us to 
do than to eat and drink inChrist’s name: 
and if our covenant vows really mean 
that we’ve given all of ourselves to him, 
it can’t he that we should keep our 
brains for selfish culture, and think we 
have done our full duty to missions 
when we give it a little money and a lit- 
tle table-serving.

The late Isaac Hagar, Jr., of Newton 
Lower Falls, was at tho time of his death 
one of the oldest of Newton’s veteran 
firemen. lie was appointed an assistant 
engineer in 1848, when Marshall S. Rice 
of Newton Centre was chief. He served 
in that capacity until 1855, when ho was 
elected Chief and re-elected in 1850, ’57. 
’58, 50 and ’00, when lie was succeeded by 
Alderman George Petteo of Ward 5. 

Newton abolished its old-time board of 
lire wards in 18-14, and substituted a 
board of engineers therefor. The fol- 
lowing chiefs of department have served 
from that time to the present: 

Luther Paul of Newton Centro, 1844- 
1845. 

Marshall S. Rico of Newton Centre, 
1840-40. 

Nathan Crafts of West Newton, 1850. 

Thomas Rice, Jr., Newton Lower Falls, 
1850-54. 

Isaac Hagar, Jr., of Newton Lower 
Falls, 1855-00. 

George l’ettee, Newton Upper Falls, 
1801-08. 

W. Parker Leavett of Newtou Corner, 
1800. 

Rodney M. Lucas of West Newton, 
1871-70. 

Newton became a eity in 1874. 

Orrin Whipple, Newton Corner, 1874- 
70. 

George II. Ellis of Newton Centre 
1877-70, and Henry L. Rixby of West 
Newton, the present incumbent, was ap- 
pointed iu 1870. 

Tho oldest veteran now iu service is J. 
Q. A. llawkes of Engine ‘J, who joined 
the department as a member of Eagle 0. 
April 8, 1844, and has been continuously 
iu the service ever since. Chief H. L. 
Ilixby lias been a llreman for thirty con- 
secutive years — ever since ho was liftccu 
years of age.

No more interesting 
record of a life upon the stage could lie 
laid before the American public, and Mr.

and has been from the beginning a great 
success. (Applause.) It has swept away 
every distillery and brewery in the State, 
and one, our only great wine factory. It 
has reduced the victims of the liquor traffic* 
to one-half per cent of its former propor- 
tions, and saves the people, directly or in- 
directly, more than §20,000,000 annually, 
which, under any form of license, would 
be spent in drink. In the^dd rum time 
Maine was the poorest State in the Union ; 
now it is one of tlie most prosperous. After 
more than :t0 years’ trial of prohibition, 
our people put it into the Constitution in 
1884 by tlie majority of 47,07. r », the affirma- 
tive vote being three time* the negative.” 
Let no paper or man in Massachusetts here- 
after say that Neal Dow does not believe in 
prohibition.

PROFIT SHARING. 


A REVIEW OK REV. X. P. GILMAN’S NEW 

hook. 


Prolit Sharing between Employer and Employee; 
a Study in the Evolution of the Wages-Sys- 
tetn. Ity .Nicholas l’aine Gilman. I vol. K 
VO., pp. 4 GO, Boston: Houghton, Mtilin & Co.; 
London: .MacMillan & Co.; $1.75. 

This book, written by a citizen of New- 
ton, is likely io be read by tlie leading 
thinkers of Europe and America, and 
will, no doubt, be largely instrumental 
in bringing about the true solution of 
tlie great industrial problem of our age. 
It is tlie first comprehensive treatise on 
its subject in our language, and by its 
thoroughness, fairness, and force must 
command wide attention both from busi- 
ness men and from the students of eco- 
nomics. 

Therefore, its issue tomorrow (March 
2:]) from the press of Houghton, Mifflin 
*& Co., is an event of interest to many 
people in our city by whom this review 
may be welcomed. 

Before publication, tlie work received 
tlie commendation of sucli men as Pres. 
Francis A. Walker, Prof. Richard T. Ely 
and Carroll 1). Wright. Advance sub- 
scribers have almost wholly engaged the 
first edition, which indicates the interest 
it lias aroused aud tlie favor it may ex 
pect. 

The strength of tlie book lies cliieiiy in 
its facts; then, in the inductive reason- 
ing of Mr. Gilman from the facts estab- 
lished. 

Tlie plan is admirable. The reader is 
first led to grasp the salient points of the 
present industrial system aud to see the 
need of supplementing it by a better 
method, to secure the content of the la- 
boring-class as well as the common ad- 
vantage of the employer and employed. 

Then, the experience of tlie whole body 
of profit-sharing is brought together, and 
conclusions drawn of irresistable weight. 
The facts are gathered from every source, 
at home and abroad, and are marshalled 
with great skill to form a wonderfully 
clear and systematic presentation. They 
lead, naturally, to tlie final argument in 
favor of the much more general adoption 
of thu principle. 

In the introduction, the author dis- 
cusses the industrial problem of modern 
civilization and proves tlie need of some 
method to bring about a better fueling 
and greater stability. Co-operation is 
thought to he impracticable at present. 

The wages- system is inadequate, alone, 
to produce harmony between employer 
and employed, but forms a good basis 
for Hie higher system of profit sharing 
in addition to wages. 

Chapter I. duals with the primitive and 
somewhat fundamental method of “Prod- 
uct Sharing,” as practiced in agriculture, 
in tin: fisheries, and in mining. The facts 
prove tiiat dividing tlie product in these 
industries conduces greatly to the clli- 
ciuncy of labor and to tlie harmony be- 
tween tlie parties concerned. However, 
tlie method is limited in its adaptability 
and is impossible in all but a few indus- 
tries. 

Then follows in Chapter II., a careful 
consideration of tin* ‘‘wagus-systein in 
its various forms;” this is a striking 
summary of its advantages aud disad- 
vantages. 

The author allows, with groat candor, 
tlie good in tlie systyin and does not at all 
deny tlie benefits which may arise from 
the use of any of its modifications, sucli 
as time wages, piece-work, quality prizes, 

I percentage on sales, economy prizes, the 
sliding scale, or interest in the business, 
hut, after a careful consideration of them 
all, lie find them, either as a whole or 
any one of them as a special remedy, in- 
sufficient to reconcile the antagonisms 
which arise and must arise from tin: 
system. What supplement shall be given 


to see uro tlio highest, benefit both to tlio 
employer and employee? 

The ground is now cloar for the facts 
and the argument relating to profit shar- 
ing ns tlie true supplement. 

In six fascinating chapters, Mr. Gilman 
presents alt known experience and his 
conclusions. 

First, the facts of the cases of a trial 
of profit sharing, now in operation, are 
carefully gleaned from hooks and from 
special reports in various languages, 
from the magazines, and from a large 
correspondence directly with many es- 
tablishments ami authorities on tlie sub- 
ject. 

Nothing but the hook itself can givo a 
just idea of tlie pains-taking, scholarly 
work of the author in this history and 
analysis of tliuso instances ot profit-shar- 
ing. 

Tlio story of Edme-Jean Leclaire, 
“tlio father of profit-sharing,” is told 
witli great appreciation of its dramatic 
interest, and economic value. This chap- 
ter is invaluable either to the philosopher 
or to tlie inuu ot aflaits. Leclaire be- 
comes, in Mr. Gilman’s portraiture, a 
hero of modern industry, out-weighing 
in benefit to society many kings aud 
statesmen who have dazzled the world. 

The story, though told many times by 
other pens, certainly never lias been as 
well told as in this account. It is, as a 
lady said who took up thu book by 
chance and read the chapter, “more in- 
teresting than a novel, — fascinating ” 
This will help the book with the general 
reader, who may not wish to ponder 
every detail of all the experiments of tlio 
various imitators of Leclaire. 

Thu building of tlie house, “the Mai- 
son Leclaire,” is described by combining 
a full biography of its founder ivith an 
orderly statement of the steps by which 
lie achieved his great triumph. The 
“Mai sou Leclaire” of to-day, after forty 
seven years of prosperous and harmoni- 
ous existence, is presented as a model 
for a great many industrial enterprises, 
nut necessarily in its details, but in its 
underlying principles — the union of in- 
terests of employer and employee, the 
fairness of the management, the reward 
of faithful service, the care of tlio work- 
man in sickness or in old age, and in 
provision for their widows and children 
in event of death. Its very perfection as 
a model is to an imitator almost dis- 
couraging, yet it serves as a high mark 
for any. 

Having proved the success of the 
principle of profit-sharing so far as tlie 
“Maison Leclaire” illustrates it, Mr. Gil- 
man then in four subsequent chapters 
collates all the testimony from tlie 
various industries which have tried it — 
first, in several countries on the Continent, 
next, in England, and lastly, in tlie 
United States. This review is very elabo- 
rate and convincing. The experiments 
are described one by one with great 
fidelity of detail. 

Among the noted cases are the Co- 
operative Paper works at Angouleme, 
France, the Familistere at Guise, the 
famous Bon Marche in Paris with its 
3000 employes, the Paris and Orleans 
Railway, the Whitwood Collieries of 
Briggs and Co., England, the London 
Publishing house of Cassel & Co., the 
Peace Dale* Woolen Mills of Rhode 
Island, and the Pillsbury Flour Mills at 
Minneapolis, Minn. 

The logic of the testimony is over- 
whelmingly in favor of its success and 
of its adaptability to a great many forms 
of industry. 

All cases whore profit-sharing has been 
tru d, and then, for various reasons, aban- 
doned, are next considered with remark- 
able fairness and thoroughness, aud more 
fully, perhaps, than in tlie cases now in 
succes Jill operation. The reasons for the 
abandonment are clearly ascertained and 
the proper value given to the experience. 

To clinch tho uaiis already driven, tlie 
author, in chapter i), has brought to- 
gether in two tables the different items 
relating to every experiment, past or 
present; lie also discusses in the ample 
text of the chapter every case, making 
a full summary and a clear analysis of 
the facts so far as ascertained. This is 
done in a judicial manner and is con- 
densed to a wonderful degree. 

In Table No. 1, “all cases [some 30] in 
which tlie system lias been tried but is 
not now in force,” are arranged in excel- 
lent form,— by countries, date, industry, 
number of employees, proportion of 
bonus, manner of payment, and cause of 
change. 

The causes are found to be due to a 
variety of reasons, some of which are 
lack of intelligence of the workmen, 
mistakes or poor management natural to 
beginners, and want of fair trial. The 
“personal equation” is quite a factor in 
tlie matter. Tlie principle of tlie system 
is in nowise involved in any case of aban- 
donment. In fact some experiments 
were successes, hut were given up on ac- 
count of tlie death -of tlie principal per- 
son, or for a similar reason. Tlie cases of 
failure after a trial of tlie system long 
enough to produce its educational t fleets 
are only a small per centage of ail tlie in- 
stances of abandonment. 

Table 1 1 brings together, in invincible 
array, the “cases of profit-sharing now 
in operation.” There are seven in- 
stances in which there lias been more 
than a forty years’ trial. One hundred 
and twenty-nine establishments have had 
at least two years’ experience and now 
continue tlie system. France lias in all 
57 (37 of over 10 years standing;) Switzer- 
land, 10 of over 10 years; Germany, 15 of 
over 10 years; England, 1 of 10 years, and 
7 of over 5 years; other European coun- 
tries 7 of over 5 years; tho United States 
presents 0 instances of a trial of 0 years 
or more, 24 of 2 years, and 2 of 1 year. 

The logic of this chapter is irresistable: 
tlie system has been long tried in various 
industries; it has been almost invariably 
a success when thoroughly tested; it is 
gaining ground everywhere as tlio true 
principle of industrial harmony and 
prosperity. 

The comments of Mr. Gilman on these 
various cases are exceedingly suggestive 
to the business man who is weighing the 
system for adoption in his own affairs, 
and give the book a great practical as 
well as scientific value. 

The whole matter is brought to a 
bright focus in tlie closing chanter, en- 
titled, “Tlio Argument foi Profit .Shar- 
ing.” Tlio preceding parts of tlie hook 
furnish the facts for the inductive logic 
found here; tlio reasoning is (lawless; 
the conclusions are clear-cut, indisputa- 
ble, and worthy tlio acceptance of tlio 
whole body of employers and employed. 

From a survey of all known eases, 
he forms this deliberate judgment; 
“Profit sharing, tho division of realized 
profits between the capitalist, tlie em- 
ployer, and tlie employee, in addition to 
regular interest, salary, and wages, is tlio 
most equitable and generally satisfactory 
method of remunerating tlie three indus- 
trial agents.” Hu claims that “profit 
sharing advances the prosperity of an es 
tablishniuut by increasing tlie quantity 
of tiie product, by improving its quality, 
by promoting care of implements and 
economy of materials, and by diminish- 
ing laboi difficulties and till* cost ot Ml 
poriiitondciiic.” These claims arc taken 
up separately and enlarged upon and il 
lubtiatod by incidents which strikingly 
prove each assertion. To select a single 


one or ovoti several from tlio abundant 
testimony would lie unsatisfaclo y. 
Enough, if this description of tlio con- 
tents of tlio book prepares the reader to 
secure and enjoy a volume for himself. 

Tlie conscientious and laborious work 
of Mr. Gilman cannot hut boar fruit. 
This will lie especially true in this coun- 
try and in England, in both of wiiioli tlie 
hook must create a profound impression 
aud become the standard work on the 
subject. The stylo is easy, direct, and 
vigorous; the diction is remarkably pure 
and elegant; tlio arrangement of niati- 
rial is simple) and systematic; the index 
unusually elaborate and convenient; and 
the whole hook hns unity, order, and 
strength in every part. It is one of the 
fow which, ns Bacon said, “are Io ho di- 

f jested.” By it, the author lias honored 
lis adopted city, and, in turn, ho de- 
serves tlio honor of its appreciation, 
that “a prophet” may not “ho without 
honor save in his own country. n

Since the formation of the Knights of 
Honor, some 10 years ago, §20,000,000 
has been paid out in death benefits by tlie 
order, and this sum represents the saving 
of a great amount ol suffering among 
those who have been bereaved of tl 
bread-winner.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

GRAPH CROSSINGS, IIlOll W ATKR SKltVICK 

AND TIIE STREET RAILWAY REPORT. 

The Board of Aldermen met in special 
session Monday evening, with Mayor 
Burr in the chair. All the members were 
present except Alderman Child. 

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

Mayor Bnrr read a messago to the 
board explaining the reason for the 
special session, which called attention to 
the fact that the railroad committee of 
the legislature was to have a hearing on 
the subject of abolishing grade crossing 
and as the matter was one of great im- 
portance to Newton, and would probably 
be up for consideration most of the year, 
lie recommended that a joint standing 
committee be appointed to investigate 
the whole subject and take it under con- 
sideration. 

Alderman Tolman reported an order 
that the Mayor should appoint two aider- 
men, who. with such membors as the 
Common Council should add, should 
consider the matter of grade crossings 
and report at an early day such recom- 
mendations as they should deem proper. 

FIREMEN. 

Mayor Burr appointed John McMahon 
kosenvin of No. 3 Engine, to fill a vacancy 
aud Charles A. Peck was grauted an 
ho lorable discharge from the same com- 
pany. 

Residents asked for a stroet lamp on 
the cornel of Lincoln and Woodward 
streets, Newton Highlands; referred. 

SPECIAL ELECTION. 

Alderman Pettee presented an order 
for the issuing of a warrant for the 
spocial election in regard to the Prohibi- 
tory Constitutional Amendment, April 
22d, and the same was passed and or- 
dered printed. 

Another order was passed establishing 
tlie same polling places as in the last 
election. 

GRAND ARMY. 

The free use of the City Hall, for April 
15th, was granted to Charles Ward Post, 
G. A. R., for a public meeting in refer- 
ence to a Memorial Hall in Newton. 

H. F. Ross was granted a permit to 
erect a brick building 40 by 55, for rae- 
cliauical purposes, in the rear of Mrs. 
Williams’ store. Newtonville. 

Charles Dickens was granted a permit 
to erect a barn between Brookline aud 
I)e lham streets 

William O. Knapp was grauted a per- 
mit to erect a private stable on Warren 
street, 22 by 30 feet. 

Oa motion of Alderman Harbacb, an 
order was passed for the grading, con- 
struction and concreting of sidewalks, 
with edgestones. on Temple street, Ward 
3. 

Charles Dickens gave notice of intention 
to erect a house on Brookline and Ded- 
ham streets; Wm. O. Knapp, house on 
Warren street; Curtis Abbot, house on 
Eiiuboro street; Frank Eaton, two houses 
on Margin street. 

LIQUOR LICENSES. 

Applications for Olh class liquor licen- 
ses were received from all the druggists 
of the city and were referred to the 
license committee, and ordered published, 
one-half in each Newton paper. 

THE STREET RAILWAY. 

Alderman Harbacb presented an order 
granting the Newton Street Railway 
Company the locations named in their 
petition, and the right to run electric 
wires, on poles of hard pine, which must 
be 25 feet long, and 5 feet in the ground, 
and the overhead wire to bo at least 20 
feet above the level of the street, the 
poles to be properly trimmed and 
painted. 

The order was laid on the table, on 
motion of Alderman Tolman. in order 
that the board might ascertain whether 
the company intended to go at once about 
the work <>t building the road or wheth- 
er they would lec the matter lay over, as 
was done under the former petition, and 
also for soma guarantee that the work 
of construction should he properly done. 
If the company give satisfactory assur- 
ances that they mean business, there 
will probably he no opposition to the 
passing of the order. 

Miner R ibinson was granted a permit 
to run a private telephone wire on High- 
land street. 


OTHER MATTERS. 

Residents on Liucoln street asked for 
stone cross walk across Washington 
street. 

An arc electric light was asked for on 
the corner of Crafts and California 
streets and street lamps were asked for 
on Grove Hill Park. 

DIVIDING WARDS. 

Alderman Pettee presented an order, 
but in the absence of Alderman Childs, 
ho moved that it be tabled, for a revised 
division of the wards, establishing two 
polling places in Ward Two aud Ward 
Five, and only one in the other wards, 
the dividing lines in the two wards to be 
the same as recommended in their pre- 
vious report. 

CITY WATER. 

An order was received from the com- 
mon council authorizing the water board 
to petitiou the legislature for authority 
to increase the water supply to 5,01)0,000 
gallons a day. 

Alderman Tolman moved that tho 
Mayor he substituted for the water 
board. 

Alderman Pettee ’said that as he under- 
stood the matter, according to the public 
statutes, notice must lie given early in 
December, aud that the present legisla- 
ture could not act upon any such peti- 
tion. As lie understood it, the petition 
must be sent in two weeks before the 
first of January, so that duo notice might 
be given to manufacturing companies 
that used water from the same source, 
lie did not understand why the order 
was sent in, and he hoped the city of 
Newton would not go to tho State House 
with an order, simply to bo told to go 
back home again. 

Mayor Burr read from the public stat- 
utes tlic provision that an application for 
an increase in the use of water must be 
a iverlised at least two weeks before the 
assembling of tho legislature. 

Aid. Tin in Ken iudy moved that the or- 
der lay on the table until the law in the 
case might looked up, and this motion 
passed. 

The Common L'ouucil. 

In the common couiicil, resolutions on 
the death of the late Isaac Ilagar were 
passed by a rising vote, aud orders were 
passed in concurrence, establishing the 
number of patrolmen in the police de- 
partment at 22; authorizing the exchange 
of parcels of laud on California street; 


authorizing tho city treasurer to sell $12,- 

000 4 per cent water bonds; fixing tho 
date of hearings on laying out of Ballard 
street for April 15 and May 13; appropri- 
ating $35,100 for city expenses for April.. 

The order appropriating $0,000 for pur- 
chase of land for a school house si to on 
Phipps court and Walnut street was re- 
ferred to the committeo on finance. 

Councilman Fenno presented a peti- 
tion from J. B. Parker and others for 
street lights on Lake avenue, Beaumont 
aud Hull streets, also a petition from J. 
O. Smith and ten others for an arc light 
on California street. Both petitions re- 
ferred to the committeo on streot lights. 
A petition from residents of Ward 3 for 
a concroto or stono walk opposite Shaw 
street and extending across Washington, 
was ieferred to tho committee on high- 
ways. 

Councilman Falknall presented a peti- 
tion which was referred to the commit- 
tee on highways calling attention to the 
condition of Faxon streot, Ward 1, and 
requesting that said street be restored to 
a condition ensuring safety and conven- 
ience, by repairing tho road bed and ex- 1 
tending the sidewalks. 

Councilman Wiswall for tho water, 
board presented tho report relative to 
high services, which will bo found in 
another column. 

An order was offered by Councilman 
Wiswall, authorizing tho water board to 
execute plans for the proposed high ser- 
vice sytem at a cost not to exceed $90.- 
000, tho expense of same to be charged 
to the water construction account. 

Councilman Fenno said that ho did not 
feel qualified to vote on the order. Ho 
did not desire to place himself on record 
as being opposed to it, but he desired 
more time for consideration and there- 
fore moved that tho order bo laid on tho 
table. 

Counciman Wiswall stated that tho 
water board had spent a great deal of 
time in considering the high service 
question and had presented its leport 
and recommendations aftercareful study 
of the matter. It was important that 
the order pass both boards at once. 

Further discussion was ruled out of or- 
der and the motion to lay on the table 
was put by the chair and carried. 

Councilman Wiswall offered an order 
authorizing the water board to petition 
legislature to allow the city to increase 
its water supply to an amount not ex- 
ceeding five milllion gallons in 24 hours. 

Counciman Ilalo said that the orders 
from the water board would involve an 
outlay of $100,000 or more and that tt 
would bo unwise to authorize so largo an 
expenditure, possessing little knowledge 
of the necessity for tho outlay. We are 
of course, fully aware that a high service 
system or something that will give water 
privileges to residents of that locality is 
needed, but there is danger in passing au 
order too quickly. It would be better to 
possess more of tho details before vot- 
ing. 

Councilman Hamblen stated that the 
board only asked for authority to peti- 
tion the legislature to increase the sup- 
ply. After some further discussion, the 
order was adopted. 

An order offered by Councilman Hyde 
was adopted authorizing the printing of 
copies oi the report of the water board 
to be distributed to members of the coun- 
cil. 

Papers from the hoard of aldermen 
were passed in concurrence, after which 
a recess was taken. Upon reassembling, 
on motion of Councilman Fenno, it was 
voted to take the high service order from 
the table, and City Eug'ueer Noyes was 
requested to explain some of tne details 
of the plan to the members of tho coun- 
cil. 

Councilman Hale asked for details of 
tho plan and Mr. Noyes said that it was 
proposed to put a stand-pipe on Institu- 
tion Hill, which would he 3*50 feet above 
tide-water, and one of the highest 
points in the city. This would give a 
water service to any house, no matter on 
how high laud it was built, and the ser- 
vice would he operative over the whole 
city, and would benefit Mt. Ida. Nonau- 
tum Hill, Oak Hill, Bald Pate, Chestnut 
Hill, West Newton llili, and other ele- 
vations. It would add greatly to the ef- 
ficiency of tho fire service. Bald Pate 
was the highest hill, 317 feet, and Wabati 
313 feet. Institution hill, being midway 
of the elevations in the city, was the 
most advantageous placo for a stand- 
pipe. The service would he complete 
for all time. 

In regard to the number of persons to 
be benefited by high service, Council- 
man Luke read from the Mayor’s address 
where full statistics are given, ISO per- 
sons are wholly without water, and more 
than double that number have only a 
partial service. 

Mr. Noyes stated that tho pipes were 
strong enough to take care o| the in- 
creased pressure, although the old ser- 
vice pipes might need to be renewed. 
Many of them were being changed at 
present. The $90,000 would cover cost 
of the necessary changes at the pumping 
station, the land required for tho tower, 
from one third to au acre of ground, and 
the connections to make the two systems 
intei changeable. 

Councilman Wiswall stated that there 
were complaints of tho Chief of Fire De- 
partment about insufficient service on the 
higher parts of tho city, and the high 
service would remedy all this, and give 
efficient service on the highest parts of 
] the city. 

Councilman Luke said he was satisfied 

1 that a high service was urgently needed, 
i aud was ready to vote for the order. 

Tho people on the higher lauds were en- 
titled to it. 

Councilman Fenno also endorsed the 
j order, after the explanation that had 
been made. 

Councilman Hamblin said lie did not 
; wish to say anything against the stand- 
pipe, or the need of a high service, hut 
thought that the board ami the citizens 
generally would feel better if the opin- 
ion of an expert was secured, as to the 
practicability of tho plan. 

Councilman Wiswall said that this 
i had no connection with tho order; it was 
a matter of detail which could lie attend- 
ed to later. It might he a good idea to 
have every one satisfied. 

Councilman Hamblen said he did not 
wish to reflect upon Engineer Noyes, or 
any other official, hut when $90,000 was 
to he expended, he thought thu it was 
indy prudent on the part of the coun- 
cil t.» get au expert opinion as to wheth- 
er the plan would answer all require- 
ments, and was the best one that could 
he obtained. He introduced thu follow- 
ing amendment: 

“Provided, That before taking action 
the water board engage au export to 
look into the matter, aud a favorable 
report is received from him.” 

The amendment was adopted and tho 
order as amended passed. 

An order nassud appropriating $5, IKK) 
for thu preliminary work of increasing 
and protecting the water supply of thu 
city. 

WATERING STREETS. 

An order passed appropriating $0550 


for watering tho streets of tho city from 
April 1st to October 1st, and that not 
more than $50 ho paid to each cart, and 
that tho citizens raise an equal amount. 

Thcro was some allusion to tho diffi- 
cult and sometimes unpleasant work of 
seeming subscriptions, hut it is hoped 
that people Will ho different this year. 

The common council then adjourned. 


WEST NEWTON LYCEUM. 


THE CLOSING MEETING OF THE SEASON 
A GREAT SUCCESS. 


The. closing meeting of the senson of the 
West Newton Lyceum brought out a large 
gathering of Indies and gentlemen and it 
may he said to be one of the most interest- 
ing and entertaining meetings of tho win- 
ter The musical features were especially 
enjoyable, comprising violin numbers by 
Mr. Joseph Goldstein of the Boston Sym- 
phony orchestra, who rendered “Roinan/.a 
Andnluzn,” Sarasate; “Souvenir do Diep- 
pe,” Goldstein; “Mazurka,” Wlenawski. 
His technique evidences true artistic ahili- 
ity and his playing denoted musical feeling 
and conception. Frequent encores demon- 
strated the approval of the audiences, the 
young artist being tho recipient of n most 
flattering reception. 

The lecture on “Some things Newton 
might have,” was delivered by Rev. N. P. 
Gilman. lie alluded to the postal 
delivery facilities and suggested a plan 
that would ensure tin; delivery of 
mail matter to all points in the city by the 
free delivery system. In order to accom- 
plish that, said the speaker, the people 
must be united in the perfection of a plan 
that would bring about tho desired result 
without regard to tho loss of a postolllce in 
this village or some other. In this city 
there is an apparent lack of the united 
spirit which should prompt efforts for the 
good of the community as a whojle, the re- 
sult of district village preference of a 
selfish character. 

We have a free public library of which 
we may well feel proud, but a system of 
hook delivery that is a certainly a one- 
horse arrangement. It is certainly a nui- 
sance to be obliged to wait for our books 
after the cards have been presented, until 
the following day. and it is an absurd ar- 
rangement for a city that prides itself on its 
possession of modern conveniences. 

In common with some things Newton 
might have, I would include the city’s own- 
ership of its own electric light plant. It is 
no more difficult to supply light than water 
and there is no good reason for the estab- 
lishment of a private co-operation to furn- 
ish light and accumulate wealth at the ex- 
pense of the citizens. In my opinion the 
rights of public transportation and street- 
lighting should never he surrendered to pri- 
vate parties unless they are willing to pay 
a round sum for the privileges. 

The most pertinent thought which comes 
to me in considering some things Newton 
might have is connected with the public 
spirit and benevolence of our wealthy citi- 
zens. 1 would ask where is the hospital 
that has been liberally endowed, the indus- 
trial training school that has been estab- 
lished through the benevolence of our 
wealthy men? The reason that these and 
similar public institutions have not been 
assisted by those who could afford to give 
such aid and encouragement's due to the 
lack of united public spirit for the common 
good of all of our own eitizens.aml the rec- 
ord of our rich men is not one to he proud 
of in this respect. 

What we need is an association that shall 
have for its object the vrtfifare and de- 
velopment of Newton as a whole, an as- 
sociation out of politics, aiming to promote 
the intellectual and social welfare of the 
whole city. 1 would recommend the or] 
unitization of such an organization and tin- 
holding of meetings under its auspices in 
the various villages of the city, when the 
needs of each locality could be considered 
and the proper steps taken to secure im- 
provements that would benefit the people 
as a whole. 

The debate upon the question, “Resolved, 
That immigration into the United States 
should l»e restricted,” was opened in tin* 
affirmative by Mr. E. B. Drew. The 
speaker said that the immigration to this 
country from 1850 to 1859 was due in a 
measure to the discovery of gold in Cali- 
fornia and the rapid growth and prosperity 
of the country. During the war, there was 
a perceptible decrease in immigration. 
From 1870 to 187!» there was an increase of 
three million; from 1880 to 1887, four and 
one -half million. The recent increase is 
startling especially when we remember 
that the horde of barbarians who captured 
the Homan empire numbered less than four 
million persons. Statistics show that, in 
1880, the number of foreigners who have 
come here from abroad and their children 
constitute a population of is million or 
three-fourths of the entire white popula- 
tion of the country. With the advent of 
the year toon, this population will amount 
to 43 million in a total of 80 million. The 
question for us to determine is whether 
tills increase is desirable, or the contrary. 
In the past, immigration lias been an ad- 
vantage, but coming to the present time, we 
find that the class of immigrants who come 
here are of a poorer quality than those who 
came in former years. Those who came in 
the past were enterprising and energetic, 
but the elass that come here now 
are more degraded and represent to a 
greater deglee the pauper and criminal 
classes that are not calculated to 
enhance the urosperity of the country or 
the permanence of its institutions. The 
worst element of population to-day is cott- 
! centrated in such immigrants particularly 
in large cities, and the constant increase of 
such a population points to dangerous ele- 
ments that gradually creep in and under- 
mine the stability of our form of govern- 
ment. [Applause.] 

Mr. N. 1 . Allen presented the negative of 
the question. We have no right to say that 
industrious, honest men shall lie denied the 
right to come to our shores, said the speak- 
er. We do not desire the addition to popu- 
lation in this country of pauper and crim- 
inal classes, and 1 believe that laws should 
lie enacted preventing foreigners from par- 
ticipating in tlic rights of citizenship until 
it has been clearly demonstrated that they 
possess a sufficient knowledge of the nature 
and purposes of our form of government. 
Thecluyracter of immigrants whocoine here 
now in comparison with those who came in 
tlie past, lias not, in my opinion, deteriorated. 
The greatest trouble lias ari sea from the fact 
that they have been allowed the suffrages of 
citizenship before they possessed siilli -ient 
knowledge of the character of our govern- 
ment. The position of tin- United States 
in inviting foreigners to our shores is u 
glorious one and it lias resulted in lifting up 
a das> of men to become good citizens and 
factors in tlic development of the country. 
It is a great injustice to restrict the iuiiiii- 
Jrution of the Chinese, who have beuefitted 
the country by their labor. I would allow 
every Chinaman, Irishman. German, Italian 
or man of any other nationality to come 
here who will endeavor to get an honest 
living aud do Ids duty as a citizen. [Ap- 
plause. 1 

Mr. T. B. Fitz said that the immigrants 
I who came here from Ireland now were 
I u more intelligent class than those who 
! came here in former years for to-day sii- 
_ peiior educational advantages were to 
] be obtained in Ireland. The Irishman 
who came in tho past wore driven hero 
owing to necessity; they came not be- 
cause ihoy were enterprising, not for a 
money consideration, but because they 
could obtain the freedom and equal rights 
accorded to American citizens. The great 
resources of the country have not been de- 
veloped aud we cannot yet afford to spare 
the services of these men whose labor has 


been a source of prosperity and a material 
faction in the devclopmont of the country. 
[Applause.! 

Mr. W. E. Plummer said that the restric- 
tion of immigration was contrary to tho 
principles of the American form of govern 
meat. Irishmen come here because they 
cannot live under a state of despotism, and 
Germans come here because they cannot 
own their homes In their own country. 
They bring with them energy for toil, and 
gradually become good and respectable 
citizens. Every man in this country to-day 
is more or less a foreigner, and through the 
infusion of the Mood of nil nationalities 
the country has developed rapidly and the 
people have been prosperous and content- 
ed. [Applause.] 

The discussion was cot. tinned by Mr. W. 
E. Sheldon ami others. On motion of Mr. 
Plummer, a vote of thanks was extended to 
President Wood and the officers of the ly- 
ceuni for the interesting and instructive se- 
ries of meetings this season.

OUR FORESTS. 


Evory lover of tvoes must liavo noticed 
with pleasure tho resolutions of tho Now- 
ton Horticultural Society, published in 
the Graphic of March 15. The followinft 
words occur in ono place; “Not only are 
certain districts thus robbed by tho axo 
of tho loggor of their cliiof attraction 
to lovers of natural scenery, but tho val- 
uo of tho streams which take their riso 
among them, for manufacturing purposes, 
is seriously impaired, not only by 
droughts but by tho inundations thereby 
produced.” A few words explanatory of 
this passage and of tho other uses of 
trees may bo of interest to some who 
may not have had the same time and op- 
portunity to study tho subject as the 
members of this socioty. 

At first thought tho forests seem to 
servo but two ends; their beauty forms 
a never failing source of joy and sug- 
gostiveness, and tho material obtained 
from them answers to a thousand noeds. 
Spencer’s delight in 

"Tho snyling pine; tho cc«lar stought ami tall; 

Tho vlne-pn»pp o' in; tho poplnr never dry; 

Tho builder oak, nolo king of forests all ; 

Tho asplno, good for staves; thocyprussc runcrall; 

The laurcll inced of mlghtle conqnerours 
And poets sago; tho firro that weepeth stillo; 

Tho willow, wornoof forlorn paramours: 

The ough, obedient to the benders will,” 

down to Bryant’s love for “God’s first 
temples,” the poets have not failed to 
find a fruitful theme in tho woods. 
Architecture has drawn its finest forms 
from tho trees; witness tho strength 
of the Doric column, the grace of the 
Ionic, tho beauty of tho Corinthian. Are 
not tho forests tho suggestors of tho art 
that gave us Westminster? The storms 
of tho Atlantic boat in vain upon tho 
infinite strength of tho Eddystone 
Lighthouse; but tho builder of that 
structure studied tho method by which 
trees defy tho wind. Tho stately row of 
elms on Institution Ilill at Newton Cen- 
tro furnish sever il very fine examples 
of tho maimer in which trees brace them* 
selves against the force of the elements. 

Merely to enumerate the uses of the 
forests as lumber would fill a volume. 
In spito of tho substitution of coal as 
fuel, and of stone and iron as building 
materials, the consumption of wood is 
constantly increasing; and it is not a 
matter for merely passing remonstrance 
that tho world’s store of wood is act- 
ually becoming less every year. 

But the forest serves many purposes 
other than as a creator of joy and beauty, 
and as a store-house whence man can 
provide himself with shelter, tools, and 
conveyances. Its effect upon the climate 
is very great, though not yet accurately 
determined. Extensive forests in any 
country makes the climate more equit- 
able than it would be without them. 
Their most evident influence is as a bar- 
rier to tho wind. By interposing a 
shield between the earth and the open 
air they prevont tho excessive heating of 
tho ground in summer. The snow in 
winter, shelters from the wind and the 
sun, forms a warm covering that unques- 
tionably lessens the severity of the cold, 
not only in the forest itself but in tho ad- 
joining districts. It has been claimed 
that large tracts of woodland in some 
way cause an increased rainfall, and that 
if rainless districts could gradually be 
afforested tho supply of water from the 
air would no longer fail. Butevou if the 
forest does not increase the total annual 
precipitation, there can bo no doubt that 
it causes rain to fall at more frequent in- 
tervals, though in smaller quantities; and 
acts as a storehouse preventing its rapid 
evaporation, its almost immediate de- 
cent to the sea through tho rivers. But 
of this we shall speak again. 

Avalanches are unknown here and 
landslides are not common, but tho dwel- 
lers on tho slopes of the Alps, the Apen- 
nines, and the Pyrenees, have learned to 
dread them as we dread a pestilenco or 
an earthquake. It would never perhaps 
have been* known that the forests could 
prevent such disasters, had not observers 
noticed that the districts which suffered 
most were those where the upper 
slopes of tho mountains had been strip- 
ped of their trees. Government care and 
private enterprise are now striving to un- 
do the mischief of tho past and cover the 
baroslopes once more with the preserving 
forests. In some cases the experiment 
has succeeded beyond hopound the dwel- 
lers in the valleys gazing up at the young 
wood covering tho mountain sides feel 
secure; but in many places tho complete 
denuding of tho rocks by tho rains of 
many years has made the task hopeless; 
the slopes must remain forever barren, 
tho subjacent valleys forever liable to 
the disasters wrought by falling snow 
and rocks. 

Along tho western coasts of Europe 
the forests and the sand dunes present 
tho only effective obstruction to tho as- 
saults of the ocean upon the laud. 

Some of tho many uses of the forests 
have deen hinted at: it remains to spunk 
only of the influences named in tho reso- 
lutions mentioned above. Why will the 
destruction of tho woods lead to floods 
and droughts? Wo shall speak especially 
of woods that lie in regions subject to the 
snows and frosts of winter, but most of 
the facts and arguments apply with 
equal force to all woodedjands. Let us 
imagine ourselves at the close of winter 
among tho hills of northern Now Hamp- 
shire. Here and there patches of snow 
lie on tho frozen ground, or if the winter 
lias been severe the white mantle every- 
where covers the bare, hard floor of pas- 
ture, meadow, and farmland. In the 
neighboring woods we may see the snow 
in evory nook and cranny, and far more 
of it than there is in the open land with- 
out. lteinoviugof the snow, we find un- 
der it a layer of loose leaves; below the 
leaves is the soft forest soil, easily pene- 
trated by the stick wo have been digging 
with; and still deeper entirely, untouched 
by the frost is the denser subsoil. 

In November perhaps you might have 
found tho soil in the forest frozen, but 
tho warm snow has driven away the frost. 
Soon come the spring rains, and the 
snows melt and disappear. Whore thoro 
is no protecting forests the water runs 
rapidly oil the frozen grounds to swell 
the current of the rising stro ams. if 
largo areas are naturally bare or have been 
made so, the sudden influx of the unwont- 
ed supply changes brooks into rivers and 
rivers into destructive torrents. Bridges, 
dams, and mills are swent away; fertile 
meadows and thriving villages are made 
a desolation. How is it with the snow in 
the woodland? The melted snow and 
tlie rain are soaked un by the leaves and 
tiie forest soil as if by a sponge. The 
roots of the trees piercing the soil in a 
million placos form channels by which 
innumerable drops find their way to un- 
der-ground lodges of clay or rock. Tho 
hillsides that poured their floods so free- 


ly yostorday are dry and bare to-day; but 
the rain in tlm woods is largely in tho 
wood h yet. For weeks tho forest-fed 
stroanis receive a moderate accession to 
thoir BtoreB; for weeks tho springs miles 
below are fed by subterranean rivulets 
whoso sources aro in tho subsoil of tho 
forest. Tho action of tho summer rain is 
similar: tho woodland in this way pre- 
vents tlio sudden rushing of tho water to 
tliesea; it Ih like a groat reservoir 
receiving freely any unusual amount 
of moisture to distribute it after- 
wards in regular and temperate 
supply. But let the lumbermen 
fell these woods and how soon the wind, 
tho plough, and tho fire remove the car- 
pet of leaves. Tho roots die and the 
channels by which the water sank deep 
into tho earth are clogged; as a direct 
result of this, springs far distant sud- 
denly fail, and no one can give a reason. 
Tho winds sweep over tho deseited re- 
gion and the frosts harden tlio soil into 
adamant. Spring and autum floods alter- 
nate with Hummer droughts. 

Tho use of tho forest as the material 
for building leads to its destruction; tho 
use of tho forest as a prevention of floods 
and droughts and as a tempering in- 
fluence upon climate, should lead to its 
caro and preservation. At another time 
wo may present some consideration to 
show how the two tendencies, destruct- 
ive and preservative, must be made to 
work togothcr. Howard. 


GEN. WILLIAM STOWELL TILTON. 


SKETCH of iris LIFE and public service. 

Gen. William Stowcll Tilton died at 
his residence on Walnut street, New- 
tonville, last Saturday morning. The 
deceased was tho seventh of eight sons 
of tho late Stephen Tilton, and was born 
at Newburyport, Mase., Feb. 1, 1828. His 
father transferred his business to Boston, 
in 1830, and General Tilton was educated 
at tho Boylston and English High Schools 
in that city. After graduating from the 
latter he entered tho counting room 
of tho late Charles Wilkins on Long 
wharf, and there remained until he form 
ed, with Edward T. Russell, a fellow 
clerk, a copartnership under tho firm 
name of Russell & Tilton, and the young 
men located their office upon T wharf 
and engaged in a business with tho Brit- 
ish Provinces. Liter General Tilton 
went into his father’s store on Central 
wharf, and remained there until the out- 
break of the war. 

When the late Henry Wilson organized 
tho Twonty-second Massac’iueetts Regi 
ment young Milton received a commis- 
sion as its Major, aud as such went to 
the front. Ho was seriously wounded, 
and also taken prisoner, at the battle of 
Gaines’s Mills, but as his father’s firm 
had for many years acted as the Boston 
agents for Richmond tobacco manufact- 
urers, local interest secured his early re- 
lease, and he at once rejoined his regi- 
ment — soon to command it as Colonel. 
Colonel Tilton’s services were here con- 
spicuous enough to enlist the notice of 
the Washington authorities, and he was 
hrevetted a Brigadier General, and at 
Gettysburg commanded a brigade with 
sncli military effectiveness and personal 
bravery as to win high commendation. 

At the close of the war Gen. Tilton 
was engaged for several years with the 
Linden Iron and Spring Company at 
Walpole, Mass., and resigned his position 
there in 18(H) to take charge of the 
National Soldiers’ Home at Togus, Me., 
where he remained until tho spring of 
1883, when ho gave up his cares and 
went abroad for a year’s rest 
and observation. During bis 14 years 
residence at Togus, Gin. Tilton won the 
unanimous approval of the managers, 
aud bis retirement from the State was 
regretted, as ho had taken an active in- 
terest while there in local affairs. 

To his efforts may bo attributed the 
development of that institution, which 
under tiis management was rendered ono 
of the most attractive homes for the vet- 
eran soldier in the country. The grounds 
wore beautifully laid out and the build- 
ings wero kept in the very best sanitary 
condition. The inmates of the home, 
sometimes numbering nearly 1000 per- 
sons, sincerely loved him for his uniform 
kindness and tender regard for the men 
who had seen service during the war. 

The General at ono time became much 
interested in horses, and had been vice- 
president of the National Trotters and 
Breeders’ Association, and president of 
the New England Breeders’ Association. 
After he resigned the superinteiideuoy of 
the home, be travelled abroad for two 
years, and upon his return came to New- 
tonville to reside with his family, lie 
was a member of the Loyal Legion and 
universally respected and esteemed. He 
married Elizabeth Loring, daughter of 
tho late Caleb G. Loving, an old and well- 
known Boston merchant, and a sister of 
Mis. Tilton is the wife of the artist Mr. 
Walter Brackett. He had passed the few 
last summers of bis life at Magnolia, 
having his winter home at Newtonvillo. 
He leaves no children. 

Gen. Tilton’s conspicuous qualities 
were quiet firmness, an aptitude for all 
classes of executive work. and a loyalty in 
friendship and bravery in both civil and 
military life »arely exceeded. His life’s 
record is a treasure to be honorably re- 
membered by all who knew him. 

The funeral took place from tho Uni- 
versalist church, Newtonvillo, Tuesday 
afternoon. The services were conducted 
under tho direction of the Loyal Legion, 
a delegation from that body being pres- 
ent, and also the delegations of the 22d 
Massachusetts Regiment Association and 
the 3d Massachusetts Battery Associa- 
tion. The casket containing the remains 
was borne into the church by a detail of 
eight non-commissioned United States 
regulars from Fort Warren. It was en- 
veloped in the folds of the American 
fiag, aud upon it rested the sword of the 
deceased. The ceremonies were of a 
semi-military character, befitting tho 
high rank of the deceased. The address 
relative to the life and services of Gen. 
Tilton was delivered by Rev. R. A. 
White, pastor of tho Univorsalist church, 
who said that the world had been 
touched at mony points by his own life, 
and the gi eater interest was therefore 
felt in his departure from us. Tho uni- 
forms here, the casket enfolded in his 
country’s flag, this half military ceremo- 
ny, the badges of the veteran associa- 
tions, tell us that he was an honored 
member of your organizations. Tho sail 
faces (ell |me that he had ‘sustained 
towards those near aud dear tlio sacred 
relation of human love. 

Tho life of Gen. Tilton has not moved 
along a narrow groove; it has been 
linked with the world in so many ways 
that the world is interested in paying tlie 
last tributes of respect to his memory. 
He was successful as a business man; lie 
brought energy into bis military career, 
aud whether struck down by a bullet at 
Gaine’s Mill, ^whether confined .within 
the walls of a rebel prison or command- 
ing a brigade at Gettysburg, he manifest- 


ed those qualities which demonstrate the 
true soldier. As tho governor of tho 
Soldier's Homo at Togus, Mo., he brought 
out of the institution order and beauty, 
and builded a borne where tho very men 
who fought by his side in tlio civil war, 
perhaps in his own command, could find 
a place whore they could bo cared for in 
their declining days. Ho was charitable 
and benevolent, possessing rare conver- 
sational powers and keen common sense. 
But what eulogy could I pronounce that 
would speak more eloquently than this 
gathering hero today. To tlio bereaved 
family I would nicturo the angels of mer- j 
cy and hope. Memory preserves and re- 
tains the beautiful tilings in life which 
becomes glorified with the flight of time 
until the Ideal life alone remains. Hope 
points to tl at reunion beyond which is 
as sure as God. The cords broken here 
shall ho roweldcd when we are finally 
brought into tho higher life. At. the con- 
clusion of the address, tho Temple Quar- 
tet rendered tho selection, “Gathering 
homeward one by one.” 

At the conclusion of the services the 
cornetist and bugler of the Loyal Legion 
rendered “The Lost Chord” and “Taps.” 
The floral tributes were beautiful, and 
included a crown with the word “com- 
rade” in immortelles from the 2d Mass, 
sharp-shooters, a Maltese cross, (tlie 5th 
corps badge) from the 22d Mass. Regi- 
ment Association, and other exquisite 
floral tributes from relatives and friends. 
The remains were interred in the family 
lot at Mt. Auburn. The pall-bearers 
were Gen. Thomas Slierwin, Col. Augus- 
tus P. Martin, Col. Joseph W. Gelray, 
Col. Henry Stone, Col. James M. Ellis, 
Col. Arnold A. Rand, Capt. Charles B. 
Fillebrown, Capt. J. II. Symonds, Capt. 
John P. Crane, Lieut. S. Alonzo Iianlctt. 
Many prominent citizens attended tlio 
services in tlie church, and Charles Ward 
post 02 was represented by i t» command- 
er, Mr. S. S. Whitney, and Senior Vice- 
Commander Sweetland. In the square 
at Newtonvillo the members of delega- 
tions present formed in parallel lines and 
stood with uncovered heads while the 
cortege passed by. At the grave the ex- 
ercises were of a simple character, the 
usual commitment service being read.

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HIGH WATER SERVICE. 


The report of the Water Board, in re- 
gard to a high service supply, is a very 
important document and will be read 
with great interest. The Board has 
given a good deal of study to the ques- 
tion, examined several systems and rec- 
ommended one which it feels sure will 
answer every purpose and will give all 
parts of Newton a sufficient water supply 
even on the highest elevations. The cost 
of the proposed system, $00,000, is mod- 
erate, compared with the great amount 
of territory to be served, and the stand 
pipe system is generally regarded as the 
most feasible and least expensive way of 
meeting the difficulty complained of at 
Chestnut Hill. 

This proposed system will increase the 
pressure all over the city, and give an 
abundant supply for domestic and fire 
purposes on such important elevations 
as Brighton Hill, Mt. Ida and the hills a t 
West Newton and Auburndale, where for 
fire purposes the supply is now insuffi- 
cient. The location on Institution 
Hill is the most favorable one that could 
be chosen for effective service, as that 
elevation is about in the centre of the 
territory to be covered, with Oak Hill on 
one side and Chestnut Ilill on the other, 
and in this respect is much preferable to 
Waban IIIll, which is at one side of the 
city and the pressure at Oak Hill, for 
instance, would be much less than that 
at Chestnut Hill. 

The plan proposed is the carrying out 
of the idea of the first water commission, 
which was that the Waban Hill reservoir 
would answer for a number of years, 
until the higher parts of the city were 
built upon and then another reservoir ora 
stand pipe could be put up. To have 
built one in the first place would have 
involved more expense than was war- 
ranted by the few people who would 
have been benefitted, but the time has 
now certainly come for this improvement, 
as was shown by the petition from 
Chestnut Ilill, and by Mayor Burr’s in- 
augural address. 

As there is uo doubt that the high ser- 
vice is needed, it is desirable that prompt 
action should be taken at once so that 
the system may be inaugurated this year. 
There is a great deal of very desirable 
laml in the higher portions of the city 
which will be built upon as soon as we 
have high service, by those who intend 
to put up handsome residences, which 
will add to the valuation of the city. 
Hitherto, land on the Brookline side has 
enjoyed a great advantage and has been 
built upon, while land on this side of the 
line has been left vacant, merely because 
we have not had high service. The 
growth of Newton depends in large 
measure upon the adoption of high ser- 
vice, and the West End Railway exten- 
sions make it very desirable that Newton 
should be able to offer every advantage 
to purchasers. The Coiumni Council 
has approved the proposed plan, and the 
board of aldermen will probably cuucur 
at their meeting next Monday evening. 


The fourth class postmasters are being 
beheaded by First Assistant Clarkson 
with “celerity and despatch,” the pa- 
pers say, but there is more trouble over 
the presidential postmasteis, and it is not 
yet decided that the congressmen will be 
able to have their own way, or secure 
their removal before their terms expire. 
It is said that Congressman Candler gives 
110 encouragement to those seeking the 
New ton and Newtonville offices, and says 
that lie can’t do anything before the ex- 
piration of the terms of Postmasters Mor- 
gan and Turner. These are now offices of 
the second class, and in such offices the 
appointee lias to give his personal atten- 
tion to tlie duties of the office. Mr. Can- 
dler lias received a number of recommen- 
dations, or at least one candidate has 
been recommended to him for the New- 
ton office, although we are informed that 
Mr. Powers depies having signed a peti-. 
tion for Mr. Pratt. The article in the 
Graphic last week caused a great deal 
of amusement, and the sentiment of the 
people does not appear to be in favor of 
the proposed change. There is talk of 
the citizens taking hold of the matter, in 
opposition to the politicians, to secure 
the retention of Postmaster Morgan. It 
will be interesting to see which will 
come out ahead. 


Rev. Mu. (in . man in his remarks at 
the West Newton Lyceum was mistaken 
in one respect. lie asked, “Where is 
the hospital that has been liberally en- 
dowed through the benevolence of 


wealthy men.’’ Tho Cottago Hospital 
has made a very favorable beginning and 
has received quite a number of liberal 
endowments from public spirited citi- 
zens, whoso names are known to all, and 
the new ward given by Mr. .1. R. Lerson 
is about completed. Wo have also Far- 
low Park, the beautiful Bigelow memo- 
rial chapel at the cemetery, a number of 
memorial gifts in tho Free Library, the 
Read Fund Lectures, and the Kenrick 
fund, for instance, to tell of the liberali- 
ty of prominent Newton citizens. It is 
a good record for a young city, ns memo- 
rial gifts belong more to old and long 
established cities. Most of tho wealthy 
men of Newton aro still living and no 
one knows what gifts they have prepared 
in their wills, to surprise and benefit 
their fellow c'.tizens. Rev. Mr. Gilman’s 
address was nevertheless a very sugges- 
tive ono and contained many excellent 
recommendations. 


There will be strong opposition to 
the purchase of tho lot on Walnut street, 
next to the Clallin school house, at the 
price asked, and Mr. Samuel Barnard of 
tho school board says that several mem- 
bers of the board aro opposed to the pro- 
ject. The general sentiment seems to be 
that the present lot is ample for school 
purposes, and that the city is not war- 
ranted in going to any unnecessary ex- 
pense. The article in last week’s paper 
on this subject called out some remarks 
at the school board meeting, and it also 
called out a great number of commenda- 
tory letters, which are very significant of 
tho state of public opinion. 


Mayor Bi rr called a special meeting 
of the board of aldermen on Monday 
evening, to take action in regard to the 
matter of abolishing grade crossings. 
The question is such an important one 
for Newton, that he recommended the 
creation of a joiut standing committee, 
which was done, and the following were 
appointed: Aldermen Harbach and Tol- 
man ; Councilmen Rice, Hale and Bond. 
If the statement of President Bliss in 
our Boston letter last week meant any- 
thing, the committee will have some im- 
portant work to do before the year is out. 


The appointmeut of Robert T. Lincoln 
as minister to England is an admirable 
one and 1 e will make a worthy successor 
to James Russell Lowell and Mr. Phelps. 
Our Dr. Loring gets the position of min- 
ister to Portugal, and three more editors 
get foreign missions. This is following 
out the suggestion made by the Graphic 
last week, and is very encouragiug to 
those editors who are seeking office. 


The Boston Aldermen had a hearing 
Wednesday night on the Overhead wire 
system of electric street railways, and 
very strong testimony in favor of the 
system was received from insurance meu, 
property owners and others. 


OUR BOSTON LETTER. 


From Our special Correspondent: 

A SERMON FOR THE TIMES. 

I had the privilege as well ns the pleasure 
of attending divine service at the Channing 
church, Newton, last Sunday morning. 

My desire to go there was an impartial 
one and for which I could give no reason. 
But I was not prepared for the rich treat 
instore for me till I was informed, after 
being seated, that Professor Peabody was to 
supply the pulpit for that day. 

I pass over the usual platitudes of the 
sermon being a finished production and 
eloquently delivered— to those who know 
Professor Peabody such would he super- 
fluous. But when he read for the opening 
service selections from the old and new 
Testament, I was prepared not only for an 
intellectual treat but for a purely Christian 
exposition of the divine law as applicable 
to man. Nor was I disappointed when he 
announced as his text, “I am God of the 
valleys as well as God of the hills.” Never 
before did that magnificent record of the 
battle between tin: host of Assyria and the 
children of Isnel present such a signifi- 
cance. 

I have said that it was a sermon for the 
times. It was more than this. It em- 
braced in its scope all that could benefit 
nations, government, peoples and society. 
It gave to every man his distinctive place 
among the crowd who make up the history 
of the world’s existence. The sermon from 
exordium to peroration will remain en- 
graved on my memory and if I dared, I 
would give a synopsis, hut that would he 
doing it injustice. It should be printed 
and circulated broadcast as a Christian’s 
idea of a Christian’s duty to himself and 
the world. 

THE SPUING EXHIBITION, 
of the Massachusetts Horticultural Socie- 
ty which began oil Wednesday morning 
was, considering all the circumstances und 
the limited space allowed for the exhibition 
—the best on record, 

As Newton figures largely in this exhibi- 
tion, as it has in all others, for the reason 
that the chairmen of the several important 
committees have been selected from the 
Garden City, such as .1. JI. Woodford, chair- 
man of tlie flower committee; Charles N. 
Brackett, chairman of the vegetable com- 
mittee, and E. W. Wood, chairman of the 
fruit committee, all from Newton, warrant 
me in saying something about the origin of 
tiie society. Sixty years ago, Wales of 
Dorchester, Winshlp of Brighton, Kenrick 
<if Newton and Hovey of Cambridge were 
tiie leading agriculturalists, arboriculturists 
and floriculturists of the State. The Hydes 
came iii‘ as a supplementary edition and 
then came the families of Bovvditch and 
Walker. 

But when tho society began to strengthen 
its stakes and enlarge its borders it em- 
braced agriculture and then tlie Newton 
parties came in and established a prece- 
dence among tlie towns and counties of tlie 
State that lias never been overcome. This 
is not so much due to those Newton 
purties who were noted for blowing their 
own trumpet as to the quiet, unostenta- 
tious lubors of the large number of contrib- 
utors who never sought to have their names 
paraded cither us honorary members or as 
those who contributed lmncrs of which 
they know nothing- iStill Newton comes 
to the front us it always will when real 
merit carries the duy. Waban. 


TIIE SCHOOL HOARD. 


TIIE COMMITTEE ON MANUAL TRAINING 
MAKE Til El It REPORT, 


Tho monthly meeting of the School 
Committee was hold Wednesday evening. 
Mayor Burr in the chair, and ten mem- 
bers present. Superintendent Emerson 
reported upon evening schools. Two 
have been maintained the past season, 
ono for girls at Bigelow schoolhouso and 
one for girls and boys at Jackson school- 
house. They were in session thirty even- 
ings, boginning Oct. 15 and closing Dec. 
21. The whole number of different pu- 
pils was, in lligolow school, JO; Jackson 
school, 107; total enrolment, 230. Aver- 
age attendance in Bigelow school, 12; in 
Jackson school, 45; total average atten- 
dance, 57; percentage of attendance, 24.1. 
Ages of scholars ranged from 15 to 35 
years. Eight teachers were employed, 2 
in Bigelow and 0 in the Jackson school 
The studies pursued were reading, spell- 
ing, writing, arithmetic, history and hook 
keeping. Tho cost of tho schools was 
$020.30: teachers, $431.50; janitors, $45 in- 
cidentals, $00.45. The cost per pupil, 
based upon the total average attendance, 
was $10.88. 

He recommended tl.at somo action be 
taken at this meeting to comply with the 
enrolling all persons in tho city between 
the ages of 5 and 15 years. He also re- 
commended that the teachers be allowed 
to close schools to attend the sessions of 
the teachers’ convention to be held next 
month. 

The standing committee on accounts re- 
ported the needed items for tho current 
month as amounting to $10,955.73, and 
that amount was appropriated. Tho 
committee on text books reported in ta- 
vorof tho adoption of Mrs. Hydo’s Les- 
sons in English, and John Burroughs’ 
Birds, Bees, Bright Eyes and other pa- 
pers. 

The commitee on industrial education 
made two reports. Their recommenda- 
tions for the establishment of vacation 
schools were, 1st, that ono vacation 
school be established and scholars over 
14 years of age be admitted; 2d, that the 
instruction should be for girls, sewing 
aud cooking, and for boys in tho use ot 
mechanical tools; 3d, that it bo located 
in tlie unoccupied schoolhouso in Au- 
burndale; 4th, that it be opened July 8 
aud continued 8 weeks, provided the at- 
tendance shall warrant; 5th, that the 
Common Council bo asked to authorize 
aud appropriate $1,500 to equip aud main- 
tain the school. 

This report was laid on the table and 
the committeo instructed to ascertain the 
uumber of pupils who would attend such 
a school. 

Tho second report of this committee 
was to recommend, 1st, that tho best re- 
sults can be secured by tho establishment 
of a separate school which might be 
known as the Newton Manual Training 
school; 2d, that pupils bo admitted to 
this school after completing studies in 
the grammar school in same manner as 
now admitted to the High school; 3d, that 
the course should cover a period of three 
years, and include English language, lit- 
erature, mathematics. drawing and the use 
of tools in industrial art; 4th, that the 
time of the pupils be divided equally be- 
tween mental and manual work, one 
hour per day being given to drawing, two 
hours to manual exercises and two hours 
to academic studies; 5th. diplomas to be 
awarded to those who honorably com- 
plete the course of study; 0th, the school 
to belocatedin the unoccupied school- 
houso in Auburndale, which is easily ac- 
cessible from all parts of the city. 

This report was advocated at length by 
Mr. Barnard He stated cost of fitting 
for such a school in Omaha for 80 pupi s 
to be for carpentery aud joining, $280; 
tools, $510; total, $790. For wood turn- 
ing, 20 lathes, $5S0;shafting, pulleys, etc., 
$188.45; engine and boiler, $225; tools, 
$140.05; sotting up lathes, $300, a total oi 
$1.3:13.50. If iron work was added, twee 
ty-five benches with tools would cost $£0 
each, or $750, making a total cost u» 
equipment for such a school about $3000. 
If Newton can afford to spend $3000 for 
apparatus for a labratory, etc., for the 
High school, why can she not spend this 
amount for a manual school? lie was 
decidedly in favor of the project, and 
would prefor to send his son from the 
grammar school to such a school rather 
thuu to the High school. 

Rev. Dr. Pierce hardly thought it time 
for the board to go to tins expense, and 
that it might be better to wait for an en- 
dowment from some liberal citizen. 

Mr. Pliilbrick thought wo should find 
out how many were likely to attend such 
a school, and thus have tlie necessity for 
the same shown. 

Mr. Parker said this house at Auburit- 
dalejwas the best built aud most suitable 
for such a school of any in the city. He 
had visited the school in Brookline, was 
not favorably impressed with the utility 
of this plan. 

Rev. Mr. Ilornbrooko asked the prob- 
able expense of such a school, and was 
answered that the probable cost might 
bo a little less than tho present cost of 
High School pupils, about $18.00 eaoh. 

Mr. Hollis thought it best that the 
same disposition bo made of the report 
on Manual schools as upon vacation 
schools. 

Mr. Dickinson said much has been re- 
marked about traiuiug tlie hand and eye. 
We train tho mind to use the hand and eye 
What ends are secured by introducing 
tho workshop into schools? We cannot 
dispense with the training of the mind 
in our public schools. If we send a hoy 
to tlie Manual school rather than to the 
High school we do him an injury for 
which he will some time blame the par- 
ent. Ho had just retured from Wash- 
ington, and this question had been dis- 
cussed there by some of the best edu- 
cated and most intelligent men in this 
country. Much doubt was expressed as 
to the practicability of these schools. 

The matter was laid upon the table, 
audit being ascertained that a quorum 
was not present, the chair declared the 
board adjourned, although several items 
of business should have received atten- 
tion at this meeting.

So many 
have one root, that of the i:to,ono words in 
the English language there are hardly 500 
that are different, and words are so alike in 
different languages that the number of lan- 
guages can be reduced to a verv few. The 
languages were traced from the Sanskrit 
downward in the Aryan races, and it was 
shown that the English tongue, composed 
two-fifths of Latin and three-fifths of Saxon 
or German, is likely to become hereafter 
the language of the world.

Civil Service Reform at Newton Centre. 

To tho Editor of tho Graphic. 

On the fourtli of March Benjamin Har- 
rison was inaugurated President of tlie 
United States, and on tho same day cer- 
tain citizens of Newton Centre forwarded 
to Washington a petition praying that a 
new postmaster should bo appointed in 
in their town. So prompt an application 
would seem to imply abuses in our pres- 
ent post office that needed immediate at- 
tention. and upon hearing that a second 
petition in favor of another candidate 
was also receiving signatures we resolved 
to find out the charges against the pres- 
ont postmaster. The result was as fol- 
lows: 

1. Mr. Richardson holds auother office 
and is so disqualified. 

2. Mr. Richardson is not himself at the 
office in person to receive and distribute 
mail. 

3. Mr. Richardson is a Deniourut. 

Thorough inquiry has utterly failed to 

elicit any further charge. Even ‘‘offensive 
partisanship” has not been urged against 
him. It is almost an insult to the intelli- 
gence of the community to make any 
answer to these ‘‘charges,” and we shall 
he as brief us possible. 

1. Mr. Richardson is a member of 
the Conimou Council, elected bv an 
overwhelming majority ill a Republican 
community. The City Solicitor bus given 
the opinion that the same person can 
hold the office of postmaster and council- 
man at the same time. There is no com- 
plaint that Mr. Uiohardsou neglects the 
duties of either office. 

2. The postmaster is tlie executive 
head of the office. if lie manages (lie 
office so tliut the people are satisfied oil 
the one hand and the government on tlie 
other, who are these madmen tiiat must 
have their lottirs directly from tlie 
hands of the postmaster himself? 

3. Mr. Riohurdsou is a Democrat— this 
charge is true also. There is something 
almost disheartening in the fact that re- 
spectable and intelligent people will put 
their names to petitions such as these.

Their eyes met, and she read so much 
admiration in the officer’s that she avert- 
ed her glance in embarrassment.

Prohibition Experience In Iowa. 

Iowa has a population equal to MasRa. 
chusetts and an area eight times as largo. 
In 1887 under prohibition it had only 
1520 criminal convictions. During the 
same year in Worcester alone of our own 
State there were 1082 arrests for drunken- 
ness alone. She has 1(X) jails and 55 of 
them were empty at one lime without a 
single convict. Forty-one of her district 
judges give willing and overwhelming 
testimony for prohibition ns executed in 
their own State. Dear them speak: 

Judge Traverse says, “It is the most 
christianizing and civilizing event that 
has happened within tiie age.” 

Judge Stuart says, “1 wo.uld not advise 
the repeal of the prohibitory law.” 

Judge Harvey says, “I am not aware 
that there is a saloon in the district.” 

Judge Lewis says, “The law is as well 
enforced as any other and has decreased 
criminal expenses at least two-thirds.” 

Judge Wakefield "Was opposed to the 
law at its enactment, but acknowledges 
that the power of the traffic seems to be 
broken and enforcement possible and 
practicable.” 

Judge Henderson, ‘If officials do their 
duty we will entirely suppress tho evil 
under the present law.” 

Judge Ayres, “I liavo no doubt that 
the prohibitory law has reduced criminal 
offenses and tiie expenses of the courts 
in this district very largely, and I cer- 
tainly would not advise a repeal of it.” 

Judge Wilkinson, “The prohibitory 
law in this district is well enforced. 
While there are clandestine sales of liquor 
I know of no saloon in the district.” 

Judge Lewis, “I would not recommend 
the repeal of the prohibitory law, as I 
believe it will end tho saloon and pro- 
mote a temperance sentiment and sobri- 
ety.” 

Judge Ryan, “I am free to say that in 
my limited experience on the bench and 
twenty years at tho bar, I would not ad- 
vise its repeal.” 

Judge Kavanagh, Jr., Homan Catholic 
Judge of Des Moines, “It has decreased 
crime over fifty percent and added large- 
ly to individual happiness.” 

Judge Gavin. “1 would certaiply not 
advise its repeal, and 1 do uot know of 
any law that I would he willing to see 
placed in its stead.” 

Judge Weaver, “I have been on the 
bench now a year, have held twelve 
terms of court in eight different coun- 
ties. During that time l have been called 
upon to preside in but two state cases 
where the change was above the grade of 
misdemeanor, and have had occasion to 
pronounce but one sentence of imprison- 
ment in tiie penitentiary. Tiie criminal 
expenses in nearly every county are be- 
ing reduced to a very low sum.” 

Judge Cleland, “The action of tho law 
has been beneficial.” 

Judge Granger, “The effort at closing 
the saloons in these counties has been 
successful. 1 have no hesitancy in say- 
ing that the closing ot the front door of 
the saloon, whereby it is destroyed as a 
place of social resort, has cancelled nine- 
tenths of the drunkenness.” lie con- 
tinues, “To-day there is hut one criminal 
case pending in three counties, and that 
is an old case growing out of whiskey 
sales. Our grand juries liavo compara- 
tively nothing to do. So far as I know, 
but one man in jail, and he for violating 
an injunction in a liquor case.” 

Judge Thomas. “1 am satisfied it is re- 
ducing crime.” 

Judge Carr, “The present prohibitory 
law is in my judgment a success. We 
have no open saloons.” 

Judge Deemer, “In many of the coun- 
ties, the jail is getting to be almost an 
unnecessary building, and in tho last 
three counties I have visited there wa« 
not an occupant.” 

Judge Carson, “When in the Senate I 
favored local option, but 1 am now satis- 
fied the present statute should stand. 
My belief is that the effect has been very 
favorable in the reduction of criminal 
offences, especially those growing out of 
brawls and quarrelling.” 

Judge Loof borrow, “The criminal 
record is much reduced.” 

Judge Thornell. “I should regard its 
repeal as a calamity.” 

Judge Macombcr, “I believe it is a 
good law and tends mightily to uphold 
moral ideas.” 

Judge Wilson of the superior court, 
“I was not in favor of the law, thinking 
that the public sentiment was not enough 
to make it a success, and that high license 
would work better. I have carefully 


ard’s life, and, God helping mo, 1 have 
resolved that if my vote can givo the 
people a chance to banish the saloon 
from our State, that, corno what may, 
shall ho freely given, and I change my 
vote and ask it ho recorded in favor of 
this measure.”

work better. 1 have 
watched its working, and am convinced 
that I was wrong. Whatever was 
the sentiment at its passage, 1 am 
satisfied that nine-tenths of our citizens 
would vote against its repeal to-day.” 

Gov. Larabeo, who at the passage of 
the act favored license, gives emphatic 
proof of a sound conversion to prohibi- 
tion. Hear him! 

“During the last year, and particular- 
ly during its latter half, there lias been a 
decided falling off in penitentiary con- 
victs, and a very large number of county 
jails have been empty, some of them for 
the first time in mauv years. There lias 
been a marked improvement in the con- 
dition of our poorer people, especially in 
the families of laboring men addicted to 
drink. What was formerly squandered 
in the saloon now goes to the support of 
wife and children.” 

After this righteous testimony does 
any one dare insult the people of Massa- 
chusetts by thoughtlessly declaring that 
it is impossible to enforce such a law in 
tho old Bay State? What Iowa has done 
can be done here. Why shouldn’t it be 
done? Vote for tho amendment, because 
it means greater purity of tho people, less 
crimes, greater morality, and that tho 
principles of Christianity are rising dom- 
inant over the demand of the saloons for 
our boys anti neighbors. They cannot 
live without men and hoys. 

When the submission of the amend- 
ment was pending in the legislature of 
Nebraska, Representative McNickle re- 
quested the privilege of a word of ex- 
planation before announcing the result. 
He saitl: 

“l represent two counties in this 
house, aud 1 have promised them both 
that I would have to vote against sub- 
mission, but this question is presented in 
a peculiar form. I have given this sub- 
ject much thought, and I have com- 
muned witli a higher power and asked 
His guidance in this critical hour, and 
now, on the other hand, if 1 vote for 
submission, I shall disregard the instruc- 
tions of my constituents. But 1 have a 
boy, aud that hoy appeals to me with all 
a father’s love and tenderness, and, as 1 
look in his f ice, I fuel 1 owe him a duty 
higher than any other, and that is to 
save him from at awful fate of a drunk-

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RADIIt BCHINDLBIt’S REPLY TO REV. G. L. 

PEKIN. 

Kttbbi Schindler replied to Rev. O. L, 
Perin’s address at West Newton in bis 
Sunday address, and it is summarized an 
follows: 

“tVhon threo wooks ago I choso to dis- 
cus t |t-bu proposed prohibitory amoua- 
m mt, I was well aware that there was d 
large class of citizens who held views 
antagonistic to mine. 1 believed the 
question was one of great moral mo- 
ment and that this pulpit was a proper 
place for its intelligent discussion. I 
i/olieve it to bo nut only the. right, but 
tin duty of every minister, to enlighten 
Ins hearers on all questions which are 
to have a moral cfTeet eitiier for good or 
evil over the entire community, and when 
viows are advanced in good faith an 
opponent in argument should considci 
them only as a fair statement of opinion. 

I diotn it a compliment, both to my con- 
g egation and to myself, that a Christian 
minister has considered my utterances of 
sufficient weight and importance to call 
for a reply from his pulpit. It is not 
many years ago that a minister of a 
Hebrew church could have spoken from 
morning until night and from (lie be- 
ginning of the week until tho cud, on 
any subject no matter of how great im- 
portance, and his utterances would have 
attracted no attention from the outside 
w »rld. We certainly have tho welfare 
of the community as much at heart as do 
any other of our citizens. Tho utter- 
ances from the pulpit have much greater 
weight than in former years. We preach 
to a few hundred people gathered to- 
gether in the church, and tho press 
takes our thoughts and ideas and casts 
them broadcast over tho land. In re- 
plying to Mr. Perin I do not think that I 
differ with him as regards tho desired 

0 id to ho attaiued. That his arguments 
aro far from infallible I am convinced. 
My series of lectures lias led mo into 
deep thought on the ways and moans for 
improving our moral condition, and my 
argum Mits aro based on tho results of 
that retcarch. I do not doubt for a 
moment that the intentions of the friends 
of the amendment are good and that tlioy 
are led by the best of motives. That 
they aro too radical I feel assured. It, 
requires hundreds of years to bring about 
such a change in sentiment as they de- 
sire. If they would only ho patient and 
not attempt to proceed in so great haste 
their cause would be greatly benefltted. 
While I do not claim the liquor dealers 
to he possessed with the sanctity of our 
best poople, yet they have as much right 
to carry on their business as I have mine, 
and should not he held up to public 
scorn for conducting a business which 
the government makes perfectly lawful 
so long as he submits to the law*. It is 
an injustice to cast a slur on the business 
of any other man. Our church decrees 
that pork shall not be eaten by Hebrews 
and scientific analysis has shown it to be 
injurious in a marked degree. Would it 
ho proper for our people to hold the 
butcher up to the ridicule of tho public? 
The man who sells the revolver does not 
know to what use it is to he put; hut 
who will he so absurd as to denounce the 
hardware dealer who sells it,if the buyer 
commits a homicide with it. If any one 
is to he blamed, it is the one who abuses 
his rights. The man who legally sells 
the article is not responsible for its pro- 
per use, neither should he be held up to 
public scorn. It is a cheap excuse for 
the abusur of the liquor to blamo the 
saloon. Should these men who have in- 
vested their thousands in this business 
voluntarily close their doors to the pub- 
lic, lo.(KH) men would rise up in o.;e day 
to take their places. 

If newspaper reports aro true, Mr. 
Perin could find biit two arguments in 
my lecture. Well, I can’t find ovon otic 
in his reply. Flowery language Is in it- 
self no argument. Mr. Perin does not 
seem to know that there is power vested 
in government to dictate to a man what 
lie shall eat or drink or how he shall be- 
lieve. I claim that the State has no right 
to deny the uinty-niue who use liquor 
properly the right to its use, simply to 
benefit the one who abuses it. Because 
he does not listen to reason, the ninety-nine 
should uot bo deprived of their rights 
and pleasure. It. the state is allowed to 
prescribe for us what we shall eat and 
drink, why has it not the right to tell us 
what religious creed wo shall follow? Mr. 
Perin has almost ludicrously challenged 
me to produce figures in refutation of 
his statements. I advise him and all in- 
terested in prohibition to leave all figures 
and statistics alone in this contest, as 
they are very.unreliable. What is pi iced 
on the credit side in one State must go 
on the debit side in tho State across the 
line. In estimating tho amount of 
liquor which is brought into a prohibi- 
tion State, tho figures on bulky packages, 
such as btorandalo, may be approximat- 
ed, hut no ofiicial can even approximate 
the amount of stroug liquors, such as 
whiskey and rums, which aro smuggled 
into the State, nor how much of such 
liquors aro consumed in kitchen bar- 
rooms. In one prohibition State the 
argum aut is made that schoolhouscs have 
increased in number under the present 
law. We cannot trace out tho cause; it 
may be due to natural increase in popu- 
lation. Take our own city as an exam- 
ple. We have for several years past been 
endeavoring to have several uew school- 
houses erected in the Charlestown dis- 
trict, but each year wo liavo been met by 
the cry "No money.” We have been 
promised this year that in case of a cer- 
tain appropriation being secured, the 
buildings will bo erected. Now, should 
the amendment carry, those schoolhouscs 
would probably he erected after the 
amendment went into effect. Wouldn’t 

1 some ardent prohibitionists attribute 
I their erection to tho closing of the 

saloon? That tho drink habit is an evil, 
I, with Mr. Peril), am agreed. 1 only 
differ with him as to its proper curtail- 
ment. Wo do not agree in methods. 1 
would begin at the top and ho at tho 
bottom. Intemperance is uot a cause; 
it is uu effect from a cause.

Tho first rally of tho campaign under

Our fathers in adopting t lie 
Constitution of this Commonwealth wise- 
ly foresaw that changes would inevitably 
bo required in the instiunient they had 
framed with so much deliberation. They 
carefully provided that there should bo 
no changes therein or additions thereto 
unless aemnndcd by the people and after 
careful consideration were to he deemed 
a necessity for the growth, the welfare 
and prosperity of the Commonwealth. 
They wisely provided that no trivial 
matter should ever find its plnco in that 
bulwark of our liberties, changes were 
only to be made therein when there had 
been such a growth of public sentiment 
that two-thirds of tho Legislature for 
two successive years should signify their 
approbation of such proposed amend- 
ment, and that it should bu submitted to 
tho citizens of tho Commonwealth for 
their approval at tho poles. Such lias 
been the constantly growing sentiment 
for tli e past generation upon the sub- 
ject, that a very large number of citizens 
in the Commonwealth believo that the 
growth, the prosperity and highest welfare 
of the people demand that the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquors for a 
beverage in this Commonwealth should 
he prohibited in our constitution, and 
according to the terms thereof, the Legis- 
lature for two successive years have voted 
that such an amendment was necessary 
and desirable, and now by provision of 
law this proposed amendment is to be 
submitted to the voters of this Common- 
wealth on tho 22d of April. To consider 
tho expediency of an amendment wo are 
hero this evening. Your presence in so 
large numbers indicate that you are in- 
terested in tho important subject of 
temperance, and that your vote will be 
such as will best promote its interest. I 
desire to submit for your consideration a 
few suggestions which may strengthen 
your convictions as to the desirability of 
the amendment being a part of tho Con- 
stitution of our Commonwealth. Proba- 
bly never in the history of tho temper- 
ance movement has the liquor interest in 
this Commonwealth expended so much 
money or put forth more earnest en- 
deavor to defeat this movement than 
during this campaign. This is no argu- 
ment, but it is suggestive in determining 
upon which side your vote shall be cast. 

The attention of the people of this 
Commonwealth has been principally di- 
rected in years past to the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquor and the baneful influences 
attending thereon. I think some of us 
were surprised when we saw for the first 
time the statements made by the Rev. Dr. 
Dorchester in one of our religious news- 
papers that the new rum that is exported 
into Africa and the South Sea Islands, ac- 
knowledged to be tho greatest curse that 
those nations have ever received ; paralyz- 
ing the heroic attempts to plant a Chris- 
tian civilization infinitely worse than the 
opium trade of China or tlio slave trade 
of to-day, that a very largo proportion of 
it came from the United States, and 
worse than all that ninety per cent, of 
all that was exported from America was 
manufactured witliiu sight of the dome 
of the State House. 

As citizens of this Commonwealth con- 
scious of the proud position that Massa- 
chusetts has always maintained in all 
that is great and good to elevate fallen 
humanity, that it is the homo of the 
various missions to help the dark and un- 
enlightened nations of this world, we 
bang our heads with shame at sueh a 
revelation, and more humiliating it is 
that during the last administration the 
great powers of England and Germany, 
conscious of the baneful influence that 
was being exerted by this infamous traffic, 
applied to the government that wo would 
unite with them in some measures to 
suppress it. I am informed on what I 
deem good authority that the fact that 
here in Massachusetts in tho town where 
it is manufactured under a local option 
law it is not illegal so to manufacture it, 
so seriously embarassed Secretary Bayard 
in any action that he might have desired 
to take, that ho was obliged to decline to 
enter into negotiations with these great 
powers of Europe. Had our constitu- 
tion prohibited the manufacture of in- 
toxicating liquor as a beverage the insur- 
mountable obstacle to such a desirable 
end would not have existed and our 
proud old Commouweath been saved this 
humiliation. 

It would be reason enough for your 
vote for tho adoption of this proposed 
amendment that it would remove from 
politics one of the most objectionable 
features in the municipal elections of 
some of the cities of our Commonwealth, 
and tend to give to us a purer govern- 
ment and better men to guide our munici- 
pal affairs. 


Y M. C. A. 


The meeting lust Sunday took on tho fea- 
ture of tempera nee, and was in charge of 
Mr. F. A. fleudlette. Ho suid tc wanted 
to trout the question of temperance from a 
purely business standpoint. As in busi- 
ness, so in this matter we cannot he cold or 
hike warm. Each must he active and ear- 
nest to he successful. Mr. Hondlettc ap- 
pealed to the ladies to use their iufiuence 
to make their homes happier. Mr. Thomas 
Weston then spoke briefly, stating that lie 
had always been a temperance man ; he be- 
gan by being a temperance hoy. One or 
two impressions, when a youth had so been 
stamped, that they always remained. Miss 
May Barks added interest to the occasion 
by two cornet solos. The meeting next 
Sunday will ho under the leadership of Mr. 
F. E. Duvidsnn of Auhurudale. 


Mr. uml Mrs. Joseph Cheney are re- 
ceiving congratulations.

The liquor interests are so strong in 
not a few of the cities of the Common- 
weal tli that the whole power of govern- 
ment is made subservient to it, men are 
chosen for their prominence in the liquor 
interest and not for their fitness to fill 
important positions. 

If this amendment is carried this ele- 
ment is forever eliminated from munici- 
pal politics, and 1 know of no expedient 
that would tend to so improve the gov- 
ernmentof our cities as that the liquor 
influence should in this way ho forever 
removed from politics. No more forci- 
ble illustration can be had than tho his- 
tory off the politics of the city of Bostou 
within tho past year. 

There is another view of this question 
which is certainly deserving of your 
consideration; the average citizen be- 
lieves that he who enters my house at 
night and takes my watch and money 
commits a crime; the same citizen be- 
lieves that he who sells liquor to a young 
man, thus forming and strengthening )i b 
taste for intoxicating drink until the 
habit of drink is fixed upon him so 
strongly that it cannot he thrown oil, tho 
attendant loss of business, loss of socit ty, 
misery and wretchedness in his home, the 
blasting of fond hopes for his future, the 
untold suffering of wife and children, is 
also guilty of a crime; but whether that 
is really a crime or uot depends upon 
how many “yes” votes were deposited in 
the billot box the year previous. In 
other words whether this enormity is a 
crime or not depends upon the votes at 
the polls. If that is so with what the 
community call one crime, it is easy to 
reason why not with all others, ami so 
the moral sense of the community is 
blunted and destroyed and the question 
is uot a question of conscience hut a 
question of the probability of detection 
and punishnn at. 

Too n ora i»U of to-day arc* justly 
groaning over the blunted conscience of 
the community in reference to light and 


wrong, and tho results to tho nation which 
mr.st surely fol’ow Has thero been a single 
cause that has more tended to produco 
this state of things than tho treatment 
the liquor question hns received at the 
hands of tli is Commonwealth within the 
past, generation/ 

Let it ho once put into the constitu- 
tion that tho manufacture and sale of in- 
toxicating liquor as a beverage Is pro- 
hibited, ami it is no longer dependent up- 
on a show of hands whether it is a crime 
or not, this would remove at least one of 
the great causes that has so blunted tho 
conscience and sensibilities of tho pres- 
ent generation upon that which is moral- 
ly tight or morally wrong, and tho at- 
tendant consequences logically following. 

The principal objection that is urged 
hy the friends of temperance against this 
proposed amendment is in the first place, 
that tho sentiment of the people is not 
up to such a standard: that our piesont 
local option law is doing a good work 
and if it is not then high license will ac- 
complish all that is desired. 

Let us call your attention fora mo- 
ment to the first objection I have noted; 
that this amendment should not pass 
because our people are not up to its 
standard. A single illustration will an- 
swer this argument— w hero would the 
rights of freedmen of the South ho to- 
day if wo had waited for the voters of 
Southern states to have such a political 
standard of equal right for all, as would 
have given thorn the rights that every 
American citizen may now justly claim. 
What an illustration of this may he 
found in tho history of the enactment 
and enforcement of the revenue laws of 
England a hundred years ago. Legis- 
lation upon every great moral roform, 
in order to accomplish its work must be 
in advance of the sentiment of the com- 
munity when such reform is required. 

So tar as local opilion is concerned, in 
suppressing the evil of di ink, it is a fail- 
ure. Every town within tho radius of fifty 
miles from Boston may vote no license, 
and there may notbu a single building 
within this locality where liquor may be 
obtained, and yet such arc tho facilities 
of communicating with Boston that 
every person without difficulty can ob- 
tain at least once a day as much liquor 
as he desires. 

Not a few of tho friends of temperance 
are confidently looking toward high li- 
cense as the great remedy. I will admit 
that 1 am in favor of high license if I 
can get nothing better, but I should hes- 
itate very much to ho an advocate of 
high license. I understand what is 
meant by high license is that a few men 
by paying from five hundred to livo thou- 
sand dollars are to ho permitted to sell 
or manufacture intoxicating liquor as a 
beverage. That certainly means that 
the price of liquor must bo increased to 
the drinker and that the business must 
go into the hands of those and those only 
who can afford to pay the large license 
to carry it on. It practically amounts to 
this: the. poor man cannot get inro busi- 
ness because he lias not the means or 
that he cannot have his glass of liquor 
because it is so high he cannot afford to 
pay for it. No one ever heard of high 
license by reducing the number of people 
who are licensed to sell or manufacture, 
without at the same time makiug a very 
large license fee. 

It is a fundamental principle in our 
government, a principle dear to every 
citizen, and which shows itself along the 
whole line of our written and unwritten 
law, that however it may bo in other 
countries, in America a poor man’s 
rights are just the same as a rich man’s. 
The poor man and rich man stand on an 
exact par befoie the law. The law and 
the government know no difference be- 
tween them. 

No scheme has ever been devised which 
lias ever held up such a distinction be- 
tween the rich man and the poor man, 
sanctioned by the form of law, as the 
system of high license, and l for one 
can never give my vote or my influence 
for any such measure. Tho law mustgivc 
no more a Ivrn ago to you wl.oire ri< h 
than it gives to you who are poor. No 
stronger reason could be urged for the 
adoption of this amendment than the 
marked success which has followed sim- 
ilar enactments in other states of the 
Union. I heard a letter read last even- 
ing from Hon. Neal Dow of Maine, giving 
the salutary effect of such an enactment 
in his State and its attendant benefits. 

We have with us this evening a promi- 
nent citizen and a former member of 
Congress of the great and prosperous 
State of Iowa, who will give impertant 
evidence upon the workingof a similar 
amendment in his own Commonwealth. 

Fellow citizens, having a regard for 
the welfare of our Commonwealth which 
in generations gone by has had such a 
proud position of influence for good 
upon all the great questions that have 
affected humanity, wo cannot afford to 
lose this opportunity of enabling Massa- 
chusetts om e more to take the advanced 
position upon this great question. 

Rev. 1). O. Meats, 1). D., of Worcester, 
was the next speaker, lie alluded to 
the efforts made to give respectability 
to the opponents of the amendment. It 
mattered little, he said, how many good 
men were on the other side; tho question 
for us to solve is what is tho best remedy 
for the terrible evil resulting from tho 
liquor traffic? On the one side wo find 
the church and the living God and on tho 
other the wine and spirit dealer — there 
is no common ground/' between. It is a 
solemn subject and every man should bo 
inspired to vote for the suppression 
of the saloon with its attendant misery 
and crime. Prohibition does prohibit, ft 
mav not wholly prevent the sale of in- 
toxicating liquor. If the amendment is 
adopted, the condition will improve and 
prosperity will result under prohibition 
while under a high license system tho 
amount of drunkenness, the quantity of 
liquor sold and its effects in poverty and 
crime, are in nowise decreased. 

Hon. J. B. Grinned of Iowa delivered 
the closing speech and pointed out tho 
advantages which had resulted from pro- 
hibition in his own state. During the 
evening appropriate selections wore ren- 
dered hy the Amphion male quartet.
